OPEN LETTER 


Dear Readers: 


When Coming Up! decided to endorse Nancy Pelosi for Congress in our March 1987 edition, we knew 
that decision was going to be controversial. Pelosi was not well known to the community at large, but 
we researched her carefully, and found good and compelling reasons to endorse her. 


We also felt we owed the community an explanation as to why we chose not to endorse Supervisor Harry 
Britt, a gay man, and ‘‘one of our own.”’ It was a painful decision for us to reach. We summed up our 
reasons for it in the article ‘The Trouble with Harry.” 


Coming Up! came under heavy criticism for using ‘‘unnamed sources”’ as the basis for that article. At 
that time it was difficult to express to the community the level of fear that prevented people from speak- 
ing openly. 


But the level of invective hurled our way and the attempts to harm us financially since publication of 
the March edition show quite plainly why people are afraid to talk. Coming Up! has been called ‘‘that 
man-hating lesbian paper who would never support a gay man’’ and ‘“‘those cunt-lickers for Pelosi’’ by 
Britt supporters. (There isn’t a soul on our editorial staff, evenly divided male and female, who intends 
to vote for Britt.) We have been labeled homophobic and traitorous. In the midst of such raging misogyny 
in his name, Harry Britt has remained silent. Thousands of our papers have been stolen. Most of our adver- 
tisers have been called and urged to cancel their ads. If they have refused, they have had their businesses 
threatened with boycott. In a nutshell, there has been a definite attempt to put Coming Up! out of business. 


In the midst of the assault on Coming Up!, the Britt campaign has unleashed a series of attacks on Pelosi. 
The common themes: Pelosi destroyed the Lesbian/Gay Caucus of the Democratic Party; Pelosi has never 
done a thing for Gay/Lesbian Rights; she’s just ‘‘Little Nancy Sunshine’’ who’s never held a job and has 
no record on the issues; Pelosi wants polluting, nuclear-armed battleships in San Francisco Bay. It is par- 
ticularly disturbing that the Britt campaign has put out this information on Pelosi, because these things 
are all lies, and they know it. 


But that’s been much of the ‘‘coverage’’ the community has been exposed to about Pelosi, and it’s led 
many to wonder how Coming Up! could possible endorse such an ogre. That puzzlement and anger has 
-been reflected in many of our Letters to the Editor. We’ve decided to do something a little different this 
month to address those concerns: we are using your letters to Coming Up! as the basis for a dialogue with 
our readership. Many of the issues you raise are concerns we considered in reaching our endorsement deci- 
sion. We’ve grouped your letters by issues, and either answered them directly, or allowed other letter writers 
to address them. If a letter has been edited, it is indicated by ‘‘[...]’’, and the only editing that has been 
done is for space; content has not been altered in any way. 


For the record: Coming Up! received a total of 42 letters on our coverage of the Congressional race x 
in the last issue: 27 opposed the stand we took and 15 supported us. Of course, many of the letters raise 
the same issues. As we do whenever we receive more mail than we can reasonably publish, we charted 
all of the issues raised in each letter and have pulled a sampling, representative of virtually all points of 
view readers have expressed.

MILK CLUB REBUTTAL 


I was both saddened and angered by Kim Cor- 
saro’s piece, ‘“The Trouble with Harry,’’ a piece 
marred with blatant misinformation and based 
almost entirely on ambiguous material from 
nameless sources. Her statement that the Harvey 
Milk Lesbian and Gay Democratic Club did not en- 
dorse Pat Norman for Supervisor in 1984 is simp- 
ly not true. In addition, Ms. Corsaro’s claim that 
club members circulated a tasteless, horrible joke 
about Pat is not only false but insensitive and evi- 
dent of her need to dredge up anything possible to 
support her shaky argument. 

If Harry Britt’s support is shallow, it is certain- 
ly not evident when one looks at the number of 
volunteers and financial contributors to his cam- 
paign.

And many of the people who support Britt 
have their own political agendas, and they see op- 
portunities opening up for them if he leaves town. 
Many of his supporters have serious reservations 
about his ability to do the job.

Nancy Pelosi has been working for the gay com- 
munity for years. ‘“She’s been on the cutting edge 
of progressive politics in the Democratic Party.”’ 
Those words belong to Harry Britt, spoken at a fun- 
draiser she had for him in her home three years ago. 
Pelosi had nothing to do with the destruction of the 
Gay/Lesbian Caucus, and in fact fought against it 
— the accompanying article has details on how ex- 
actly the caucus system was eliminated in the 
Democratic Party. 

Has Harry Britt always been there for us in the 
past eight years? To the reader: sift through your 
memory of community events and issues you have 
participated in and worked on over the years — par- 
ticularly around times when Britt hasn’t been run- 
ning for something. How much of Harry Britt have 
you seen? Who are the Supervisors at City Hall most 
Srequently turned to for special assistance? Molinari, 
Hongisto, Walker and Ward’s names come up more 
often than Britt’s. When the Women’s Building suf- 
Jered a rash of fires and threats seven years ago, an 
attack not unlike the current break-in (see story, this 
issue), the women from the building mobilized the 
community to get involved, and held a massive com- 
munity meeting. Where was Harry Britt? Are you 
active in the Court System, the motorcycle clubs? 
When was the last time you saw Britt at one of your 
functions? Do you work in the battle against AIDS 
in San Francisco? How much of Britt have you seen 
there? Case in point: last month, when Surgeon 
General Koop was in town, a breakfast was held for 
him, attended by approx. 300 AIDS activists. 
Naturally, there was a head table, with spaces reserv- 
ed for Tim Wolfred, Executive Director of the AIDS 
Foundation, Gayling Gee of SF General, a represen- 
tative from the Latino community, Rep. Art Agnos, 
and of course Koop. But there wasn’t a place for 
Harry Britt. Sure, Britt’s decided not to endorse 
Agnos for Mayor. But do you really think if Britt 
had been a key leader in the local battle against 
AIDS, Agnos could have gotten away without giv- 
ing him a spot at the head table? Wouldn’t there 
have been a stink? But nobody seemed to think it 
strange. In the Castro, on Polk, South of Market, 
the Mission — how much of Harry Britt have we 
seen around and about in your community? 


e ISSUE: 
GRASSROOTS VS. THE 
DEMOCRATIC MACHINE 


GRASSROOTS EMPOWERMENT 


Because Coming Up! has been such a consistent- 
ly progressive voice in the lesbian/gay communi- 
ty, we were profoundly disappointed and dis- 
turbed by your endorsement of Nancy Pelosi over 
Harry Britt. We found its premise flawed, its 
perspective shortsighted, and its publication 
politically damaging for the community. 

Taken together, ‘“The Trouble With Harry’”’ and 
the Pelosi piece capitulate to the narrowest 
mainstream media/social studies textbook view of 


politics as simply a contest of ‘‘style’’ and ‘‘effec-- 


‘tiveness.’’ You drop out the most basic questions 
that must be asked in any race: What do the can- 
didates stand for? Who are they accountable to? 
Who pays their bills and whose interests will they 
serve? : 

This is not a race between two front-runners with 
roughly equivalent liberal views and backing. 
Harry Britt is working from a broad base of sup- 
port built over years in office — support from the 
lesbian/gay community, but also from tenants, 
seniors, ethnic minority communities, labor 
unions, peace and social change activists of all 
stripes. Nancy Pelosi has no constituency. She is 
the candidate of the downtown interests and the 
Democratic Party establishment — Dianne Fein- 
stein and company.They are footing the bills, to the 
tune of $1,000-a-plate campaign dinners, and they 
will have the pull when Pelosi casts her votes in 
Congress. 

Harry Britt, as you acknowledge, has a solid pro- 


gressive voting record on issues from gay rights to 
city workers’ rights, divestment in South Africa to 
development in San Francisco. Pelosi has no 
record. The strength of her liberal campaign 
rhetoric has not been tested in the heat of political 
battles. Even her campaign stands on some issues 
are questionable. It’s easier these days to be against 
contra funding, but Pelosi supports harboring the 
Missouri in San Francisco, battle-ready for Cen- 
tral America. No San Francisco politician could not 
support dramatic increases in AIDS funding — but 
as the skyrocketing costs of the disease impoverish 
individuals and put the squeeze on public hospitals 
and clinics, where is she on national health care? 
When the Democratic Party made its headlong rush 
to GOP-cloneland after the ’84 elections, did she 
try to stop it? No: she went right along with the par- 
ty program for abolition of the lesbian/gay caucus, 
the Asian/Pacific caucus and more — the voices 
for the ‘‘special interests’’ that can give the party 
breadth and backbone. 

But even more is at stake than the election of 
someone who has the basis to be truly accountable 
and accessible to their grassroots supporters — 
because elections are about more than candidates. 
As every disenfranchised group in this country has 
learned, campaigns can be tools for empowerment, 
for long-term movement-building as well as short- 
term gains. What the work on Britt’s campaign can 
do is help strengthen our organizing: deepen our 
knowledge, sharpen our skills, forge the constituen- 
cy and the coalitions that will last beyond this con- 
test to the next and the next. Working for Pelosi 
will not help build our movement, and once elected, 
she will owe us little. The argument to support her 
boils down to a fashionably redecorated version of 
the tired argument that ‘‘our liberal friends’’ can 
do more for us than we can do for ourselves. 

Of course Harry Britt has shortcomings. This is 
the real world, and real politics, and we could stand 
on the sidelines for a long time waiting for the 
perfect candidate. Harry Britt has taken up the op- 
portunity and the challenge that history is present- 
ing us, is articulating our issues and aspirations and 
helping us move one step forward together. If you 
feel, as some do, that Harry Britt and his office 
have not always been sensitive and responsive, have 
taken wrong positions — now is the time to make 
your concerns heard, play for some leverage — and 
join the fight. Instead you choose to chew old 
wounds and foster divisions. 

We hope that you will reconsider — if not your 
endorsement, at least its political implications. 
When the confusion of ‘‘style,”’ the illusions of 
made-for-TV politics are cleared away, it’s obvious 
what this race is. It pits the lesbian/gay and all the 
under-represented communities of San Francisco 
against downtown money and the Democratic 
machine — a few bones from their table against a 
chance for a voice of our own.

Coming Up! very, very carefully considered the 
political implications of our endorsement. You talk 
of grassroots empowerment and coalition building. 
But you can’t just dismiss Harry’s shortcomings. 

Why is it that the only serious gay standard bearer 
in San Francisco — the politician with the clout — 
is one with such serious shortcomings, in this, the 
supposedly most politically sophisticated and in- 
Sluential gay community in the nation? Britt’s pro- 
blems are no secret, yet everyone is afraid to 
challenge him. No one is willing to speak on the 
record. 

Coming Up! feels that those who say we should 
set aside our problems with Britt in the name of gay 
unity are making a very serious political mistake 
(never mind why we should support a gay candidate 
in the name of gay unity and power when he con- 
sistently fails to support other gay candidates in the 
same manner). We have already made serious 
political mistakes by covering up and/or not taking 
seriously Britt’s problems. Because of this, we find 
ourselves in the position of having a Congressional 
vacancy, and an incompetent and ineffective gay 
politician as our only gay choice in the progressive 
community. 

If we send Britt to Washington, we continue the 
error. Not only will we continue getting poor 
representation that we can ill-afford in this political 
climate, but we are also permanently wedding the 
gay community's prestige, political clout, and agen- 
da to Harry Britt’s problems and ambitions. 

Why do we have any reason to believe he’ll be any 
different in Congress? 

If we send him there, it will be much harder to 
hold him accountable. No one dares challenge him 
now. What happens when he’s one of a handful of 
gay congresspeople? Then gay politicos will be tell- 
ing us that we can’t vote against him (even though 
he has problems) because he is, after all, one of the 
Sew. A future possible vote against Pelosi would just 
be a vote against Pelosi, but a vote against Britt 
becomes a vote-against gay power. This means that 
the more powerful Britt gets, the harder it becomes 


to hold him accountable. 

But who will ever hold Britt accountable? The ga Ly 
politicos who are afraid to speak on the record and 
tell the community what they know all too well? 

If we, as a community, had demanded more o yf 
our leadership a long time ago, we might not be in 
this mess now. But we didn’t, and now we’re told 
to get in line behind Britt. Why should he worry 
about what he does when he gets the blanket sup- 
port from the leaders of the community, regardless? 

There’s really no reason for a large undecided vote 
in this campaign, had Britt been truly working hard 
for the community for eight years. In early March 
a Teichner poll gave him 22 percent of the vote. The 
Britt campaign cried foul, saying the sampling was 
too small. OK, so add 10 percent, or double it even. 
After eight years in office, the best Britt can do is 
44 percent of the gay community he claims to have 
been working so hard for all these years? Why do 
so many people in the gay community — despite 
what ‘‘gay leaders”’ tell them, find it so difficult to 
get behind Britt. What does that say about his 
leadership? 

Also: regarding Harry’s campaign for Congress. 
You mention the ‘‘empowerment”’ of working on 
a political campaign. This is in no way meant to 
denigrate the scores of sincere volunteers who have 
put time into helping elect Britt — that’s separate. 
But Britt has run a very dirty campaign. His 
literature, much of it hit pieces on Pelosi, is full of 
lies and distortions. This is from a candidate who 
wants to present himself as a person with integrity, 
as a standard-bearer for the hopes and the dreams 
of the gay/lesbian community. But I have a real pro- 
blem with dismissing Britt’s stuff as ‘‘just politics.’’ 
It’s just too dishonest. People who got his campaign 
literature didn’t think they were getting ‘ust 
politics.’’ They thought they were being told the 
truth. (Your letter contains one of those lies pro- 


moted by the Britt campaign that people have simply - 


come to believe: Pelosi destroyed the Gay/Lesbian 
Caucus.) And what is the fanaticism that surrounds 
the Britt campaign, that would just as soon destroy 
a community institution like Coming Up!? How 
terrible it is to have lying, hysteria, and fear tactics 
permeate the community, all in the name of or “‘pro- 
gressive’’ gay candidate. What a contradiction. How 
can we look the other way?

HISTORIC OPPORTUNITY 


I was upset to see the major Bay Area 
lesbian/gay newspaper endorsing Nancy Pelosi 
over Harry Britt. For the gay community to turn 
on our own, rejecting the historic and rare oppor- 
tunity to send an openly gay and progressive 
representative to Congress, is a heavy move to 
make. I would hope such a move would be very 
carefully thought out, and I would consider it 
justifiable only if (a) the gay candidate was really 
bad news, and/or (b) the alternative was really ex- 
cellent. While I must confess to not having followed 
San Francisco politics with complete concentration, 
it seems to me that Harry Britt has been consistently 
progressive on almost every issue: he opposes U.S. 
aid to El Salvador, voted in favor of making San 
Francisco a sanctuary city, opposes downtown 
development, opposes homeporting the Missouri, 
and, of course, strongly supports gay and lesbian 
issues. The only glaring exception that I’ve seen is 
his support for Israel, but then, Nancy Pelosi sup- 


| ports Israel, too. Nancy Pelosi has gone back and 


forth in her position on Central America, has sid- 
ed with the downtown developers and business in- 
terests, and supports homeporting the Missouri. It 
seems to me like Coming Up! just cut the gay com- 
munity’s own throat, and I can’t really figure out

Our community absolutely needs gay/lesbian 
representation at every level of government. For a 
variety of reasons outlined elsewhere in this issue, 
we think Britt is seriously lacking in the necessary 
qualifications. But this draws attention to another 
misperception promoted by the Britt campaign. 
Britt’s been promoting our “‘historic opportunity to 
elect the first openly gay non-incumbent to Con- 
gress.”’ The term non-incumbent is crucial here, 
because Gerry Studds was elected as an openly gay 
man after he had been in Congress. Not only that, 
but his re-election to another term in Congress from 
a Portuguese Catholic fishing district in 
Massachusetts followed his admission before Con- 
gress that he had had sex with a Page. Out of that 
situation, for him to maintain his dignity and 
strength was truly incredible. But even more incredi- 
ble, is that he was re-elected a second time, and there 
was no news coverage. That says an enormous 
amount about our ability to be perceived for what 
we are. ; 

Additionally, the fact of the matter is that there’s 
a number of homosexual. men and women in the 
federal government, with varying degrees of open- 
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ness. Some of them would still be described as closet 
cases by San Francisco standards, but virtually ever 
single person on the hill knows. 

Gay activist Jim Hormel is supporting Pelosi for 


Congress. Coming Up! asked him how he felt about. 


the necessity of electing someone gay. Hormel very 
strongly feels it’s essential that we have gay represen- 
tation, but he thinks the initial presence should be 
“exemplary.”’ And he points out that we’ve got to 
look beyond San Francisco, that there are gay peo- 
ple being elected to local office all over the country 
now — and San Francisco’s community needs to 
realize that there are other places where gay people 
are poised to move on to higher office.

THE LESSONS OF HARVEY MILK 


Your article accompanying the endorsement of 
Nancy Pelosi was quite thought provoking. There 
is not much dispute either in your question of Harry 
Britt’s fitness for being an effective representative 
of San Francisco in Congress, or in Ms. Pelosi’s 
credentials. However, your analysis of the situa- 
tion failed to point out many reasons why a lesbian 
or gay male voter would want to vote for Britt, and 
not to vote for Pelosi. 

It seems that our community has not paid heed 
to many of the lessons taught to us by Harvey Milk. 
What better way is there to contradict our invisibili- 
ty than to elect a gay man to Congress? What bet- 
ter way is there to step outside our feelings of being 
victims during these years of AIDS than to elect a 
gay man to Congress? The sheer fact of a major 
city electing an openly gay person in these times of 
Ronald Reagan says more than a simple vote in 
Congress. For years people with the same im- 
pressive credentials as Nancy Pelosi have co- 
sponsored the NationalGay Rights Bill, but where 
has that gotten us? Once elected Ms. Pelosi will not 
be beholden to our community. Who can say how 
accessible she will be on her climb to power in the 
U.S. Congress? We simply cannot afford any 
longer, as Harvey Milk told us, to depend upon the 
kindness of heterosexuals. 

This is not to say we should ignore the many 
powerful people who have and will continue to help 
us. Having such support from the outside is impor- 
tant. But not as important as having our own voice 
first. To say that Harry Britt will be an isolated gay 
man on the fringe once elected to Congress, as I 
have heard some gay folks say, is to internalize our 
oppression to the point of rendering ourselves 
powerless. Harry Britt has shown lots of political 
savvy in assembling a vast array of support, forg- 
ing a strong coalition to win his campaign. He has 
also been able to assemble a dazzling group of peo- 
ple to run his campaign for him. The campaign 
itself will go a long way in making Britt better 
equipped and a better performer once he is elected. 

The issue of this election is not who will have 
more influence once they are elected. We cannot 
prejudge whether Harry Britt or Nancy Pelosi will 
be more effective for our community once in Con- 
gress. Even if we were to do so, why not point to 
the fact that Nancy Pelosi has yet to cast any kind 
of vote whatsoever as an elected official. Would 
Nancy Pelosi ever even mention an issue such as 
domestic partners to the U.S. Congress? 

At this critical time in our community’s history 
there is no doubt that having a gay voice in Con- 
gress is essential. Although many of Nancy Pelosi’s 
views are similar to Harry Britt’s, and although 
Nancy Pelosi’s contacts and connections might 
make her an effective representative, just who will 
she be representing? Nancy Pelosi’s issues are 
many. Once in Congress she would have lots to lose 
by speaking out loudly and consistently on our 
behalf. 

I, for one, would rest easier knowing that Harry 
Britt, a gay man, was working across town from 
Reagan and Company during the next two years. 
Nancy Pelosi can still raise funds and support our 
causes from where she now works. She will not be 
filling a void. Harry Britt will. Kenny Fries

BEING GAY IS NOT ENOUGH 
— This letter was sent to the B.A.R. 
Dear Mr. Ross: 

You recently called some lesbians who disagree 
with your political opinion “‘male-hating women.” 
In my book, lesbian-baiting isn’t just sexist and 
homophobic, it’s fag-bashing. 

In your March 5 editorial, I believe you were 
referring to my former editor Kim Corsaro as one 
of the ‘‘male-hating women’”’ intent on spoiling the 
gay community’s chance to send one of their own 


to Washington. I have never felt compelled to de- 
fend Ms. Corsaro before, but your characteriza- 
tion is outrageous, destructive, and self-serving. I 
can’t think of anyone in this city, man or woman, 
who has been as sensitive and supportive of men 
and their issues as Kim Corsaro. You are simply 
wrong. 

If there is a bigot here, the evidence shows it’s 
you. The B.A.R., which has the greatest resources 
and circulation of the gay papers, has made no real 
commitment to cover women and their issues in this 
community. 

And correct me if I’m wrong, but didn’t the 
B.A.R. endorse Quentin Kopp over Dianne Feins- 
tein for mayor in 1979? I think you have a problem 
with women in positions of power. The gay com- 
munity repudiated your endorsement by a 4 to 1 
margin. 

I don’t want you to think that I never take the 
B.A.R.’s opinion seriously. Harry Britt’s record 
has been well-chronicled in the B.A.R. and includes 
these facts: 

*Britt virtually ignored the National March of 
Washington for Lesbian/Gay Rights in 1979, even 
though it was the dream of Harvey Milk. 

*Britt carried on an extended feud with the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation during its first months 
of existence rather than support its desperately 
needed agenda. 

*Britt waffled so long and so often on the 
bathhouse issue that even he couldn’t remember 
what his position was. 

As you know the list goés on. 

Britt refuses to assume leadership when it’s go- 
ing to cost him. He gave up on Domestic Partners 
when it was most needed. He has shown leadership 
only on gay issues that have nearly unanimous sup- 
port in the Board of Supervisors. 

In addition, Britt has failed to actively support 
other gay candidates for the Board. Your editorial 
confirms the ugly jealousy with which Britt and his 
supporters guard his power: retribution is swift and 
harsh for anyone in this community who dares to 
challenge Britt’s ambitions. 

Such pettiness has gotten in the way of our agen- 
da as lesbians and gay men for too long. I’m not 


alone in thinking we deserve better than Harry | 


Britt. Being gay is not enough.

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AN OPEN LETTER TO BOB ROSS 


Your editorial of March 19 (in the Bay Area 
Reporter) said that B.A.R. is an ‘‘advocacy press,”’ 
but that you ‘‘try to be impartial to all our brothers 
and sisters, and allow all to voice their opinions as 
space permits.’’ Currently, however, B.A.R. looks 
like a hit piece for Harry Britt. Apparently space 
does not permit articles or letters favorable to Nan- 
cy Pelosi. 

B.A.R. maintains that this election is a test of 
gay political clout, that we will all lose if Harry loses 
— an argument that does not wash. Another 
premise is that Nancy Pelosi has deliberately set out 
to split the lesbian/gay community. The truth is 
Harry did it himself. 

Harry’s history of political betrayals, his reluc- 
tance to mend fences, his isolation from his con- 
stituent: base by a small group of gay political 
brokers, his inability to work with lesbian city of- 
ficials, his failure to exert leadership in our com- 
munity, and his self-professed ‘‘boredom’’ with the 
Board of Supervisors, its committee meetings and 
required public appearances — are all reasons that 
many lesbians and gays have decided Britt is not 
the caliber of candidate to send to Congress. 

By contrast, Nancy Pelosi is a refreshing, 
energetic, experienced activist in the Democratic 
Party; a feminist, a woman of profound political 
substance and a person eminently qualified to carry 
San Francisco’s progressive agenda to Washington, 
D.C. Furthermore, she has diligently and per- 
sistently supported lesbian and gay rights for as 
long as Harry has. 

Despite the heavy-handed tactics and threats of 
the Britt machine, the ‘‘big lie’’ style of his cam- 
paign and political reporting in B.A.R., the dum- 
ping of hundreds of copies of Coming Up! by Britt 
supporters (including a columnist for B.A.R.), 
Nancy Pelosi’s record remains intact. 

Britt supporters and B.A.R. have conveniently 
forgotten that Nancy Pelosi included lesbians and 
gay men when The City hosted the Democratic Par- 
ty’s Site Committee at the Hall of Flowers, that 
Nancy Pelosi appointed 25 of us (included Britt and 
Tom Horm as general counsel) to the Convention’s 
Host Committee, that Nancy Pelosi saw to it that 
some delegations were housed in gay hotels, that 
Nancy Pelosi supported Britt for Supervisor by 
holding a fundraiser for him in her home. 

Forgotten, too, is our long struggle to convince 
the public that AIDS is not just a ‘‘gay disease.”’ 
Now we are told by Britt and B.A.R. that only a 
‘‘gay’’ Congress member can be an advocate for 
AIDS funding. Nancy Pelosi will be far more ef- 
fective in assuming that role. She is knowledgeable 


about AIDS and has suffered personal loss. She, 
too, has unveiled an action plan for Congress, 
though it is unlikely it will ever be published in 
B.A.R. The bonus is that she already has a work- 
ing relationship with members of the House and 
Senate and thus will have a head start over any 
other candidate in the race. 
Nancy Pelosi deserves our votes on April 7.

THE TROUBLE WITH HARRY CONTINUES 


The special election for the 5th Congressional 
seat is upon us. Here in the gay community the 
Trouble with Harry continues. Bay Area Reporter, 
The Sentinel and all the local political clubs have 
endorsed Harry Britt for the seat in Congress. A 
friend, who is working on the grass-roots level to 
get Harry elected, and I were talking recently. ‘“You 
know,’ I said, ‘‘I’m not sure about Harry Britt. 
It seems like he has to be pushed into things, kind 
of a fence rider politically. I can’t recall any lesbian 
or feminist issues that he has advocated.’’ He said, 
“Hey, I’m not that comfortable with his past 
record either but we have to think national politics 
now.’’ I absolutely agree. We have to look ahead. 

But as the Britt political machine flexed its 
muscles, I began to feel very uncomfortable. I kept 
seeing more and more pictures of Harry and John 
Molinari, then John and Harry shaking hands, 
then Harry with lots of other men, all smiling and 
so happy. ‘‘Oh yea,’’ I said to myself, ‘‘It’s the boys 
club back in action again!’ 

I was relieved that Coming Up! had the guts to 
step back from the crowd of three piece suits and 
elbowing men and take a critical and feminist point 
of view on this push to get, it seems, any ‘““GWM”’’ 
into Congress. 

The Coming Up! article raised some good points 
about Harry Britt’s competence as a representative 
of our community. How well informed is Harry 
Britt? Is he the type of leader we want representing 
such a diverse neighborhood? Does he really have 
any interest in the lesbian community and women’s 
issues? His record so far is not that good and Iam 
not convinced that he is a person I can vote for, 
although I will support him if he is elected.

GEARHART ENDORSES BRITT

Regarding Democratic control of the Senate: It’s the 
Democratic Senators who have honored Pelosi as 
the single person most responsible for their taking 
back control of the Senate last fall. Many readers 
have questioned our claim that Pelosi is responsi- 
ble for the replacements of Chairs of important 
Senate Committees. That’s simply a direct result of 
the Democrats gaining majority control in the 
Senate. And it’s no small: thing: there were no AIDS 
hearings on Labor and Human Resources under Or- 
rin Hatch (DC gay lobbyists didn’t even want to try, 
Searing what could come of it); Ted Kennedy replac- 
ed Hatch and convened hearings two days later.

people?’ (New York Times, 8/2/86). Thanks to the 
Democratic victory, thanks to Pelosi, Thurmond has 
been dethroned.

ho is Nancy Pelosi, and why 

is she trying to represent San 

Francisco’s Fifth Congres- 

sional District? Sure, she got 
a belated endorsement from Sala Burton, but 
Sala was pretty sick. Thus did Sala annoint this 
gay caucus-bashing, opportunistic, political 
dilettante, who never held a job and wants to 
destroy our environment, nuke the Bay, build 
lots of skyscrapers, and send money to right- 
wing dictatorships in Central America, all the 
while counting her silver spoons. 

And so Pelosi has been described in much of 
the negative publicity that has been put out 
about her. The corollary to that is: how could 
Coming Up!, thought to be a progressive 
newspaper, turn on its own, and endorse such 
a woman? Must be those man-hating dykes, 
who’ll go for anything female. She must have 
bought them off in her frenzy to drive a wedge 
into the community. Coming Up!’s really 
flipped this time. 

C’mon folks. Let’s be real. The issues at stake 
in this election are serious. With the death of 
Sala Burton, the imminent departure of Dianne 
Feinstein from City politics, the crumbling of a 
hard-fought Coalition of Conscience forged by 
the powerful ‘‘Burton Machine,’’ and in the 
midst of an ever-growing AIDS epidemic, the 
emergence of a two-tiered economy, and the om- 
nipresence of the threats of the Reagan ad- 


ministration, the future for the people of the Ci- 
ty of San Francisco is more uncertain than at any 
time since the assassinations of Harvey Milk and 
George Moscone. The issues we face, and how 
we as a community choose to respond to them, 
will challenge us for years to come. 

Where does Pelosi really stand on those 
issues? What has she done for gay and lesbian 
rights? Where does she stand on Central 
America, issues of reproductive freedom and the 
battleship Missouri? And why did Coming Up! 
endorse her? 


AIDS 


When Coming Up! decided that we could not 
endorse Harry Britt in good conscience, we 
began a careful examination of the other can- 
didates. The research we did on Pelosi was ex- 
tremely encouraging. We found that she sup- 
ported most of the major issues of concern to 
us: the Nuclear Freeze and verifiable arms con- 
trol, reproductive rights for women, divestment 
from South Africa, catastrophic health in- 
surance, halting off-shore oil drilling, civil rights, 
lesbian/gay rights, and hefty increases in AIDS 
funding. 

But more than that, a picture emerged of an 
extremely bright, capable, hard-working 
woman, solidly experienced in the political pro- 
cess, with a very impressive record of achieve- 
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Sen. Barbara Mikulski and Nancy Pelosi 


ment. A picture of someone who really knew the 
political process, and how to make it work. 

Pelosi grew up in a political family. Her father 
and brother were both Mayor of Baltimore, and 
her father also served in Congress. From 
1976-1980, Pelosi herself had served as Northern 
Chair of the California Democratic Party. (She 
achieved that position less than ten years after 
her arrival in California, at the time when her 
five children were aged 13 and under.) 

In 1982, Pelosi was Chair of the California 
State Democratic Party. During her two-year 


term she directed a voter-registration drive in the 
state that registered 670,000 new voters to the 
rolls. By comparison, in the 1986 election with 
a tough race between Alan Cranston and Ed 
Zschau, only 125,000 new voters were registered. 
And the best previous effort, by Cesar Chavez 
and the United Farm Workers, had only 
registered 200,000 voters. Forty percent of the 
voters registered in Pelosi’s effort were 
minorities, according to Rose King, then Ex- 
ecutive Director of the Party. At that time, ac- 
cording to the State Census Bureau, the popula- 
tion of the state was only 33 percent minority. 

Alice Adams of Americans for Democratic 
Action, a Washington, D.C. political action 
organization that provides ‘‘ADA ratings”’ for 
legislators which serve as litmus tests of their 
progressive politics, told Coming Up! that she 
considers Pelosi one of the ‘‘top ten pro- 
gressives”’ in the United States. We learned that 
Pelosi had been credited by the Democratic U.S. 
Senators with winning control of the Senate in 
the November 1986 election. We learned that 
Pelosi was extremely well connected in national 
power-broker circles in Washington, and knew 
how to make those connections work. 

Coming Up! learned that when Pelosi ran for 
Chair of the Democratic National Party in 1984, 
she gave a speech in which she defined her plat- 
form as geared toward a “‘return to the basics 
of politics — grassroots organization.”’ In ad- 
dition, she promoted a redirect-ing of the party 
to power ‘‘at the local and state level,”’ and con- 
cluded that ‘‘political power can be achieved on- 
ly from the bottom-up and not from the top- 
down.’’ We learned from gay and lesbian ac- 
tivists that Pelosi had been a long-time champion 
of gay and women’s issues in the Democratic 
Party. Then there was that endorsement from 
Sala. 

The Burtons, of course, had an exemplary 
record across the board on progressive issues. 
And they were well known in San Francisco’s 
gay community for support of our concerns that 
dated back to the 1950s. Pelosi and the Burtons 
were close, and worked together on many issues 
of concern to San Franciscans, from the early 
70s, shortly after Pelosi arrived in San Fran- 
cisco. Sala did not make her endorsement 
lightly. 

And we learned all of this in the context of a 
newly released report from the CDC in Atlanta 
that the percentage of HIV-infected individuals 
considered likely to develop AIDS was going up, 
and was expected to continue to rise. We learn- 
ed this in the context of reports emanating from 
the San Francisco Department of Public Health 
that the burden of the epidemic was breaking the 
City’s back, and services were stretched to a 
maximum. And we felt it critical that San Fran- 
cisco be represented not only by someone who 
understood the concerns of our community, 
who was committed to major increases in AIDS 
funding, but who had the savvy and know-how 
to put that knowledge to work immediately.

It was only months after the November 1978 
assassinations of Harvey Milk and George 
Moscone, and in the continuing wake of Anita 
Bryant, gay rights were under attack nationally. 

Just an hour south of San Francisco, gay 
leaders in Santa Clara County had spent eight 
grueling months fighting for passage of a gay 
rights ordinance they had struggled to introduce 
in that conservative area. The fundamentalists 
of the County, embodied by the politically ac- 
tive membership of the Los Gatos Christian 
Church, poured -their all into an attempted 
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defeat of the ordinance. They trucked in 
busloads of their Bible-waving constituency to 
Supervisor’s meetings, creating an atmosphere 
of hysteria. They hollered Bible verses at the 
hearings, quoting Leviticus 20:13 — ‘‘Their 
blood shall be upon them; they shall surely be 
put to death.’’ When gay activists objected, the 
fundamentalists shouted them down: ‘‘That’s 
God’s law. You can’t change the Bible.’’ The 
gay community of Santa Clara County was 
under seige. 

In the midst of the hysteria, the Board of 
Supervisors was divided on the vote. One key 
Democrat went back and forth, dangling her 
vote in front of the gay organizers one day, then 
withdrawing it the next. 

‘‘During that time we had an all-night vigil in 
front of the county building,’’ says Rosalie 
Nichols, treasurer of the campaign committee 
to pass the legislation, and currently publisher 
of the San Jose gay newspaper. ‘‘We were try- 
ing to put some pressure on to get the ordinance 
passed.”’ 

The campaign committee needed help. They 
looked to Harry Britt, recently-appointed heir 
to the Harvey Milk throne. Britt was running his 
first campaign for election to the Board after 
Milk’s assassination. ‘‘We were having this vigil, 
and we wanted some notable people there,’’ so 
the committee called Britt, and ‘‘asked him if he 
would come down,”’ says Nichols. 

Britt told them he was too busy running his 
campaign, and he couldn’t help out. 

‘*So we called Howard Wallace,’’ says 


Nichols. Gay activist and union organizer 
Wallace was also running for the Board of 
Supervisors. ‘“‘And good old Howard has always 
been there when we needed him.’’ Wallace 
agreed to help. ‘‘You know, ’I’ll be there,’ ”’ 
says Nichols. 

‘*And when Harry Britt’s office found out 
that Howard Wallace was coming down, all of 
a sudden he was here! And he came down, got 
in front of the television, and left. And that’s all 
we ever saw of him.”’ Nichols says that Wallace 
“didn’t just run in and run out the way that 
Harry Britt did.’’ She says he stayed and pitch- 
ed in, and didn’t look for publicity. 

The swing vote on the Board continued to 
waffle, compromising, and negotiating with the 
fundamentalists. ‘‘It was getting very 
frustrating,’’ says Nichols. ‘‘At that time we had 
a Democratic Club, called the Susan B. Anthony 
Democratic Club, and we had met Nancy 
Pelosi,’” who was then Chair of the Northern 
California Democratic Party. 

**So I put in a call to Nancy Pelosi. She call- 
ed the Supervisor in question,’’ says Nichols. 
‘As I recall, one of the things that Nancy 
discussed was that the Democratic Party would 
back up the Supervisors who were voting for the 
ordinance and not just leave them out on a 
limb.”’ 

Nichols continues, ‘‘Pelosi got the vote for us. 
At that time she wasn’t running for anything, 
and she just did it because she supported gay 
rights. And that’s what irritates me about the 
stuff that I’m reading [currently] in a certain 


newspaper [in San Francisco] which is circulated 
down here. It irritates me that Pelosi is being at- 
tacked and portrayed as someone who does not 
support gay rights, when I know for a fact that 
she does, and that she did so when there was 
nothing in it for her. She did that on principle. 
She was there when we needed her.”’ 

The ordinance passed the City Council. But 
the fundamentalists were not to be detered, and 
San Jose law permitted them to organize a peti- 
tion drive to put the ordinance on the balance 
and prevent it from becoming law. 

After it was forced on the ballot, Nichols and 
campaign manager Johnie Staggs travelled to 
San Francisco. ‘‘We made a trip up to San Fran- 
cisco to talk to Harry Britt and his staff at City 
Hall, to see what kind of support we could get 
down here, because we saw the ordinances as.be- 
ing really something that was going to have na- 
tional impact if we won or if we lost,’’ says 
Staggs. ‘‘And basically we were told that they 
were busy with Harry’s campaign and that they 
couldn’t be bothered.” 

The ordinance was defeated at the polls. The 
fundamentalists had a field day. A deacon at Los 
Gatos Christian Church publicly called for the 
execution of homosexuals. 

Harry Britt was interviewed in Boston’s Gay 
Community News on June 14, 1980, after the 
defeat, and asked to comment on it’s impact. He 
said, ‘‘People who have a lot of power don’t 
have to fight for their rights. And people who 
don’t have power aren’t going to achieve their 
rights.’’ 


Thus, Coming Up! made its endorsement. We 
also decided, since a general ‘‘bandwagon’”’ ef- 
fect was sweeping the community in connection 
with Britt’s candidacy, that we wanted to open 
up the discussion, because we knew there was a 
lot of dissatisfaction with Britt beneath the 
public spectacle. So we chose to endorse in 
March, five full weeks before the election. 

The fury that unleashed from gay supporters 
of Britt was truly remarkable. In the ensuing 
month, much misinformation has been printed 
on Pelosi. We’ll cover the major areas of con- 
cern that have been raised in this article. 


THE LESBIAN/GAY CAUCUS OF THE 
DEMOCRATIC PARTY 

One of the most serious gay-related charges 
made against Pelosi in this election is that she 
worked for the demise of the Lesbian/Gay 
Caucus of the Democratic Party, whose official 
recognition by the Party was eliminated on May 
17, 1985. Cited as proof positive is a passage in 
an article in the Balitmore Sun on Friday, 
January 4, 1985: 


To aid the party’s recovery, Ms. Pelosi said 
she would attempt to shorten the presidential 
primary season, limit the number of official 
party caucuses to three (women, blacks, 
Hispanics) and give the party ‘‘a briefer 
message’’ based on consensus. 

“*You don’t have to address everything,” 
she said. Instead, the party should concentrate 
on “‘the areas of consensus where we have 

common ground with the American people. 

.. You can’t go any faster than the American 
people want.”’ 


Seems pretty damning, right? But why would 
Pelosi be working so hard to do in a group she 
had been a founding member of only three years 
previous? Coming Up! requested a meeting with 
Pelosi regarding the issue, and three members 
of our editorial staff, along with five other 
representatives from the gay/lesbian communi- 
ty, held a two-hour late night discussion with the 
candidate. 

At the meeting, held March 13, Pelosi main- 
tained that she had been misquoted in the 
Baltimore Sun, and that she had never supported 
the demise of the caucus. She said that at a 
January, 1985 Democratic National Commit- 
tee meeting, DNC member Richard Koster, head 
of the Latin American delegation, wanted to in- 
troduce a resolution abolishing the caucus 
system, and she urged him to withdraw it. Pelosi 
also maintained that the move was entirely Party 
Chair Paul Kirk’s, and she had nothing to do 
with it, nor did she support it. 

In 1984, after the defeat of Mondale/Ferrarro 
in the presidential election, the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee prepared to elect a new Par- 
ty Chair. Pelosi ran for that seat. She started 
back in the pack of six candidates, but surprised 
everyone by moving up quickly, and soon the 
race narrowed down to a contest between Pelosi 
and Paul Kirk. At the late January, 1985 elec- 
tion for Chair, Pelosi lost to Kirk. 

Prior to our March 13 meeting with Pelosi, 
Coming Up! obtained a file of press clippings 
detailing Pelosi’s attempt to become Party 
Chair, which included the Baltimore Sun arti- 
cle. It also contained 15 other articles from 
newspapers nationwide, including the New York 
Times, the Washington Post, the Boston Globe, 
and papers from cities such as Mobile, Alabama, 
Scranton, Pennsylvania, Sacramento and 
another Baltimore paper. The recurring theme 
throughout the coverage was that Pelosi’s ascen- 
sion to Party Chair was given scant chance of 
success, because, in a typical quote from the 
Chicago Tribune on January 13, 1985: ‘‘Pelosi 
has image problems too, because many 
Democrats think that their party’s new leader 
should not be a woman, especially a liberal 
woman from San Francisco.’’ There was no 
other reference anywhere else to Pelosi support 
for an end to the caucus system. 

The February/March 1985 edition of ‘‘Gay 
Writes,’’ the National Association of Gay and 
Lesbian Democratic Clubs newsletter, notes 
that, ‘‘The primary concern of National 
Association leaders before the DNC meeting was 
a resolution, proposed by DNC member 
Richard Koster, chair of the Latin American 
Democrats, which would have abolished the 
caucus system which allows DNC members with 
special concerns in common to have official 
recognition,”’ and, ‘‘Koster’s resolution died for 
lack of a second on the first day of the National 
Committee meeting.’’ That edition of ‘‘Gay 
Writes’’ also notes that the Lesbian and Gay 


Caucus meeting ‘‘was also attended by...two 


long-stariding friends of the Gay community 
from San Francisco, Nancy Pelosi and Duane 
Garrett....’’ 

The June 25, 1985 issue of the Advocate notes 
that at the ‘‘DNC Executive Committee’s May 
17 [meeting there was] passage of a resolution 
abolishing the party’s seven caucuses, including 
the Lesbian and Gay Caucus.”’ In an interview 
with Coming Up!, Terry Michael, press secretary 
to Paul Kirk and the Democratic National Com- 
mittee, said that Kirk introduced a resolution, 
which was passed by the Executive Committee, 
calling for an end to the caucus system. Com- 
ing Up! asked Michael if Pelosi had anything to 
do with it. He replied, ‘‘I am not aware. It was 
a proposal by the Chairman, and then the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the DNC took the action. 
It was not a full DNC action because...it was 
nothing but a procedural matter handled by the 
Executive Committee which is 42 members of 
the full 390 member of the DNC.”’ Pelosi has 
never been a member of the Executive Commit- 
tee of the Democratic National Party. 

Not only did Pelosi not have anything to do 
with the demise of the caucus, she has been a 
consistent supporter of lesbian/gay rights and 
related areas of concern in the Democratic Par- 
ty. In order to be a founding member of the Les- 
bian/Gay Caucus, she would have had to have 
been well-connected to the gay and lesbian ac- 
tivists in the Party. She has used her connections 
to advance our concerns whenever she has had 
the opportunity, or been asked, to do so (see 
sidebar). She has fought from within the Party 


at the national level to see that its rules for equal... 


representation of gays and lesbians have been 
fully met. 


THE MISSOURI 

Of greatest concern to Coming Up! is Pelosi’s 
position on homeporting of the battleship 
Missouri. Pelosi says she did not support the 
Missouri coming to San Francisco. She does say, 


however, that she would vote yes on federal | 


funds for homeporting of battleships. Pelosi also 
supports Barbara Boxer’s legislation that would 
compel the Navy to remove nuclear weapons 
from homeported vessels. In addition, Pelosi 
says she would not support homeporting if the 
environmental concerns associated with the 
Missouri are not fully satisfied. 

Pelosi’s position is contradictory, at best. It 
seems she’s saying she didn’t support it coming 
here, but it’s here, so let’s make the best of it be- 
ing here. But she won’t support it being here if 
it has nuclear weapons or it doesn’t pass en- 
vironmental muster. So that sounds like it could 
still be stopped. And if Congress is still voting 
on federal funding, homeporting seems to be 
anything but a fait accompli. 

To further confuse matters, Pelosi received 
the endorsement in late March of Rep. George 
Miller, one of the leading opponents of 
homeporting in the Bay Area congressional 
delegation. She supports his proposal that ex- 
tends the review period of the Environmental 
Impact Statement, a standard delaying tactic in 
the battle against homeporting. 

Pelosi’s position on this is disconcerting. She 
appears to be siding with Feinstein on homeport- 


ing, and the environmentalists and anti-nuclear | 


activists on their respective issues. She can’t have 
it both ways. If she wins this election, it will be 
up to us as a community to make sure that her 
support for the environmental and anti-nuclear 


concerns wins out over her support of pork- . 


barrel homeporting. 


CENTRAL AMERICA 

On the issue of Central America, Nancy 
Pelosi stands firm against any form of U.S. in- 
tervention in the region, and she always has. She 
does not support any form of military aid to the 


* Contras or the government of El Salvador. Nor 


does she support humanitarian aid to either of 
them, ‘‘because they’ll just use it to free up 
money they’re using for those things to fund the 
military.’’ She only supports humanitarian aid 
to the region through legitimate, independent 
organizations. 


WOMEN’S/HEALTH CARE ISSUES 

Pelosi’s background as a Catholic has raised 
some concern that she may oppose choice for 
women, but that isn’t the case. On the state and 
national levels, she has actively promoted plat- 
form planks within the Democratic Party that 
guarantee a woman’s right to a safe abortion and 
has opposed the elimination of government 
funding for abortion. 

Pelosi also supports the development of 


Catastrophic Health Insurance, in a con- 


siderably stronger version than is currently pro- 
posed by the Reagan administration, which she 
does not feel offers meaningful relief. She does 
not oppose national health insurance, but she 
doesn’t see the money there for it at the present 
time. 


MACHINE POLITICS 
Nancy. Pelosi was derided in the San Francisco 
Bay Guardian on March 11 as the candidate 


representing ‘‘The Last Hurrah of The Burton 


Machine.”’ The story proclaimed ‘“‘After 20 
years of the Burtons and almost a decade of 
Feinstein, the city is crawling with frustrated ac- 
tivists and ambitious politicians,’’ and ‘‘...the 
election to choose a successor to the late Sala 
Burton could iroically be the proverbial Last 
Hurrah for the once-mighty Burton machine’’ 
(read: evil political power brokers foisting their 
diabolical will on the people). But as election 
time has drawn nearer, someone on the Britt side 
of things must have realized the perpetual 
assaults on the Burtons weren’t sitting well with 
voters, and the tone changed. Late election 
coverage has focused on Britt as the natural heir 
to the ‘‘liberal/progressive tradition of Phil and 


_ Sala Burton.”’ 


So why did Sala Burton endorse Nancy Pelo- 
si? Is it because she’d be the voice of downtown 
development interests, determined to crush the 
coalitions carefully crafted by the Burtons over 
the years? Is it because Sala expected her listen 
only to the rich and powerful? Sala Burton had 
known and worked with Pelosi over the years, 
and she had known and worked with Britt in the 
district. Her’s was an informed choice. 

As lesbian activist Del Martin says, ‘‘Phyllis 
[Lyon, Martin’s partner] and I are proud of hav- 
ing been part of ‘The Legendary Burton Ma- 
chine.’ And all it ever meant was you were for: 
civil rights, human rights and the environment, 
and all of the issues that most of us agree on.”’ 
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Pelosi recognizes that challenge. She fully 
understands representative government, and she 
is committed to the legacy of the Burtons. When 
asked how she intends to stay in touch with the 
District, she proposes neighborhood ‘‘townhall’’ 
meetings. Pelosi has been accused of not being 
accessible and accountable in this campaign by 
her opponents, but back in early February when 
Coming Up! called her for an interview, we were 
told to ‘‘name the time.’’ Pelosi had absolutely 
no expectation of an endorsement, and conclud- 
ed the interview with a summary to the effect: 
“*T understand that you’!l be supporting Harry, 
but I expect to win, and I’ll look forward to 
working with you when I do.”’ 


EFFECTIVENESS: 

For Coming Up!, the issue of effectiveness has 
most informed our decision to endorse Nancy 
Pelosi. It’s become a trite catch-word in the 
course of this campaign, but it is at the heart of 
the matter. With each passing day, the AIDS 
epidemic worsens. Our community needs help. 
San Francisco needs immediate financial relief, 
just to hold it’s own. Make no mistake about it: 
the amounts of money needed are enormous, 
and the competition for the money will be fierce. 
The 434 other members of Congress who will 
want that money for 434 other purposes will not 
sit back quietly while a new representative with 
no experience in Washington and few connec- 
tions there gets his act and his coalition together. 

Pelosi knows her way around Washington. 
She knows how decisions are made, she knows 
the people that make them, and she understands 
how the system works. As U.S. Senator Barbara 
Mikulski said at a San Francisco fundraiser she 
attended for Pelosi: ‘‘Nobody understands in- 
side maneuvering and outside mobilization bet- 
ter than Nancy Pelosi.’’ And as a Chronicle col- 
umnist commented back in January 1985, ‘‘No- 
body in political circles takes Pelosi lightly more 
than once.’ 
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Congress gave the USOC a trademark for 
the word Olympic. USOC took that 
trademark out of the statute and went out 
and tried to prevent virtually everyone who 
offended them from using the word, in- 
cluding my client.... It’s a case of the cor- 
ruption of the law by the USOC; they have 
overreached. Congress gave them a careful 
little implement designed to help them raise 
money, and they turned it into a club to beat 
us over the head with.’’

ey, they listened to us!’’ ex- 
66 claimed a grinning Mary 
Dunlap, attorney for the Gay 


Games, on the steps of the 
Supreme Court in Washington on Tuesday, 
March 24. She had just finished oral arguments 
before the Court in the Gay Games vs. the 
United States Olympic Committee (USOC), and 
the group of gay and lesbian activists on the steps 
of the nation’s highest court all looked like they 
knew that just being there was a victory. 

The case has been grinding through the courts 
for almost five years, ever since the USOC sued 
to prevent San Francisco Arts and Athletics 
(SFAA) from calling their event the “Gay Olym- 
pics’’ in 1982. 

A ruling is expected from the Supreme Court 
in June. If the Court’s decision backs the Gay 
Games, it will be the first Supreme Court deci- 
sion to specifically endorse gay rights. The court 
would probably describe the case as a protection 
of the First Amendment, but there would be 
much more to it than that. The decision would 
be a tremendous victory for the gay rights 
movement. 

Dunlap could not conceal her glee after ap- 
pearing before the Justices in Washington, 
‘*They gave us a wonderful hearing. They lis- 
tened well, their questions were sharp. I am ex- 
tremely optimistic, and I am every bit as op- 
timistic as I was before the arguments. They did 
not deter us; I believe we will prevail.”’ 

She added, ‘‘This is the only court we came 
to voluntarily. In all the other cases, everybody 
else sued us and put us in court. This is also the 
only court where I feel we got a hearing.”’ 

Standing on the steps of the Supreme Court 
with Dunlap was Dr. Tom Waddell, founder of 
the Gay Games. He was even more emphatic 
than Dunlap: ‘‘I don’t think it’s a question of 
whether or not we are going to win, but a ques- 
tion of how much we are going to win. There is 
a great deal of prejudice here, and it’s because 
of the conjunction of the two words, ‘“‘Gay”’ and 
““Olympics”’ — that’s what offends the USOC.”’ 

Although the issue of anti-gay discrimination 
was only briefly raised during the oral presen- 
tations, Dunlap suggested there are other equally 
effective and subtle ways of bringing up the 
issue. ‘‘The issue of discrimination was raised 
by my being there as an open lesbian.... Tom 
and all those other Californians and others from 
the gay community wearing their pink triangles 
[in court] raised the issue. I think the fact the 
court took this case that explicitly involves the 
rights of openly gay people raises the issue.”’ 

Nan Hunter, Director of the ACLU’s Lesbian 
and Gay Rights Project in New York, said that 
Dunlap’s strategy in the oral arguments was to 
present her case on three levels, sort of like a 
triple-layered bullet proof vest. 

First, Dunlap denied the Gay Olympics and 
SFAA violated the Amateur Athletics Act of 
1978 which gave control of the word Olympic 
to the USOC. 

Second, if the Court decides the 1978 act 
and/or trademark legislation has been violated 
the next question is whether Congress has the 
right to remove a word from the English 
language and give it to a private institution. This 
is the issue that most observers believe the case 
will be decided on. 

The third and last level of protection is the 
issue of government action. Dunlap argued that 
the USOC acted as an arm of the government 
and then engaged in illegal anti-gay 
discrimination. 

Hunter said Dunlap performed extremely well 
before the court, an opinion shared by many at 
the hearing. But, she cautioned, ‘‘Usually oral 
arguments, at best, clarify the issues for the 
justices, and may sway one or two members of 
the court who have not yet made up their 
minds.’’ 

In the moments before oral arguments began, 
the court chambers were hushed and expectant.

SHOWDOWN 


THE GAMES’ DAY IN COURT

Familiar faces from San Francisco whispered 
and smiled at one another. Tom Waddell shifted 
in his chair, Mary Dunlap edged forward intent- 
ly, and John Kester, attorney for the USOC 
watched carefully. A gavel rapped sharply, send- 
ing the members of the audience to their feet. 
The black-robed Justices filed, in seated 


themselves, and glanced briefly around the dark | 


wood-paneled chambers surrounded by marbled 
columns. 

Mary Dunlap stepped forward and launched 
into her opening remarks. She leaned pur- 
posefully toward the Justices, addressing each 
in turn with the full force of her considerable 
presence. 

“The United States Olympic Committee 
arguments hit wide of the mark.... Congress on- 
ly sought to bestow a trademark on the USOC. 
The history is plain that Congress only intended 
a trademark protection.”’ 

Dunlap’s first line of attack centered on prov- 
ing there had been no violation of trademark 
legislation. Under trademark law, the injured 
party has to prove there was financial loss and 
‘fan intention to confuse.’’ 

She argued the USOC suffered no financial 
loss of income. The USOC made some $75 
billion from the 1984 Olympics; the Gay Olym- 
pics scraped together approximately $600,000 
with a little bit left over to send Dunlap to 
Washington. 

The Amateur Sports Act of 1978, which the 
USOC uses to claim exclusive control over the 
word, was intended only to give the USOC 
trademark protection, not exclusive control, 
Dunlap stated flatly. She contended that during 
the Senate hearing on the Amateur Athletics 
Act, a wide-ranging law that allowed prosecu- 
tion of groups ‘‘with confusingly similar names’’ 
was favored originally, but that interpretation 
was dropped in favor of a more restricted inter- 
pretation of the 1978 law aimed only at those 
“‘intending’’ to confuse themselves with the 
Olympics. 

Dunlap blazed, ‘‘Our position is that the Gay 
Olympics were never intended to mislead 
anyone. The Gay Olympics sought to distinguish 
itself from the Olympics.’’ Dunlap cited a let- 
ter to the USOC from Dr. Tom Waddell that 


| Claimed the right to use the word, asserting, 
‘‘These Games are intended to show the facts 


rather than the libidinous image of gays and les- 
bians portrayed in the media’’. 

Justice Antonin Scalia broke into Dunlap’s 
line of argument, stressing his view that the 
history and intention of a law could not be deter- 
mined with certainty. ‘‘What is important,’’ he 
said, ‘‘...is reading the law without comment, 
the use of the word Olympic by itself tends to 
cause confusion.’’ He sharply queried Dunlap 
on what it was about the 1978 act that did not 
give the USOC exclusive control over the word. 

Dunlap countered reiterating the history of 
the 1978 legislation, persisting in her opinion 
that, ‘‘Congress did not mean to give the USOC 
exclusive control over the word separate from 
trademark law — it’s a stronger and more widely 
used word than that.’’ 

She then tried to show the court the ‘“Gay 
Games’’ use of the word ‘‘Olympic”’ lies far out- 
side just copying the modern Olympics. Dunlap 
appealed to the court to see the word in a broad 
context and examine the history of the term and 
of the Olympics. 

*“Why did SFAA call it the Gay Olympics?” 
she asked rhetorically. “One powerful reason to 
use the word is its ancient associations with 
Hellenistic Greece, where homosexuality was far 
more widespread and tolerated.’’ 

Once again, Justice Scalia was there: ‘‘The 
word is no more powerful before or after the 
USOC had control over the word,”’ he said, im- 
plying that the brief Greek history lesson was 
irrelevant. 


Scalia’s discourse with Dunlap indicated that ; 


he favors a narrow interpretation of the 1978 
Amateur Athletics Act. However, one’s first im- 
pression of what goes on in the Court is not 
always accurate. Sometimes the rough and tum- 
ble of aggressive questioning means that the 
Justices are seriously considering the merits of 
a case. Silence in Court can be a death knell and 
not agreement, signifying that the Justices have 
already made up their minds. Dunlap called the 
grilling from Scalia aggressive but fair: “It shows 
they are interested.’’ 

The second phase of Dunlap’s presentation 
centered on the issue of the First Amendment 
and who controls the English language. This is 
the aspect of the case many believe initially in- 
trigued the Supreme Court. 

“What if the Congress did intend to go as far

as the USOC wants to, what then?’’ askeq 
Dunlap dramatically. The issue she was getting 
at is whether Congress has the power to grant 
exclusive privileges to an individual or an 
organization over part of the English language. 

In legal terms, that boils down to a dispute 
over whether or not the word Olympic is a 
generic word used by all, or a specific trademark. 
Dunlap calls that dispute a legal link, ‘.. a 
bridge to the First Amendment. Generic terms 
are not registerable under the law. A generic 
word cannot be struck down.’’ ° 

Justices John Paul Stevens and Sandra Day 
O’Connor quizzed Dunlap closely on another 
trademark dispute over a phrase used by one 
party and a similar phrase used by another com- 
pany. After the hearing, Dunlap commented, 
‘**O’Connor and Stevens were on opposite sides 
of that case, but their questions here were real- 
ly the same question, which is, ‘How far does the 
USOC propose to take power to control this 
word?’ I consider those very friendly 
questions.”’ 

Dunlap said in spirited exchanges with 
Justices Scalia, Stevens, O’Connor and an ir- 
ritated Chief Justice William Rhenquist (who 
gave the impression he felt Dunlap didn’t give 
him his due either as a Justice or as a man) that, 
‘*A generic word has constitutional roots ...if 
you set the words free of legal boundaries, they 
start roaming at will across the First Amend- 
ment.”’ In other words, Congress cannot give 
trademarks precedence over free speech. 

Even though the Court initially seemed chil- 
ly toward Dunlap, her testimony did not suffer 
half the grilling that John Kester, attorney for 
the USOC, was subjected to. Kester, from the 
Washington-based firm of Williams and Con- 
nally, fit right into the surroundings in a way that 
Dunlap did not. He is white, male and evident- 
ly straight. 

In a low-key, and at times almost inaudible, 
presentation, Kester argued, ‘‘What is at stake 
is the lifeblood of the USOC. After two years 
of study, Congress passed the Amateur Athletics 
Act to keep American amateur athletics well 


| funded by the private sector.”’ 


Kester asserted that the 1978 act justifiably 
broadened the USOC’s exclusive use of the 
word. He stated that Congress gave the USOC 
control over the word Olympic, soley so the 
USOC could raise funds for amateur athletics 
without being completely dependent on the U.S. 
government. He accused the Gay Olympics of 
“‘diluting’’ the power of the word, and the 
USOC’s potential cash flow. 

“‘There is no other way to read this statute.’’ 
Kester argued that had Congress only intended 
to offer the USOC trademark legislation, there 
would have been no need for the 1978 act. ‘‘This 
law is the magna carta of amateur sports in the 
United States.’’ Indeed, Kester argued that Con- 
gress gave the USOC far-reaching power to con- 
trol the word, over and above mere trademark 
law. ‘ 

The USOC says its interpretation of the law 
does not violate the First Amendment because 
the Gay Games were ‘‘...deliberately patterned 
after the Olympic Games conducted by the 
[USOC].... Petitioners used Olympic on fund- 
raising items...[and] seek a _ free 
ride on the goodwill created by the [USOC], 
cloaking their shortcut to popularity in the First 
Amendment.’’ 

Kester summarily dismissed any claims by 
SFAA to a wider context for the word ‘‘Olym- 
pic,”’ saying the International Olympic Commit- 
tee and the USOC ‘‘were the creators of the 
modern Olympic games.’’ He strongly implied 
that the only Olympics anyone ever thinks of 
when the word is mentioned are the modern 
Olympics. He made light of Dunlap’s reference 
to Greek history saying, ‘‘...the state of Greek 
scholarship among the population is not high.”’ 

But it was not long before Kester was 
challenged by Chief Justice Rhenquist: ‘‘Sup- 
pose the word ‘baseball’ were used in the same 
way?”’ Kester said baseball is obviously a generic 
term, while Olympic is not. 

Rhenquist seemed happy to leave it at that, 
but then Justice Stevens narrowed the question: 
“Suppose the word was major league baseball?” 
The question created laughter in the court, but 
the issue was, deadly serious; just how far did 
Kester think -Congress could go? 

Kester indicated that if Congress passed 
similar legislation for ‘‘major league baseball,”’ 
he would not object. Kester added that he did 
not think Congress would do anything so 
*‘silly.”’ 

O’Connor then asked Kester, ‘‘What would 
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happen if a cereal manufacturer called their 
cereal ‘Breakfast of Olympic Champions’?”’ 
Kester never gave a clear answer. 

Nan Hunter.noted that the Justices, par- 
ticularly Justice Stevens, ‘‘...were troubled by 
the possible reach of the law that had been 
granted to the Olympic Committee,’’ and 
seemed particularly concerned that Congress 
could ‘‘stop the use of a word with a broad ex- 
pressive meaning.”’ 

Justice O’Connor brought up Dunlap’s third 
level of argument involving discrimination and 
state action. O’Connor went after Kester query- 
ing whether or not the USOC had engaged in 
selective prosecution. Kester denied the charge, 
saying the original decision against the SFAA in 
1982 found ‘‘there was nothing to support selec- 
tive prosecution, there was no litigation to sup- 
port allegations of selective enforcement.”’ 

O’Connor pursued Kester and asked whether 


the USOC had filed suit against any other — 


groups. Kester agreed there had been other 
lawsuits, but he admitted that not all the infrin- 
gers had been prosecuted. In a rare show of emo- 
tion, Kester protested that any accusation of 
selective prosecution by the USOC would be a 


‘*bum rap.”’ ‘“The USOC doesn’t want to litigate _ 


against everyone. This [the Gay Olympics] was 
simply the biggest example.’’ 


You could see Dunlap fidgeting angrily as _ 
Kester denied that the thought of discrimination | 


had ever entered the consciousness of the USOC.

‘‘My opponents say that the Olympics are u- 
nique,’’ fumed Dunlap, ‘‘but that’s not true. 
The word Olympic is used in a variety of con- 


texts. It’s used in many other athletic events, and | 


in other contexts by minority groups such as the 


NAACP Educational Olympics. Armenians | 


have their own Olympics, and even the police 
have their Olympics, and they blatantly use the 
Olympic symbol with two of the Olympic rings 
chained together with handcuffs! To say the 
USOC is not discriminating is simply not true.”’ 
(That’s not to mention the Special Olympics, the 
Crab Cooking Olympics, the Rat Olympics, the 


Diaper Olympics and the Dog Olympics to name 


a few!?) 

Dunlap charged, ‘‘The USOC is a 
government-funded body. It’s an anomaly then 
to say that the USOC is not involved in govern- 
ment action. Even the USOC Board of Direc- 
tors is congressionally appointed; that makes it 
a government action.’’ Dunlap argued that the 
very act of passing the 1978 law afforded the 
USOC an indirect federal subsidy, making the 
USOC a government actor. The USOC also has 
received more direct federal support, such as the 
minting of special coins and federal funding for 
security at the 1984 Olympics. She argues that 
the sum of all the federal aid makes the USOC 
a state actor. According to her brief, the USOC 
is engaging in state action, ‘‘thus the USOC has 
constitutional obligations not to suppress free 
speech and association, or to discriminate.”’ 

At the press conference on the steps of the 
Court after the hearing, one reporter asked 
Dunlap why the USOC contended that the Gay 
Games were the ‘‘biggest infringers”’ of the 1978 
Act. Dunlap retorted, ‘‘Because that’s where 
they look; it’s like going to the zoo, seeing one 
elephant and saying that’s the biggest elephant 
in the world. They ignore all the other animals 
in the zoo. Look at the Police Olympics. They’ve 
been told not to do it for years; why aren’t they 
being sued? Because the USOC chooses not to 
see them that way. 

‘‘The word ‘gay’ is the word they [the USOC] 


don’t resemble their games in any way. We have 
no minimum standards — there are no 
minimum standards — we don’t allow na- 
tionalism, similar age groups compete. Theirs is 
a sexist, racist, supranationalist and patriotic 
event. Look at the amateur athletes who are 


Gay Games founder Dr. Tom Waddell 
making money out of the Obmnpics, ours is 
nothing like that.’’ 

Dunlap says the whole point of the Gay 
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Games is to include people, not exclude them 
like the Olympics: ‘‘They say gay people bring 
the games down. Do Armenian people do that? 
Do children who compete in the Special Olym- 
pics do that? No. Well, we are part of this na- 
tion’s culture too.”’ 
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so they suppressed the word Olympic instead.... 
Look around and see where you see the word 
Olympic, and you’ll see all sorts of people us-

ing it, and the USOC doesn’t sue them. What 
the First Amendment says is you don’t go 
around testing peoples’ motivations for using 
free speech. You don’t decide, ‘Oh, that’s OK 
we like that idea, but we’re gonna suppress that 
one because we don’t like it.’ What is important 
here is that they [SFAA] didn’t choose the word 
Olympic in order to confuse people about some 
association with the U.S. Olympic Committee. 
They chose it for distinctive, separate political 
and philosophical reasons. Tom may not have 
been thinking about ancient Greece, but I sure 
was.”’ 

Whatever the Supreme Court decides, the Gay 
Games will go on says Dr. Waddell. The next 
Gay Games will be in Vancouver in 1990. Wad- 
dell-argues that the USOC has voided its man- 
date with the attack on the Gay Games: “‘We

he law used to prosecute gay men sus- 

pected of having sex in public restrooms 

has been declared unconstitutional by 
San Francisco Municipal Judge Perker Meeks. 
‘*This is important,’’ says Fred Rosenberg, at- 
torney for one of the 56 men arrested at the 
Marina Green last December for allegedly 
soliciting sex. ‘‘Everyone arrested at the Marina 
Green restroom can now raise a constitutional 
challenge to their arrest. I would encourage 
lawyers for other people arrested to enter a 
challenge to the law too.”’ 

Judge Meeks granted Rosenberg’s demurrer 
to the ‘‘Intent to Commit Public Sex’’ law, or 
Penal Code 647(d), on the morning of Monday, 
March 30. Rosenberg says he is uncertain exactly 
how far the ruling goes, but it could affect the 
entire city. If the District Attorney fails to amend 
the law, the case will automatically go to the 
California Supreme Court. Rosenberg doubts 
the DA will be appealing the Judge’s decision. 

Carl Martin, Rosenberg’s client, was one of 
those arrested at the Marina Green restroom, but 
he was the only person to challenge the law’s 
constitutionality. Rosenberg tried to get the case 
dismissed on the grounds that it was a waste of 
everybody’s time. The DA insisted on going 
ahead, and Rosenberg filed a demurrer challeng- 
ing the validity of the law. 

The case was originally scheduled for trial 
earlier this month, but the DA’s office was un- 
prepared and the Judge granted an extension un- 
til the end of the month. The extra time failed 
to assist the DA. 

Rosenberg’s successful constitutional chal- 
lenge to the law rested on two issues: first, the 
law is unclear and vague; second, he accuses the 
law of being discriminatory against gays in both 
intention and implementation. He also says the 
law violates Fourth Amendment protections 
against unreasonable search and seizure. 

647(d) makes it illegal to loiter in a public 
restroom with the intention of soliciting a lewd 
and lascivious act in public. Under California 
law, a prosecution under 647(d) rests on three 
tests: first, the activity has to take place in a 
public place; second, there has to be active 
touching of the breasts, butt or genitals for the 
purpose of sexual arousal; and finally, the ac- 
tion has to take place in such a way that those 
engaged in it know they are likely to cause 
offense. 

‘* “‘Loitering’ is the operative word,”’ says 
Rosenberg. ‘‘You don’t have to be doing 
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anything, you can just be standing there. It gives 
the cops carte blanche to make discriminatory 
arrests.’’ There is no way for the police to prove 
intent to solicit a lewd act except after the fact, 
and Rosenberg says that makes the law 
unenforceable. 

The crucial issues are whether an act is likely 
to cause offense, and whether there is an inten- 
tion to commit the offense. ‘‘The police officer 
making the arrest has to be a mind-reader to 
know that [sex in the restroom] is what they 
want. If it’s a pick up where they are waiting to 
go home with someone, that’s OK. Going home 
with someone to have sex is not illegal.’’ 

In many arrests, the only two people present 
were the officer and the arrested person. 
Rosenberg questions how the officer can allow 
or even encourage sexual advances — as alleged- 
ly happened in many of the arrests at the Marina 
Green restroom in December [see Coming Up!, 
February and March, 1987], and then turn 
around and say they are offended. Rosenberg 
says that if anyone is actually caught having sex 
in a public restroom, the correct charge is 647(a), 
which covers the sex act and not the intention. 

‘*This law is frankly used to discriminate 
against gay men,”’ charges Rosenberg. ‘‘I mean, 
how many cops do you see hanging out in singles 
bars’ restrooms on Union Street waiting to catch 
men picking up women? It just doesn’t happen. 
The law itself is homophobic.’’ 

Rosenberg also cited a U.S. Supreme Court 
case involving Edward Lawson, a Black San 
Diego resident repeatedly arrested by the police 
for loitering. The court ruled, ‘‘These laws fur- 
nish a convenient tool for harsh discriminatory 
enforcement by local law enforcement officials 
against particular groups that merit their 
displeasure.”’ 

At the moment, there is one other case involv- 
ing 647 charges on hold before the California 
Supreme Court. In that case, which came out of 
San Jose, the law was upheld in a previous hear- 
ing. In one other case in Southern California, 
the law was found unconstitutional, but it was 
not appealed by the DA and so did not go to the 
California Supreme Court. 

Getting his case before the new Deukmejian 
Supreme Court may prove to be a mixed bless- 
ing for Rosenberg, in the wake of the defeat of 
Chief Justice Rose Bird. He notes, ‘‘I’m not 
hopeful, but we’ll see what happens....”’ 

One can only hope that Governor Deukme- 
jian will get the same rude shock from his 
judicial appointments that other Presidents and 
Governors have received when their appointees 
have turned out to have independent minds after 
all. 
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Break-In at 
the Women’s Building

arly on the morning of March 11, the 
San Francisco Women’s Building was 
burglarized. But the thieves did not go 
after valuable office equipment, and only made 
off with about $20 in cash and a $19 check. In- 
stead they absconded with a far more important 
commodity: information. When staff arrived 
the next morning, they found that files had been 
rifled through and a computer floppy disc listing 
the names, addresses and contact numbers of all 
eleven groups using the building had disap- 
peared. The organizations whose address listings 
disappeared ran the gamut of the progressive 
spectrum, including women’s services, gay and 
lesbian groups and Central American Solidari- 
ty organizations. 
‘We want to protest the political nature of the 
crime,’ declared Carmen Vasquez, president of 


‘the Women’s Building Board of Directors, at a 


meeting held there on March 18 to publicize the 
incident. ‘‘What happened here happened to the 
community. The progressive community is the 
target. These are attacks on the security of 
women who use the building. We are fighting for 
our fundamental rights to privacy and free 
speech. We are outraged and we want these 
violations of our privacy to stop, and te stop 
now.”’ 

If Supervisor Richard Hongisto has his way, 
Police Chief Frank Jordan will be getting a let- 
ter from the Board of Supervisors urging him to 
conduct an enlarged investigation into the break- 
in. Hongisto was contacted by the represen- 
tatives of the Women’s Building, who are 
dissatisfied with the San Francisco Police 
Department’s (SFPD) characterization of the 
burglary as a ‘‘routine break-in.’’ 

Charges have been flying all month that the 
incident is part of an orchestrated campaign of 
political harassment aimed at organizations and 
individuals opposed to the Reagan administra- 
tion’s Central America policies. 

‘What we have here is a break-in, a burglary; 
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but then, they called Watergate a burglary too,”’ 
says Inspector Gerald Golz of SFPD’s burglary 
detail. He says the department can take no fur- 
ther action until some of the people on the 
purloined floppy discs start complaining about 
‘‘unusual activity around their homes,”’ or un- 
til the missing $19 check shows up. Golz says 
that the case is being treated as a routine 
burglary, because no other information has 
come to light. He added that the Women’s 
Building suffered another break-in on March 27; 
an Apple Computer system is missing. 

Both the FBI and the SFPD’s intelligence unit 
have been informed of the break-in by the 
burglary detail. FBI press officer John Holford 
told Coming Up!, ‘‘The bureau is not in- 
vestigating the case, because there has been no 
violation of federal statutes.’’ Holford declined 
to discuss speculation that federal agencies may 
be involved in break-ins at progressive organiza- 
tions throughout the nation. 

The break-in at the Women’s Building is on- 
ly the latest in a series of incidents at organiza- 
tions opposed to the Reagan administration’s 
Central American policies, according to 
speakers at the March 18 public hearing at the 
building. So far over 60 break-ins have been 
reported across the nation, including Amnesty 
International in Washington, the Washington 
and Dallas offices of the Committee in Solidarity 
with the People of El Salvador (CISPES), 
several churches offering sanctuary to refugees 
and, most recently, the newly formed East Bay 
Contragate Action Committee. Gus Shultz of 
the East Bay University Lutheran Church and 
Chair of the National Sanctuary Defense Fund 
says, ‘‘The pattern is always the same. 
Documents are removed, files are rummaged, 
and information about individuals is spread out 
on the desk. It’s acommon pattern: mailing lists, 
floppy discs and individual files disappear.”’ 

Shultz should know — his church was 
burglarized in exactly the same way last year. He 
doubts that the culprits are only after informa- 
tion. ‘‘The effect seems to be to make people be 
afraid to continue what they are dojng. The fact 
is the break-ins are continuing, but we need to 
realize that is not the real issue. The real issue 
is the solidarity work we are doing, and that is 
frightening to these people who are committing 
the burglaries.’’ He says out loud what many 
were thinking: ‘‘Who is doing it? Well, it seems 
the only people who have consistently and vocal- 
ly opposed what we are doing to oppose in- 
tervention and to aid Central American refugees 
are the federal government and right-wing ex- 

tremists. Some people say, ‘What is the dif- 
ference?’ ”’ 

In mid-February, Representative Don Ed- 
wards held hearings in Washington to investigate 
the series of break-ins. The House Subcommit- 
tee on Civil and Constitutional Rights heard 
testimony from activists around the country, 
who said the break-ins represent a concerted ef- 
fort to hamper the Sanctuary and anti- 
intervention movements. 

‘It is no accident, nor is it a surprise,”’ said 
Gallo at the Women’s Building hearing last 
month, ‘‘that the organizations and individuals 
who have been targeted have been outspoken 
opponents of current foreign policy, sanctuary 
workers, progressive individuals, peace 
organizations — in short the political dissenters 
that the First Amendment to the U.S. constitu- 
tion was written to protect.’’ 


City Moves 
On Housing 
AIDS/ARC 
Homeless

n historic agreement between the 

Department of Public Health and the 

Department of Social Services has 
made San Francisco the nation’s first city to 
commit itself to ensuring that no person with 
ARC or AIDS will go homeless. The issue of 
homelessness has become complicated by the in- 
filtration of HIV infection among the City’s 
castaways and by the growing numbers of peo- 
ple with ARC and AIDS who have been forced 
into the streets by discrimination, disability, and 
destitution. At present, city and private agencies, 
according to the Department of Social Services, 
house about 3,200 persons daily in overnight 
shelters and short-term hotel rooms. Official 
estimates of the number of people with ARC and 
AIDS among the homeless range between 70 and 
550. 

In spite of the unprecedented agreement be- 
tween the city departments, only one new ven- 
ture will go into operation in the near future: 
places have been found for forty PWAs in a 
South of Market hotel. The SOMA hotel, 
reputedly a former brothel and shooting gallery, 
has sometimes been a haven for impoverished 
PWAs during the last two years. 

For the last ten months, the hotel — its exact 
location and name are more or less confidential 
— has been the center of a number of disputes 
between its new owners, the Charles Patel group, 
and its residents, who have charged the manage- 
ment with various forms of harassment ranging 
from withholding mail and messages, to cutting 
off the water and heat. The hotel has 45 rooms, 
each measuring eight by ten feet, on the second 
and third floors of a building in a block of in- 
dustrial and commercial establishments. Two 
common shower areas and four common toilets 
serve the entire building. It has no elevator and 
is not wheelchair accessible. Negotiations for the 
specialized use of the hotel have been under way 
for about five months between the Department 
of Public Health, the Department of Social Ser- 
vices, and Catholic Social Services. CSS has been 
called in to provide case management for the 
resident PWAs. 

' None of the agencies involved sees the SOMA 
hotel as anything more than a small first step 
towards full implementation of the agreement 
between DPH and DSS. Case managers from 
CSS will provide on-site help to PWAs through 
counseling, emotional support, and advocacy, 
as well as referrals to appropriate agencies and 
help with the complex paperwork care providers 
often require of their clients. Hospice will pro- 
vide in-house health care when it is needed. The 
DPH intends to provide not only housing but to 
‘‘draw in services which will create a supportive 
environment,’ according to Robert Prentice of 
the department’s AIDS Action Office. Prentice 
told a meeting of the Concerned Republicans for 
Individual Rights (CRIR) on March 16, ‘‘I hope 
this is a precedent and means that as a city we 
are going to respond to this, and that as the 
epidemic grows, we can keep pace with it.”’ 

Gary Harmon, who lives in a tent at the 
ARC/AIDS Vigil outside the Old Federal 
Building in UN Plaza, told CRIR, ‘I am a 
former resident of the hotel, and I am glad to 
be able to say ‘past.’ What guarantee will future 
residents have that they won’t be subjected to 
the same abuse and discrimination and stress 
from the management that came down on us 
when I lived there?’’ 

In response to Harmon’s question, Kitty Ryan 
of CSS said that at the beginning of planning, 
residents of the hotel were not consulted, but 
that has changed. She strongly affirmed the need 
for close attention to the protection of people’s 
rights from any kind of infringement. Health 
Commissioner Jim Foster also took the floor in 


response to Harmon. Stressing that the SOMA 
hotel is a short term effort to put something in 
place while negotiations continue for other 
hotels, an impassioned Foster said, ‘‘I guarantee 
you, I absolutely guarantee you, that as long as 
I am on the Health Commission, we will be out 
of the SOMA hotel and into a decent place as 
quickly as possible.’’ Foster earlier told Com- 
ing Up! that he considers elevators, communal 
cooking facilities, and private toilet and bath 
facilities essential elements of decent housing. 

In spite of the poor quality of the housing pro- 
vided at the SOMA hotel, DPH, DSS, and CSS 
officials and case workers contend that other 
aspects of the program are in good shape, and 
can be expanded as more adequate housing 
becomes available. Apart from the usual dif- 
ficulties and delays involved in establishing a 
new program for unprecedented needs, the pro- 
ject has also been beset by scandals which shook 
the DSS last fall. According to Paul Simon of 
the Episcopal Sanctuary, a shelter which pro- 
vides for two hundred people each night, the per- 
sonnel in DSS who knew how to get things done 
were swept away by the scandal, and their 
replacements, in his opinion, will need about a 
year of on-the-job training in order to learn the 
ropes. Given the insufficiency of skills in DSS, 
the DPH decided to take on the job of ad- 
ministering the ARC/AIDS residency project 
and contracted out for services. CSS won the 
contract. 

In the meantime, the DSS is limiting itself to 
providing only housing. According to Raymond 
Sullivan of DSS, the Department ‘‘pays to the 
owner a price to be determined, and clients will 
reimburse DSS.”’ He says, ‘‘The city will be pay- 
ing about $400 per month. The client will be 
expected to pay a portion of his income. At pre- 
sent, the suggested rate (for people on General 
Assistance) is $225 per month. The city’s 
homeless program will pick up the rest of it. 

“It is assumed,’’ Sullivan went on, ‘‘that 
clients are eligible for Federal SSI, and you 
would transition them to SSI as rapidly as possi- 
ble. Then, of course, the SSI program does reim- 
burse the city for any GA and we would have to 
recoup our payments.”’ Sullivan indicated that 
the DSS has no way of knowing how many 
ARC/AIDS clients may be eligible for housing 
under the new program. Stressing that more 
clients have ARC than have AIDS, he says, ‘‘We 
have never screened people who have come 
through our transient hotel program to deter- 
mine that and we are relying on DPH and

hen do you fight discrimination 

and harassment if you’re bisexual, 

lesbian, or gay? Marty Springer, a 
lesbian, says that you start fighting back at the 
first sign of trouble. But that’s not what Springer 
did. She waited. Now she is fighting back 
through a. protracted and expensive lawsuit, 
charging that she was forced to quit her job with 
Everret W. Stark and Company, a San Fran- 
cisco insurance brokerage firm, because of 
homophobic harassment on the job. 

One of her co-workers accused Springer of 
propositioning her. Two others accused her of 
being a member of the Ku Klux Klan and of 
making racial slurs. A memo, Springer says, was 
circulated around the office, calling her work 
sloppy and complaining that she had objected, 
under a ‘‘San Francisco ordinance, to co- 
workers smoking around her.’’ The memo in- 
dicated that carbon copies would be sent to the 
Chronicle, the Tribune, the Equal Employment 
Opportunity Council, the Sunday Reporter (a 
religious newspaper), and to four Baptist 
ministers. Springer believes, however, that the 
memo was never sent. One of her accusers 
repeatedly came up to her at work and pressed 
a breast against Springer’s arm. Springer has 
witnesses for some of those approaches. 

“I decided to ignore,’’ Springer says. ‘‘I 
would never do that again. I’d be much more 
direct and demand that management listen to 
me.”’ 

When she finally did approach management, 
she says, they stalled her. They moved her desk. 
‘*People wouldn’t talk to me or give me work. 
I pretty much stayed at my desk with nothing to 
do. People would glare at me and lunge at me 


Catholic Social Service to indicate the clients for 
us.’’ An officer of the DSS Budget Department, 
Sullivan said that DSS has no idea at present 
what the total program will cost or how many 
it will serve. ‘‘We just have to watch it develop.”’ 

Like Sullivan, Kevin Gogin of CSS cannot 
give any estimate of the number of PWAs in im- 
mediate need of housing. Of the SOMA hotel 
he says, ‘“This has to be seen as the first of many 
steps. It’s not just homeless gay men we’re talk- 
ing about. We’re talking about whole families 
with AIDS and ARC. But we can’t sit around 
and talk about numbers at this point because 
there’s nothing we can do about them anyway. 
We could open three programs tomorrow and 
fill them.”’ 

The SOMA hotel, however, will not fill up im- 
mediately. ‘‘It’s important,’’ Gogin says, ‘‘that 
this program work well. And we are still look- 
ing for one more staff person. But the glitches 
— the misunderstandings between DPH and 
DSS — are all taken care of, and we begin tak- 
ing people in next week.”’ 

Planning for the project has taken five 
months. The core of the project is not the hotel 
— ‘‘It is not an appropriate site,’’ Gogin says 
— but the case management services which CSS 
will offer the new residents and the six who are 
already there. Viki Sparks, a social worker in the 
project, lists the services: ‘‘Counseling around 
problems of living with other people, problems 
of coping with illness, adjusting to it, an- 
ticipating grief, adjustment to debilitating 
disease itself. Also, it can go as far as money 
management, getting your affairs in order, and 
working together to design house rules, because 
we are committed to developing a sense of com- 
munity and facilitating them in making their 
own community as they see fit.’’ Sparks sees a 
need for one case worker for each ten to fifteen 
residents and a need for one-to-one volunteers 
— buddies — as well as volunteers to help out 
with shopping, trips to the hospital, and the 
other small tasks of daily living. 

CSS currently has $75,000 to operate the pro- 
gram for two months. After that, DPH will have 
to come up with funding for the fiscal year 
beginning July 1. Reminded of Gary Harmon’s 
statement that he would rather live in the streets 
than the SOMA hotel, Gogin agreed: ‘‘It’s for 
that reason that we are trying to move the pro- 
ject to another site. But there’s a shortage of 
housing in San Francisco, at least for homeless 
people. What we’ve done is develop a model 
program which can be replicated on many sites 


in the hallway, like they were going to trip me.”’ 
After several attempts, she concluded that 
management would not intervene on her behalf 
and she quit. 

‘*It was emotionally devastating,’’ she says. 
‘*T just never knew when something was going 
to happen. I couldn’t sleep at night. I was sick 
to my stomach. And I was furious and 
frustrated. Whatever I did, it was a no-win 
situation.”’ 

Like many victims of homophobia, Springer 
was at first advised by her friends to forget about 
it and get on with life. ‘‘Don’t rock the boat, 
you’ll never win,’’ she remembers them telling 
her. ‘‘It made me livid. I suppose they got tired 
of hearing about it. My straight friends backed 
me more than my lesbian friends, because they 
saw it as a civil rights issue. My lesbian friends 
see it happening so often that they think, why 


as they become available.’’ 

Everyone working to provide services to the 
homeless eventually must confront the magnet 
theory that says services will only attract more 
homeless to the City in a never-ending spiral. 
Canon Barkus of the Episcopal Sanctuary 
brought the point up during the CRIR panel on 
homelessness. He mentioned a newspaper story 
sent to him from Wichita alleging that a motel 
which the city hired to house 25 homeless was 
making Wichita a magnet town. He scoffed at 
the idea that Wichita could be a magnet for 
anything, and added, ‘‘Everybody thinks they’re 
getting the deluge. In fact, we’re seeing nearly 
criminal negligence on the part of the Federal 
Government in turning people out of mental 
hospitals 20 years ago who needed better than 
the snake pits they were in — and I’m talking 
about 60% of the people who come to the Sanc- 
tuary — and who need to be re-institutionalized, 
not left free to die on the streets in anguish. We 
have to start addressing these things on a na- 
tional level again.’ 

Although Barkus’ remarks won applause, 
there appears to be no real consensus, whether 
for or against the magnet theory. Steve 
LaPlante, the head of Mayor Feinstein’s 
homeless program, asked rhetorically, “Who 
wants to be homeless in Chicago? People come 
here because it’s an exciting city and the 
weather’s. good. But they’re the chronically 
homeless and move in a circle. We do find, 
however, that we attract from the Bay Area 
counties because they are not providing the level 
of service and shelter that we provide. But the 
better we make our services, the more people get 
out of the cycle of homelessness, and hopefully 
we will have fewer, not more, homeless people.”’ 

Paul Simon of the Episcopal Sanctuary con- 
tradicts that assertion. He claims that he receives 
calls daily from service providers around the 
country asking how to get their clients into the 
system here. 

As with AIDS, so with homelessness: San 
Francisco shows that it is still the city that knows 
how to design and build the prototypes that will 
serve the rest of the country when the time 
comes. And as with AIDS, San Francisco now 
finds itself looking to the rest of the country — 
to Sacramento and Washington — to provide 
the resources the City needs to make its model 
services available to its own people. Until that 
help arrives, intentions and agreements, pro- 
grams and models, will be mere objects of con- 
templation and bones of contention.

bother?’’ She pauses, ‘‘I’ve lost a number of 
friends because they didn’t support me.”’ 

Ann Menasche, Springer’s attorney, com- 
ments, ‘‘You really need support. Springer has 
gotten friends together and set up a committee 
for fundraising. It’s a big job, and people need 
support to do it.’’ Springer estimates the case will 
cost her at least $5000 for depositions and an ex- 
pert witness. Menasche has taken the case on a 
contingency basis. 

Depositions can take many days of gruelling 
questioning. ‘‘It’s a fact-finding thing,’’ 
Menashe says, ‘‘but it’s adversarial. The lawyers 
basically grill you for as long as they like. You’re 
under oath and there’s a court reporter. It can 
get pretty tense. It takes a lot of strength to go 
through that.”’ 

Springer’s former employer is contesting the 
case vigorously. Jim Stark, speaking for the 
firm, says, ‘‘We stand on the position that there 
is absolutely no discrimination. I am not in a 
position to air this thing, particularly when we’re 
talking about being sued. It’s unfair to litigate 
in the newspapers. And it’s unfair of the plain- 
tiff to air this thing in the newspapers. All I can 
say is, we’re not guilty. We’re on the side of gay 
rights. We’re hurt. We’re offended. Attend the 
trial and find out that we are the victims.”’ 

Stark says the firm will go to the Supreme 
Court, if necessary. It probably won’t be 
necessary, or even possible, to go that far. Ac- 
cording to Christine Hevener, Stark’s attorney, 
only the facts of the case are in dispute. ‘“There 
are always two versions of any story,”’ she states. 
“It’s Everret Stark’s position that they have not 
engaged in any discriminatory conduct what- 
soever. Everret Stark does not disagree with the 
law as it stands today or with the San Francisco .

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Moving Against 
Gay Male 
Domestic 
Violence

be | just don’t buy it that gay people can 


run their relationships any better 

than straight people,’’ says Jim Shat- 
tuck of the ‘‘MOVE”’ Gay Domestic Violence 
Task Force. ‘‘Relationships are hard regardless 
of whether they are man-man, woman-man or 
woman-woman,”’ he says, adding, ‘‘It’s an ex- 
cuse.to think that we have one over the straight 
community.’’ Shattuck says that some of those 
difficult relationships explode into domestic 
violence. One of his biggest problems is to get 
both the batterer and the victim to acknowledge 
that an abusive situation is occurring. 

Up until last year, there were no services pro- 
vided for gay men who batter or their victims. 
The Task Force set out to change that, and is 
now recruiting individuals in gay male couples 
who batter. Shattuck hopes to enroll the men in 
a fifteen-week series of group meetings aimed at 
identifying the causes of violence in their rela- 
tionships. Eventually, the aim of the encounters 
is to try to eliminate violent behavior, and to find 
ways of dealing with the frustration and anger 
which lead up to it. 

The Task Force grew out of a group called 
Men Overcoming Violence (MOVE) that started 
up in the Bay Area seven years ago. MOVE was 
created to discuss violence in straight relation- 
ships and the way in which men are taught to 
cope or, more accurately, not to cope with their 
emotional needs. 

MOVE now has three 15-week courses of 
about twelve men each that focus primarily on 
men who batter women. Most participants in the 
program come as a result of pressure from their 
partner, or from the civil and criminal court 
system’s diversion program. 

In May of 1986, a small group of men in- 
cluding Jim Shattuck, Randy Shilts of CUAV, 
and gay activists Tom Mossmiller, Johnathan 
Mesinger and David Lee got together to discuss 
the issue of gay domestic violence. 

“It’s clear to us that it exists out there as a 
problem. In fact in 1986, CUAV received 45 calls 
from men who were victims of domestic violence 
requesting services which don’t yet exist,’’ stated 
Shattuck; one of the founders of the Task Force. 

Shattuck suspects that domestic violence 
among gay male couples is at approximately the 
same level as among heterosexual couples. He 
says estimates of violent episodes in gay male 
relationships go from as low as 15 percent of the 
total to as high as 75 percent. Estimates of 
violence in heterosexual relationships hover 
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around 50 per cent. 

‘Our purpose is to help men develop alter- 
native responses to anger frustration and pain,”’ 
says Shattuck. Taking the first step is probably 
the most difficult thing for many men. Usually 
the victim of domestic battery makes the first 
call, and even that can be traumatic, says David 
Lee, because men are not taught to think of 
themselves as victims. 

Referrals to the task force have come from the 
Family Violence Project, CUAV and MOVE. 
CUAV has begun a victims service for those sub- 
jected to domestic violence, while the Task Force 
is set up to handle the initiator of the violence. 
The first task for the group was to identify the 
issues in gay relationships that are different from 
straight couples and to modify existing MOVE 
programs accordingly. 

Shattuck cautions, however, that MOVE has 
seen hundreds of straight men, but has only dealt 
with a few gay man, and until the organization 
has seen hundreds of gay men, ‘‘We cannot 
claim to have the same level of understanding.”’ 

One important difference is that with men, 
both parties may batter at one time or the other, 
because both have been subjected to the same 
social and emotional education. 

Men referred to the Task Force usually come 
under duress; generally their lover has threat- 
ened to leave unless the batterer does something 
to control his behavior. 

The Task Force member who receives their 
call listens to what the particular crisis is that led 
to the violence, acknowledges the man’s anger 
and tries to set up an intake interview. 
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Parenting and Sexuality 
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This month I want to talk about one of those 
oft ignored, taboo, consuming issues of 
parenting —sex. As I began to think about how 
to approach the subject, my own stuff around 
it came right up. It’s not ‘‘nice’’ to talk about 
sex, especially in the same paragraph with a 
word like ‘‘parenting.’’ But the fact is, having 
a kid changes your sex life maybe more than any 
other part of your life. 

I feel like I should have done some research, 
because in fact, I can’t remember anymore what 
things were like B.C. (before child). Seems to 
me, though, I made love when I and (hopeful- 
ly) the other person felt like it. Gee, does that 


sound simple. Now it’s more like, I have time | 


next Thursday evening...do you think you might 
feel like it then? 


I had cause to think of this quite a bit a few | 


years ago when I got involved in a new relation- 
ship. There just was hardly any space to fall in 
love. I have lots of memories of being the mother 
of a new baby. I mean, let the thought even cross 
your mind and...oops, there’s the baby crying. 
I swear, they know! This is not to mention the 
fact that it took so much physical energy to 
mother a baby that I honestly didn’t feel like it. 
“*How little sex did you have this week —I had 
less,’ is a standard joke in some circles of 
mothers. 

When I hear monts say you lose your spon- 
taneity with a kid, I have to laugh. I had no idea 
what that meant before I had a child. While it’s 
a small price to pay, it’s an incredibly big change. 

This ties in with all the other considerations 
about how to have a life aside from your life as 
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If an interview is successfully arranged, the 
man will come and discuss the latest episode of 
violence. The idea is to help the individual both 
understand what happened and take respon- 
sibility for his actions. Shattuck explains, ‘‘Sure 
your partner can make you angry in a way no 
one else can — he knows what buttons to push. 
But ultimately it’s your muscles that move the 
arm to bash in your lover’s face...ultimately you 
made the choice.”’ 

The individual is then set up as part of an 8 
to 12 member group committed not to engage 
in violence. The 15-week counseling program is 
a series of discussions and problem-solving ex- 
ercises. The very first action taken is a commit- 
ment to avoid violence with the help of ‘‘Time 
Outs.’’ ‘‘When your heart rate goes crazy, your 
breathing becomes heavy and your vision blurs 
— those are all clues you are on the edge of los- 
ing it,’’ says Shattuck. At moments of crisis, the 
Task Force advocates a band-aid strategy. He 
says taking a break for an hour or so almost in- 
variably prevents a violent episode. 

Talking about setting up the Task Force has 
proved far easier than getting men into it. The 
group started recruiting last May, and had eight 
men set up for a first meeting. Only three showed 
up, and two soon dropped out. When asked if 
that did not signify a failure on the part of the 
organization, Shattuck readily agreed the 


method may have been unsuccessful, but he in- ' 


sisted that gay domestic violence is a real issue. 
The group is now trying to recruit new members 
to start a group in the next couple of months. 

Although he admitted the last recruiting ef- 
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a parent. I guess the difference is that I can’t talk 
it over with the child. It’s not like, ‘‘I have to 
work now,”’ or, “‘I have to go to the supermarket 
now.”’ I’m amazed by my friends without 
children—they’re so free. 

So what’s the positive here? I really appreciate 
my time, the spontaneous times I do have. Adult 
time has a different value for me. I don’t take 
as much for granted. All that is true. And I have 
some humorous scenes in my head — abortive at- 
tempts at stolen intimate time (I guess that’s fun- 
nier in retrospect); images of a crashing child 
body bounding into the middle, always, for- 
tunately, at an acceptably subdued moment; and 
boy, do I appreciate a weekend away! 

In a whole different direction, I think about 
the difficult nature of raising a child when it 
comes to their sex education. These days, that 
issue is difficult for most parents. For lesbian 
and gay parents, there is an added difficulty. If 
our education of our children doesn’t include 
our own sexuality, we communicate the message 
that there is something wrong with us. If it does, 
there is the danger that we will be accused of try- 
ing to raise our children to be gay. It’s funny how 
truly nonsensical that is. Can you imagine a 
heterosexual parent being accused of anything 
similar because they talked to a child about 
heterosexual sex? 

Further, because we’ve all had to think so 
deeply about sexual issues, it seems like most of 
us want to be honest with our children and 
available to them. We answer their questions and 
try to provide information. In this culture, that’s 
taboo. Most of our parents waited until we had 
the answers to begin talking with us. Now, to her 
level of ability to understand, I give my child lots 
of information about how babies are born (in- 
cluding how she was born) and sexual lifestyle 
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fort fell apart, Shattuck noted that MOVE also 
started with just a few individuals. He pointed 
out that MOVE has handled hundreds of cases 
over the past seven years, and is a recognized 
counseling organization in the city for men who 
batter in straight relationships. 

Denial was also a factor in the failure of the 
first Task Force. Shattuck described standing on 
the corner of 18th and Castro handing out flyers 
for the group, and receiving only flip comments 
and denials that gay men could batter as feed- 
back. ‘‘We are supposed to be men loving men, 
and this issue is a challenge to our self image. I 
am seeing the same kind of denial as ten years 
ago when the issue of domestic violence in 
straight relationships and woman battering first 
came out. This forces a re-evaluation of 
ourselves; people are saying straight men do it 
but we don’t. It’s very frustrating, but not 
surprising.”’ 

The dynamics of straight men who batter and 
gay men who batter are very similar, Shattuck 
argues. ‘‘We are talking about men, and that is 
separate from gay or straight.... We are talking 
from what we understand about men, and what 
we understand about our culture and our society 
and how it treats boys and men and how it’s a 
set up for men to respond to emotional pain, 
frustration and isolation with aggressive 
behavior. We are talking about men and that is 
different from gay or straight.’’

choices. I do find myself afraid of judgment 
from ‘‘them’’, even as I’m clear about my 
choices. 

There’s a change happening in childrearing. 
Family beds are more common (children, for 
some time, sleeping with their parents), nudity 
around the house is a more frequent occurence, 
there are different assumptions about what’s 
good for kids. Yet many of those in power still 
hold the same old tired beliefs, and this is more 


, threatening to those of us from non-traditional 


families, because our vulnerability is higher. 

I don’t think about these issues too much— I 
make choices based on what feels most right in 
the moment. Yet I wonder just how much that 
fear of societal sanctions affects me on a 
subliminal level. I’d love to hear from some of 
you out there about your experiences in this area, 
especially as your child gets older and demands 
more and more information about this world of 
adults. 

The other issue is that most all the materials 
out there for teaching children about sexuality 
and family relationships leave our families out. 
My daughter recently brought home a book 
called Where Babies Come From. It’s a great 
book, well written, great pictures, honest, yet 
written to the child’s level. But the process it 
describes is not true of her. And, of course, she’s 
left wondering why she isn’t in the book. We 
can’t change the entire structure of the world out 
there, but sometimes the challenge is less in- 
volved with our choices as it is with what’s 
available out there. 

I'd love to see sex education classes that in- 
clude these issues. I am fortunate that at Caitlin’s 
school, they talk about all kinds of families and 
all forms of conception. I see how well children 
that age respond to information. I hope some- 
day that information starts to make its way to 
all sorts of kids, so more of them know they have 
choices, and so those of us who are different 
won’t have to trailblaze to help our kids under- 

stand their parents and their lives. 

I find myself half the time saying, ‘‘We’re just 
like anyone else,”’ and the other half protesting, 
‘‘Please acknowledge our differences.’’ Both, I 
think, are true. In realizing that we are all dif- 
ferent and all the same, perhaps this culture can 
some day become more human.

Applications are now available for Floats, 
Marchers, Non-Food Booths and Food Booths. 
This year we have changed some requirements 
and costs. The cost changes are due to the in- 
crease in the cost of insurance. In 1985 we paid 
$9000 for the entire event; in 1986 we paid 
$22,000 for half the coverage, and we do not see 
relief for this year’s event. 

For the first time, motorcycles will have to 
pre-register, pay $5.00, and show us proof of in- 
surance. All other vehicles will also need to show 
proof of insurance. Applications for marching 
units and motorized vehicles must be returned 
by June 1, 1987. 

In the booth area, food booths are $400.00 
with a $150.00 cleaning deposit.

municipal code.”’ 

The suit is being brought under paragraph 33 
of the municipal code. Menasche and Springer, 
however, are less happy with the ‘‘law as it 
stands.’’ Both women feel that there must be 
state and federal legislation to protect against 
homophobic discrimination and harassment. 
Both also feel that there must be more money 
appropriated to agencies which investigate and 
prosecute cases of discrimination. At present, 
enforcement is up to the victim. Springer, * 
therefore, is trying to use her own fundraising 
to establish a permanent fund for other victims 
of discrimination who, traumatized by the ex- 
perience and often fearful of unemployment, 


_ hesitate to fight back. The fund, she hopes, will 
' give others a fighting chance to redress the 


imbalance. 

In addition to funds for her legal defense, 
Springer is also seeking volunteers to be sta- 
tioned at an information table on Lesbian/Gay 
Freedom Day.

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e got the protection, but does it 
work? 

When Gary Urbaniak tried to 
sue his insurance company and doctor for illegal 
disclosure of his HIV antibody status, he may 
have thought he was protected under the Agnos 
HIV confidentiality legislation, known as 
‘*Health and Safety Code HS 199.21.”’ Legally 
he is, but his attempt to have his legal rights en- 


forced has so far taken over a year, with no end - 


in sight. 
April marks the second anniversary of Agnos’ 
HS 199.21, which includes civil and criminal 


penalties of up to a year in jail and/or a fine of | 
up to $5,000, for the illegal disclosure of anin- | 


dividual’s HIV antibody status. HS 199.21 re- 
quires a blanket restriction requiring written 
consent for any release of HIV status 
information. 

The passage of the Agnos bill was applauded 
as an ‘important breakthrough in the battle 
against AIDS hysteria and discrimination in 
California, and as an example for the rest of the 
nation. But attorneys for individuals suffering 
illegal disclosures are finding that getting a law 


passed and getting it implemented are two very 


different things. 

Clint Hockenberry, Chair of the AIDS Legal 
Referral Panel of Bay Area Lawyers for In- 
dividual Freedom (BALIF), says, ‘‘California’s 
AIDS confidentiality legislation is probably the 
best in the nation. Unfortunately that shows how 
bad the situation is. The law...is full of holes, 
not on paper, but there are three or four 
breaches [in the Bay Area] a month, and some 
are truly horrendous.’’ 

Hockenberry says the AIDS Legal Referral 
Panel has seen its AIDS-related employment and 
discrimination cases almost double over the past 
year to 110 cases in the Bay Area alone — 20 per- 


cent of the panel’s total case load. That figure | 


does not even include housing discrimination 
and AIDS-related landlord-tenant disputes. It 


should also be noted that some 60 percent of the | 


panel’s cases involve routine matters such as 
power of attorney and wills. 
Gary Urbaniak’s case fell into the lap of Alice 


Phillipson, an East Bay BALIF attorney. In | 


February of this year she filed the first-ever case 
in civil court under HS 199.21. She is now 


waiting for a reply from the defendants. Phillip- | 


son charges that she had to file a civil suit 
because San Francisco District Attorney Arlo 
Smith and the state Attorney General’s office sat 
on the case for over a year until the statute of 
limitations ran out. 

Arlo Smith’s office failed to return repeated 


phone calls from Coming Up! for comment. The | 


D.A.’s office absolutely denied charges of 
footdragging. 


On September 24, 1984, Gary Urbaniak was | 
injured on the job and filed a workers compen- | 


sation claim. Urbaniak was sent to Dr. Frederick 
Newton’s office in San Francisco. He underwent 


an exam, where a medical probe came into con- | 


tact with his blood. Urbaniak says he warned the | 


technician who administered the exam to take | 
extra care because he was HIV antibody positive. | 
Urbaniak says he made it clear to the technician | 


the information was to go no further than the 
examination room. 

Robert Lynch, attorney for the doctor and the 
insurance company involved, disputes Ur- 
baniak’s version. Lynch asserts Urbaniak told 
Dr. Newton he had tested positive, essentially 


volunteering the information. According to | 


Lynch, if Urbaniak told the doctor, and not the

The report also got into the files of Ur- 
baniak’s health care company and the Workers 
Compensation Board. Dr. Newton has not 
returned Coming Up! telephone calls. Allianz 
referred Coming Up! to attorney Lynch. 
Lynch accused Urbaniak of not using a pro- 
cedure that would have kept his antibody status

agrees with Slavern, and said his office was in | 


the middle of writing a draft opinion when work 
was halted. 

Phillipson’s original response to the above ex- 
planation was unprintable. ‘‘Whatever his 
reasons, they didn’t act in such a manner that 
it could be resolved in any other way except by 
filing a civil court case. They set it up that way 


by not acting. They had plenty of time to write | 


an opinion. Now he’s saying because it went to 


court the case is moot: he made it moot, nowit’s | 


moot. That’s a circular argument. They are 
dragging their feet, and if we can’t rely on the 
police powers of public officials we elect and pay 
for, who’s gonna do it? A few overworked 
volunteer attorneys like me!?’’ 


‘‘Alice had trouble getting them to move on | 
this,’” agreed Norman Nickens, San Francisco | 


The problem is that ‘‘these people’ are also 
the ones most likely to illegally disclose HIV 
status. ‘‘Doctors are some of the worst of- 
fenders,’’ asserts Katherine Franke of the AIDS 
Employment Project, citing the case of a San 
Francisco waiter who tested HIV positive. The 
doctor who conducted the test was a friend of 
the waiter’s boss. The doctor told the boss, and 
the boss fired the waiter. The man is now 
unemployable, because all the downtown 
restaurants have blacklisted him. 

Wood has a case where an HIV positive in- 
dividual was found unconscious. He was given 
mouth to mouth resuscitation and taken to 
Marin General Hospital. The doctor present 
knew the unconscious man was HIV positive, 
and allegedly told the resuscitator, ‘‘You have 
been exposed to AIDS, and your wife will never 
have anything to do with you.”’ That’s in direct 
contradiction to the bulk of current medical 
knowledge, which says AIDS cannot be 
transmitted through saliva. A year later, the 
resuscitator and his wife sued, accusing the man 
he rescued of inflicting an ‘‘infectious’’ disease 
upon him. Wood filed a countersuit charging 
breach of medical confidentiality. 


Unfortunately, other cases abound. Neiman | 


Marcus is being sued for AIDS discrimination 
by Bruce Keirs. His attorney alleges that Keirs’ 
personnel manager passed on his HIV status to 
the rest of the staff, after being told the infor- 
mation was confidential. In San Diego, the DA 
is trying to charge Brian Barlow with attempted 
murder for allegedly biting two policemen dur- 
ing a scuffle at last year’s Gay Pride parade. 
They wanted to test his blood for HIV antibodies 
even though such a coercive test is forbidden by 
HS 199.21. 

Even if AIDS phobia were completely 
eliminated tomorrow, HIV confidentiality 
legislation would still be necessary because of the 
insurance companies. Phillipson says, 
‘‘Wrongful disclosure cases are on the rise 
because as the number of people infected rises 
so does the level of fear. As the number of doc- 
tors and other people with test results increases, 
and as the costs of AIDS increases, more and 
more cases will occur where employers try to 


| keep AIDS potential people out of their employ- 


ment to try and keep their insurance costs 
down.”’ 


Insurance companies have already been. 


caught redlining (denying insurance) in San 
Francisco. Other insurance companies have been 
sneaking blood out of the state to do illegal HIV 
tests, or are using surrogate tests within Califor- 
nia. For example, some companies have been us- 
ing T-helper cell tests to check for T-cell deple- 
tion in the blood. Although not illegal, the test 
is clearly against the spirit of HS 199.21. 
American Express Insurance Corp. of New 
York had a policy of requiring HIV testing for 
coverage tobe granted. That is illegal in this 
state. Coming Up! was unable to confirm 
whether the policy is still in force. 

Insurance companies are very unhappy with 
California’s battery of AIDS discrimination 
legislation, especially HS 199.21, but they are 
not about to pull out of such a lucrative market. 
When Washington D.C. passed a similar or- 
dinance, five major insurance companies 
stopped insuring residents of the city. 

‘‘The purpose of confidentiality and informed 
consent laws is to act as a deterrent,’’ says 
Katherine Franke. ‘‘It isn’t always that laws need 
to be enforced so much as being in place to 
discourage the re-evaluation of antibody status 
— but obviously that didn’t work in the Ur- 
baniak case. The law has penalties, but the trou- 
ble is getting them enforced.’’ 

It’s not just getting the law enforced that is a 
problem. In the eyes of some of its supporters, 
the law is not perfect either. Although most of 
those contacted by Coming Up! agreed with 
Phillipson that the DA’s office should be pressed 
to prosecute confidentiality suits, one 
anonymous individual working in the field 
queried whether or not giving the DA’s office 
free reign to prosecute is a good idea. That per- 
son suggested lawyers working in the area of 
HIV confidentiality testing are debating whether 
or not the DA or gay rights attorneys should

career criminals,”’ says Phillipson. ‘‘This case in- | S pier 


might be better for gay rights attorneys to try and 
strengthen the law before it gets into court, 
rather than wait until the law is attacked by a 


| phalanx of insurance defense lawyers skilled in 


the art of ripping civil and consumer protection 
legislation to shreds. 

‘*This law is very much in the ground-break- 
ing stages,’ said Hockenberry. He argued, ‘‘Do 
we really want this to be the key case?... Do we 
really want to put doctors behind bars?’’ 

‘*The heart of the issue is the doctor-patient 
relationship,’’ says Hockenberry, who suggests 
HS 199.21 could cause a dilemma for doctors. 
He asked if doctors should note on a patient’s 
chart whether or not a patient is gay, and if 
seropositivity should be noted in the case of an 
operation where an individual’s HIV status 
could affect the decision to have surgery. What 


| about HIV status in mental institutions where 


individuals may be incapable of making such a 
decision? 

‘‘The law is absolute; there are no exceptions. 
I’m not willing to say there should be exceptions, 
but that could create problems,”’ says Nickens. 
He noted that some of those problems could be 
solved practically. For example, many doctors 
are double-charting medical records; one for the 
doctor and patient, and one for the insurance 
companies and other interested parties. 

‘*The tide is in our favor at the moment,”’ 
declared Franke, citing the recent visit of 
Surgeon General Everett Koop; the new Agnos 
AIDS anti-discrimination legislation in

Sacramento; the Arline Supreme Court decision 
which declared tuberculosis to be a handicap, 
paving the way for similar suits for people with 
AIDS; and the Chadbourne California decision 
against Raytheon Corp. for AIDS discrimin- 
ation. 

Balanced against that guardedly optimistic 
assessment is a BALIF investigation presented 
to the CDC antibody testing conference in 
February. Its authors, Alice Phillipson and Gary 
Woods, conclude, ‘‘Despite the civil and 
criminal penalties allegedly attached to viola- 
tions of the legislation and the best efforts of 
numerous agencies to enforce them, health care 
providers, testing clinics, insurance clinics, 
employers...regularly violate the rights of test 
subjects to their privacy. These violations result 
in horrendous personal results to those tested. 
Simply put, the ever-increasing hysteria 
associated with AIDS is more powerful than the 
best intentions and best efforts of citizens desir- 
ing to Overcome it.”’ 

The AIDS crisis brings a special urgency to the 
implementation of HS 199.21. It is not just a 
matter of discrimination which should be cor- 
rected, but also of correcting the discrimination 
before individuals who contract AIDS die. HS 
199.21 is the first line of defense against AIDS 
discrimination, but the line is being breached, 
even before it can be built, by AIDS hysteria and 
lack of action from the DA’s office.

your claim according to the pro- 
cedures provided by the Stipulation of 
Settlement. Pacific has agreed to pay 
the fees and costs of attorneys for 
claimants who receive money from the 
Class Claim Fund. The amount of 
their fees and costs .are limited as 
provided in paragraph 6.5 of the Ar- 
bitration Procedures, which is Exhibit 
C to the Stipulation of Settlement. 

The arbitrator may compensate 
claimants for damages for discrimina- 
tion on the basis of sexual orientation, 
including emotional distress damages, 
but not including punitive damages. 
Any amount of the Class Claim Fund 
which is not paid to claimants will be 
distributed to non-profit organizations 
dedicated to gay and/or lesbian health 
services, counseling, social services

FREE WILL & PERSONAL RESPONSIBILITY 


I was disturbed that Coming Up! chose to take 
a party line against the Infinity/ Airplane Game by 
endorsing one woman’s negative view of it, and giv- 
ing it a front page spot. 

I have been playing the game and involved with 
the process since mid-January, and there are many, 
many people, including myself, who have a whol- 
ly different viewpoint than that of Bailed Out. Un- 
fortunately, the critics of the game have been the 
only ones so far to have their views in print. 

I am really amazed at the highly charged criticism 
and moral judgment aimed at those of us playing 
the game. There has been especially heavy charge 
in the women’s community, and I believe this is 
because money is such a survival issue for most 
women and there is a lot of fear associated with it. 
There are women outside of the game who worry 
about their friends who are playing losing their life 
savings, going broke, getting badly hurt, etc.... 
There is also their fear that friends will receive a 
lot of money and then abandon them and their 
community. Those of us who have made the choice 
to play the game realize we are not going to be 
devastated by the loss of $1,500, or a portion of 
that, or of sponsorship money. The idea of péo- 
ple abandoning their friends or community as a 
result of this game is unfathomable and far remov- 
ed from anything I have seen. 

Two key words to involvement in this game are 
free will and personal responsibility. One of the 
guidelines that everyone is clearly presented with 
is that there are no guarantees and no refunds. No 
one should play the game or be encouraged to play 
who is not willing to take the risk. If people want 
to play but don’t have the money, they can usual- 
ly be sponsored by someone in the game who can 
afford to do that. There are no rich people at the 
top or poor people at the bottom. Anybody can 
play who wants to and is willing to make a com- 
mitment of time and energy. 

[...] This game is upfront. It is by the people, for 
the people, and it will go on as long as people want 
to participate in it. People who doom this game 
based on linear logic fail to see the purpose, the 
flexibility, the heart and the community of the 
game, and also do not figure in all the variables in 
their computations. Some of these same people re- 
ject linear logic in the rest of their lives. Most peo- 
ple return to re-invest their money in one of several 
forms: they buy seats for themselves, they spon- 
sor people, they lend or give money to people to 
play, and often a combination of these. At any one 
time, 20-50%, and perhaps increasingly over time, 
the amount of money in the game is re-invested 
money. There is not a finite number of people in 
the world. This changes, as does also the pace and 
formation of this game. 

Various forms of this game have been going on 
for centuries in different cultures as a way of com- 
munity empowerment, and in some cases, survival. 
A man from Nigeria who just joined the game said 
at a meeting, ‘“‘Americans think that anything dif- 
ferent is ‘new,’ and therefore illegal and therefore 
evil.’’ He told us that cultures, beginning with 
African, have pooled their money and redistributed 
it to individuals in. various rotating structures 
throughout time, and recommended a book: Ethnic 
Enterprises in America by Ivan H. Light, (UC 
Press, 1972, pp. 30-44). This book describes similar 
practices in China, Japan, the West Indies, Bar- 
bados and Africa. 

In this game, tithing is strongly urged. This is the 
spirit of the game. We give and we receive. People 
are excited to be able to be making larger than usual 

“contributions to charities and organizations. There 
are some planes/workshops which have the policy 
of $150 of each $1,500 seat being tithed

automatically in the form of a check handed to the 
facilitator made out to a non-profit group. 

I trust that those of us in the women’s communi- 
ty, as well as the larger community, will use the 
money we receive to improve our lives and the lives 
of others. I am already seeing this happen, and it 
feels good. 

People will come and go from this game. For 
those people who are afraid of the game, I suggest 
they do not play, and acknowledge the judgment 
and fears that arise towards those who do play.

HIGH RISK INVESTMENT 


The tone of last month’s article reminded me of 
the recent Vatican exposé on ‘‘unnatural’’ forms 
of conception: preachy, righteous, and moralistic. 
Personally, I could care less whether women play 
or don’t play the Airplane Game. What I object to 
is the righteous indignation couched in political and 
social rhetoric that the writer puts forth. If the game 
is presented honestly, it is not a ‘‘scheme’’ or a 
“‘con.”’ It is a high risk investment. Like most high 
risk investments, it offers a high yield/return, and 
a great potential for loss. Any financial planner will 
tell you that high risk investments are only for those 
who can afford to lose. 

I don’t think the $1,500 is coming from money 
being set aside for community contributions. In the 


‘cases I know of personally, the money is investment 


money — money from savings. Pilots who re-enter 
the game by sponsoring a player who does not have 
money to invest herself are giving that player a 
chance at an income previously unreachable. 

It is a game of chance and risk. A lot more peo- 
ple will lose than win. The statistics in the article 
seem accurate (though they were drawn out to such 
an extent they functioned more as scare tactics than 
informative statistics). If you do not want to risk 
your money, do not play. The game is for gamblers 
and adventurers attracted to an investment in which 
they have a role in the eventual outcome, a small 
measure of control. The fringe benefits are a 
tremendous amount of self-reflection about 
money, abundance, greed and loss, and the oppor- 
tunity to look at all that stuff with a group of peo- 
ple you did not even know a week ago. 

Our community is so threatened by difference. 
There are so many rules about what we can or can- 
not do. Let’s lighten up a bit and support our basic 
rights to live and grow in the ways we choose; to 
learn from our mistakes and rejoice in our victories. 
If you want to play the game, play it honestly with 
integrity. If you don’t want to play the game, don’t, 
but leave the moralism to the Pope; he handles it 


just fine. A Risk-Taker with Integrity

FROM A CO-PILOT 


I feel there are many good things to be said about 
the Airplane Game, and that it is not ‘‘ripping off 
our community.’’ I am currently in the co-pilot 
position of one plane, and I have ‘‘piloted out”’ of 
a smaller plane and reinvested. 

How are we ripping off our community by 
creating prosperity and abundance in our lives? All 
of the people I know who have piloted out are 


| reinvesting in the plane by sponsoring others who 


may be financially unable to enter. I also strongly 
resent the accusation that just because we are work- 
ing on creating a prosperous future for ourselves 
we don’t donate our time and money to worthwhile 
activities in our community. This is a cheap shot 
based in fear, and just another way to make peo- 
ple feel guilty. If we have, then others must be suf- 
fering. Why can’t we all prosper? By becoming 
abundant, we free ourselves from survival, thus 
enabling us to do our life’s work, which may be 
donating our newly found money and/or free time 
to any number of worthy causes. 

A common fear is that someone is left holding 
the ‘‘bag.’’ Everyone enters this game knowing it 
is a risk and that there are no guarantees; further- 
more, no one is asked to assume any greater risk

than those already participating have assumed. No 
one is coerced into joining. We are all ultimately 
responsible for our actions, and if the airplane col- 
lapses, we have only ourselves to blame. The prin- 
ciple of the airplane is for everyone to bring new 
people in. If the current members do not do as 
much as possible to sustain the plane, then of 
course, it will fall. Many planes are now going 
through a tough time bringing on new members. 
The plane I am on is still flying, though only at 
cruising speed. We have hit the inevitable plateau, 
but I am not worried about losing my money. On 
the contrary, I am positive the plane will soar again. 
The only obstacle standing in our way is fear — fear 
the media has created. 

The media has been filling us with unnecessary 
and destructive fear about this process. There is 
nothing to fear if you are in a group committed to 
making it work and keeping the integrity of the 
game, which is so vital. 

The fear of participating in something illegal, 
such as an endless pyramid game, is another fear 
that has been blown out of proportion. The only 
reason this is categorized ‘‘illegal’’ is because the 
government isn’t getting their piece of the pie. They 
don’t care if you gamble your money away play- 
ing the stock market, or pump your dollars into the 
Nevada tourist business, or even if you lose your 
shirt starting your own business. The only reason 
the government and/or SF police are wasting their 
time looking for offenders is that we are a threat 
to the’ powers that be. We are taking back our 
power to create our reality; we are redistributing 
the wealth. 

This experience has been a wonderful one for 
me. I have learned more about myself than I ever 
thought imaginable. I have learned to confront my 
fears, my ability to receive good things into my life, 
my issues surrounding trust, group dynamics, etc. 
I have made new, wonderful friends, grown in 
many new directions, and learned that, yes, | am 
worthy of abundance in my life.

I wish to respond to Louise Rafkin’s review of 
‘‘Rate It X,’’ which appeared in the March issue. 

To suggest that the movie ‘‘lacks direction and 
focus’’ because Winer and DeKoenigsburg have 
chosen a subtle, nonantagonistic approach that per- 
mits the subjects to expose and condemn 
themselves in their attempts to justify themselves 


* seems unnecessarily harsh and unrealistic, in view 


of what the film attempts to do. 

It is not difficult to obtain a general condemna- 
tion of arcades, Hustler, and Ugly George. It is 
quite difficult to present the mentality of marketing 
and advertising people in such a manner as to pro- 
voke the uninformed or disinterested viewer to the 
realization that the use of women to sell products 
and the process used to sell products to women is 
more dangerous because it is far more pervasive, 
far more subtle, and sustains a taproot of attitude 
towards women that sustains the policy of exploita- 
tion. The film points out in a disturbing fashion 
that whilst advertising does look good in com- 
parison, it is in fact the same meniality. 

It is easy to overlook bikinis used to sell cars, 
copiers or pneumatic tools. It is easy to overlook 
four women in an underwear add. To most peo- 
ple, it makes as much sense to have a woman in a 
tool ad as it does to havea horse in a pizza ad. And 
underwear can be illustrated photographically 
without suggesting that the purpose of underwear 
is to provoke a sexual response. And most people 
have dozens of examples dropped at their door 
every Sunday morning. 

Yes, the film did not touch on censorship, or 
women in the sex industries. There was nothing on 
video, aside from the game. There was nothing on 
publishing, aside from the Christmas cards. Most 
racism was passed over, and there was little to even 
vaguely suggest economic status or exploitation. 
For the most part, the subjects were gently led to 
present themselves in their worst light. And there 
was a great deal more to the Legionnaires that 
merely the ‘“‘guns/dolls’’ question. Calling a friend 
on double standards while cameras roll suggests a 
little better attitude than just one of Good Old Boy 
Whoop-Em-Up. I was disappointed that major 
points were made and then left unexploited. No 
film on any large issue can touch all aspects of the 
problems and satisfy everyone. But to trash the film 
by suggesting, however faintly, that it is a disap- 
pointment to the intelligent and sophisticated 
feminist community is brutal and more than a lit- 
tle vicious. 

If Ms. Rafkin is disconcerted that the matter is 
presented in a manner that can arouse understan- 
ding and concern outside of her delightfully elite 
community, then I encourage her to make sure the 
issues are presented as viotently and as erratically 
as possible, to make sure that no one who is not 
in her Praetorian Guard will have the slightest con- 
fidence or interest in becoming a part of the solu- 
tion to a problem I so foolishly considered to be 
of some importance to the population in general.

NO MANDATORY/ROUTINE TESTING 

The Third World AIDS Advisory Task Force 
supports the Center for Disease Control’s recent 
decision to withdraw its earlier suggestions for 
routine testing for the HIV antibody. 

It is our belief that routine/mandatory testing 
would shift badly needed funds from AIDS 
research and misdirect attention from education to 
HIV ostracism. 

There is no effective treatment for AIDS, nora 
vaccine or cure on the horizon. Education, as the 
Surgeon General has repeatedly stated, is the only 
way to prevent further spread of the AIDS virus. 
It is our fear that routine/mandatory testing would 
become a means of ostracizing, and drive many 
people in need of AIDS education underground. 
Our greatest public health tool is an educated, 
responsible public. 

Mandatory testing for marriage licenses would 
increase their cost, and have a potential impact on 
the nation’s poor. More importantly, testing would 
also create an aversion to marriage among those 
at risk for AIDS (such as bisexual men, IV drug 
users and their partners) who might otherwise seek 
the security that that institution provides. 

Mandatory testing for hospital care would not 
only increase hospital costs for everyone, but 
possibly result in refusal by hospital staff to care 
for HIV-infected patients. HIV-infected people 
would be driven further underground and avoid 
needed medical care for both AIDS and non-AIDS 
related problems. 

Voluntary, anonymous testing, accompanied by 
sensitive education and counseling, must be main- 
tained and encouraged if people are to feel safe in 
seeking out useful AIDS information. This can be 
seen as especially applicable for women at risk who 
may be pregnant or considering pregnancy. 

Third World people make up a disproportionate- 
ly large number of AIDS cases in the United States. 
Mandatory or routine testing would act as a means 
of arbitrary discrimination in employment, hous- 
ing, health care and other services, and increase the 
burden of ethnic minorities and their families 
across America.

There is a gentleman somewhere in San Fran- 
cisco, who I wish to get in contact with, to praise 
him for his fearless, heartfelt desire to gglp those 
AIDS victims, less fortunate than our greater gay 
society. 

It is my only regret this gentleman’s name and 


address were not televised. This commentary aired 
on the NBC Nightly News, with Tom Brokaw, on 
the Sth of March, 1987. It warmed my heart im- 
mensely, as well as opened my eyes to what is go- 
ing on around me. 

I am gay and currently living in a predominate- 
ly conservative state, where a great majority of the 
people sit at home watching the PTL Club while 
their children are out somewhere getting laid! These 
are the type who turn their backs on ethnic groups 
and societies, ‘‘which are not of the norm.”’ Being 
gay in this state is a challenge among challenges, 


’ because I am also ‘‘Native American,’’ and being 


a ‘‘Faggot Indian’’ is really adding gasoline to the 
fire around here. But this fact does not deter me 
from my goals in life or my endeavor to be proud 
and adamant in my opinions and truth. 

Being gay is great! For many years I was ap- 
prehensive about admitting this fact, but as I aged 
and traveled nationally (I’m now 32), I became 
aware of other gay men and women around me 
who were a proud bunch of people, not afraid to 
stand up for their rights. Eventually, I changed my 
logic and freely admitted my sexual preference. 

Since this AIDS epidemic, it has become increas- 
ingly hazardous for our brothers and sisters because 
of the ‘‘Homophobic Hysteria’”’ running rampant! 
I’ve seen violence and experienced gang beatings. 
I only hope and pray we can someday, as a proud 
people, actually stand our ground and support our 
people (the gay people). Too many times I’ve seen 
gay men strutting their asses and flaunting their 
wealth and not giving a thought to those gay peo- 
ple who must struggle through life in order to sur- 
vive — I know because I also flaunted prestige and 
vanity. I believed I was being charitable by support- 
ing gay agencies, but I was only looking to be 
recognized or patted on the ass! 

If there were more people like this gentleman 
who gave his all to obtain a home for these victims 
of AIDS, I believe we would all be more in tune 
with ourselves, our brothers and sisters and in God. 
I must search this gentleman out so that I can 
correspond with him and support his endeavors in 
any way I possibly can. 

My only request is that you print this letter in 
your newspaper so that I may be able to reach 
someone who might know of this individual or this 
home and send me his name and address(es).

NO TEARS FOR T-ROOM SUICIDE 


I cry easily these days — at stories about AIDS 
deaths, the helpless homeless, starving children. I 
don’t seem to have any tears left for a demonstrably 
intelligent, experienced.schoolteacher who chooses 
to have sex in public toilets despite ‘‘a previous ar- 
rest on similar charges five years ago,’’ then takes 
his own life when he’s arrested again. [See ‘‘Gor- 
don Bertsch, Arrested at Marina Green T-Room, 
Commits Suicide,’’ Coming Up!, March 1987] 

I hope that Gordon Bertsch’s sad suicide will at 
least prompt some action to end all traces of en- 
trapment in T-room arrests. But I hope the SFPD 
and community activists and organizations review- 
ing the situation will also come up with some con- 
crete measures to fairly enforce the laws against 
public sex, so that children and adults can use these 
facilities for their intended purpose without being 
propositioned, offended or embarrassed. 

“These arrests can destroy peoples’ lives,’’ says 
defense attorney Wotman. But so can drunk driv- 
ing, doing drugs and any number of other activities. 
Each of us is responsible for his or her own actions, 
and when our actions offend a significant portion 
of the population (and violate the law) we should 
be prepared to pay the consequences. Non-judicial 
hearings designed ‘‘to scare the men away”’ from 
T-rooms seem a fair consequence, given the alter- 
natives of guilty pleas or public trials.

" PROPER BEHAVIOR 


Both Dorothy Skiba and Emilio de Sartre wrote 
Coming Up! to protest ‘‘tea room sex’’; the former 
because it is not something ‘‘well-bred men and 
women...go to toilets...for...,’’ the latter because 
he does not ‘‘believe ‘gay rights’ means the freedom 
to expose (oneself) in public.’’ Yet what are ‘‘man- 
ners’’? and what is ‘‘public’’? 

The idea of proper behavior is culturally and per- 
sonally relative and hardly provides a valid argu- 
ment against any form of expression, sexual or 
otherwise. Yet this is an unimportant consideration 
because ‘‘well-bred,’’ sophisticated behavioral 
fascists will insist that their way of doing things is 
natural, superior, and just plain right. 

The more crucial concern is expressed in de Sar- 
tre’s letter. When we speak of ‘‘public’’ sex, what 
exactly are we doing? Certainly, a Marina Green 
restroom would seem to be less public than the 
Marina Green itself and more public than the 
restroom (or bedroom) of one’s living quarters. But 
is this accurate? I would contend that our concep- 
tions of ourselves and others are publicly con- 


structed; so too are appropriateness and ‘‘well- 
bred’”’ manners. Norms of sexual behavior are not 
private; they are publicly (politically) defined and 
enforced. This includes not just the curtailment of 
sexual expression in ‘‘public’’ (as well as ‘‘private’’) 
spaces, but also advertisement,.age of consent laws, 
the love/sex link, the value of monogamy, and 
gender roles. Even if the point is not so much what 
is public and what is private, but rather in what 
places certain acts should be proscribed, the prob- 
lem resurfaces: who decides exactly what forms of 
behavior will be prohibited and in what places? 
Perhaps the Supreme Court? Or the Nazis who 
made homosexual thoughts a criminal offense? 
For the gay community to disassociate ourselves 
from ‘‘T-room queens’’ as de Sartre suggests is to 
assume that we have the power to exile. Do we? 
What is the gay community? Is it conservative pro- 
fessionals or politically correct ‘‘liberals’’ or closet 
cases or flamboyant queens or dykes on bikes? Or 
is it everyone who seeks the right to 
sexual/emotional expression that is compatible 
with herself/himself? Sexual politics does not allow 
a totality of thought. It is naive and even dangerous 
to suppose it does.

Lucie Blue Tremblay 
INTERVIEWED BY HILDIE KRAUS 


he is a slight woman with blue curls in her 

dark hair, a slight cold and a slight French 

accent. What isn’t slight about her is the 
response to her talent and bilingual debut album, 
“‘Lucie Blue Tremblay,’’ on Olivia Records. The 
Boston Globe named the record as one of the 
Top Ten of the Year. Lucie Blue started early 
in music—you might almost say, at her mother’s 
knee. Mrs. Tremblay ran a band in Quebec Ci- 
ty, Canada, that played at weddings and parties. 
‘‘My mother always had trouble with her drum- 
mers because they were late, or drunk, or cruis- 
ing the girls. I would sit beside the drummer (I 
was about seven) and look at him...I was really 
excited about the drums, and he would teach me 
things. Gradually I knew most of the rhythms, 
and my mother decided she had too much trou- 
ble with the drummers and replaced them with 
me. I was about 12 then.’’ People often mistook 
her for Mrs. Tremblay’s little boy. 

Leaving the drums behind in her academic 
career, Tremblay studied opera briefly at Vanier 
College. While she appreciated the discipline of 
classical training, its restrictiveness drove her out 
into the wide world of performing in bars and 
clubs. She worked at the usual array of get-by 
jobs, and began writing her own material, ac- 
companying herself on guitar. In 1984, she went 
to the Granby Song Festival. This was Trem- 
blay’s big break, and it came despite her in a 
way. She hadn’t wanted to enter the festival, 
disliking the idea of a songwriter competition 
and feeling her material was not commercial. 

‘‘This guy who [sold] me lots of musical in- 
struments in the music store, very sweet, he real- 
ly liked what I did. The Granby Song Festival 
was having auditions in Quebec City, and they 
went to his store to rent equipment. He gave 
them my name and number and said, ‘You have 
to listen to this girl’s material.’ The next thing 
you know, they called me up and said, ‘Can you 
come in tomorrow?’ It was very fast. So I 
went...pffft (she makes a startling, Gallic sound 
to indicate a mixture of disgust and pleasure). 
Oh lalala! I went in the next day.”’ 

To put it in American terms, her stuff wowed 
them.

Lucie Blue Tremblay 
Lucie Blue Tremblay, Olivia Records 


If you can’t wait until Lucie Blue 
Tremblay hits this area, check out her album 
of the same name. It is a rich mixture in 
several ways. One side was recorded in the 
studio, and the other comes live from the 
Great American Music Hall here in San 
Francisco. There are sad love songs, happy 
love songs, and a couple of more serious 
numbers. Some are in French, some in 
English. Translations are provided, and you 
may find yourself happily singing along in 
French. 

“Voix D’Enfant’’ (‘‘A Child’s Voice’’) 
uses simple language and menacing music to 
convey the horror of incest: ‘‘Alone in 
Montreal/A child who doesn’t feel 
normal/An animal-like father/I feel dirty.”’ 
Tremblay gives a voice to women prisoners 
in ‘‘Laissez-Moi Sortir’’ (‘‘Let Me Out’’). 
And what a voice it is, thrilling in the low 
notes and soaring in the upper reaches, 
always colored with emotion. 

‘‘Nos Belles Annees’”’ is her French adap- 
tation of Ferron’s ‘‘Ain’t Life a Brook.’’ Ah, 
those liquid consonants. Wonderfully 
wistful. In the love song category, Tremblay 
is big on bittersweet. She says she wants 
‘Juste Une Aventure’’ (‘‘Just an Affair’’), 
then falls in love at a music festival in 
‘‘Mademoiselle.’’ An appealing combination 
of wryness and shyness comes through in 
these pieces. 

With all the vocal and songwriting 
treasures, did I mention the whistle? This is 
not your garden-variety whistle. In ‘‘St. Jean 
Port Joli,’’ a beautiful, unearthly trill floats 
out, changes into bird cries, and becomes the 
wind. Tremblay discovered she could whis- 
tle with her mouth open (you’ll have to see 
it, I can’t explain it) and worked on the 
sound. As melancholy as a train whistle, only 
more delicate. Other bonuses include a very 
classy bunch of back-up singers on the above 
mentioned number and Cris Williamson’s 
lovely harmonizing on the studio side. A 
remarkable first album, ‘‘Lucie Blue 
Tremblay’’—c’est formidable.

ended up doing a lot of TV. For the past couple 
of years since then, I’ve done all the prime-time 
variety shows in Quebec. A song I did a lot in 
the beginning was ‘Voix D’Enfant’...and peo- 
ple got to know me as [someone] different, sing- 
ing about something important to me.

yourself better. No matter how it goes, I know

| produce the record myself, because most major 


labels don’t want heavy subjects. I was offered 
contracts by Canadian labels, and one of my re- 
quests was that this song be on the record. I was 
told it was too heavy a subject. I feel people need 
to have the choice of listening or not.”’ 

The French-Canadian chanteuse is delighted 
and a bit surprised by her warm reception in the 
United States. When this reporter points out that 
Americans are usually enamoured of things 
French (accents, fries, kisses...), Tremblay gives 
4 short lesson in Canadian demographics and 
puts a different perspective on her reaction. ‘‘In 
Quebec we are six million. Out of six million, we 
are 80% French-speaking. But because the coun- 
try in itself is in the majority English, it’s a bil- 
ingual culture...so lam surprised because when 
you’re a minority and you’ re bringing something 
to the majority, it’s not always accepted. We had 
many years of language problems in Quebec. 
When I was little girl, I would go to a big depart- 
ment store (like your Macy’s) with my mother, 
and they would not serve us unless we spoke 
English. To be French was to be inferior. All the 
company bosses, presidents, anyone who was 
anyone was English, and everyone who worked 
in the factories was French. Now it’s changing. 
Ten years ago if you went into the western part 
of Canada, they thought you were separatists 
and this and that, and if you had a Quebec 
license plate, you could end up with a flat tire. 
So of course it’s very daring to go out into 
English Canada and do French.”’ 

Prejudice is certainly not the exclusive pro- 
vince of English Canada. The U.S. Immigration 
& Naturalization Service (INS—minor chords on 
the organ please) hassled Tremblay as she at- 
tempted to get a visa last fall. The recently 
changed immigration laws require foreign per- 
formers to be of ‘‘eminent stature.’’ The INS ap- 
plies that stricture rather selectively, paying close 
attention to performers’ politics, sexual 
preference and skin color. Tremblay is 
understandably circumspect about this matter, 
turning aside questions with a grave look. She 
didn’t have problems getting a visa this time? 
‘“Well, we have a big tour book. I feel it’s im- 
portant to talk about these issues in concert 
through my songs, because this keeps me in line 
but says what I need to say.”” There will be a song 
called ‘‘Limbo’’ on her next album. 

Tremblay started her current tour February 
26 in North Carolina and will finish on June 7, 
having hit 50 cities. It sounds grueling, but she 
says she loves to perform. She is enjoying the 
regional diversity of the US, and does quite a 
respectable southern accent: ‘‘Hi y’all. How 
’bout a movie, lil lady?’’ She will appear at Gay 
Pride day in Boston, Seattle and San Francisco, 
but if you don’t want to wait that long to hear 
her wonderful voice and get some French 
culture, she’ll be at the Zellerbach Auditorium 
in Berkeley May 2.

Pixieish Karina Zorn has to be one of the 
quietest singers on the local cabaret stage today. 
With her voice only occasionally rising above 
mezzo forte, she prefers simply to sing her selec- 
tions sans vocal fireworks. She delivered an 
especially lovely ‘‘Have I Stayed Too Long at 
the Fair’’ and ‘‘When the Sun Comes Out”’ dur- 
ing her performance at the City Cabaret 
recently. 

Zorn’s voice is nice to listen to, but her lack 
of showpersonship or personal electricity is a 
hinderance. Some performers can hold the at- 
tention of the audience, even while singing quiet- 
ly, due to some magnetism about them. Zorn’s 
lack of emotional commitment in her deliveries 
causes one to wonder, ‘‘If she is unable to get 
excited about what she is singing, why should 
anyone else?’’ 

Her moody ‘‘I Hate To See October Go’’ and 
simple ‘‘I’ve Got the World on a String’’ are 
delivered quite modestly. Zorn’s rendition of ‘‘I 
Love a Piano”’ is undoubtedly the most mellow 
ever. 

With Don Haas on piano (his solo during “‘I 
Hate To See October Go’’ is quite pleasant) and 
Mario Suracchi on bass, Zorn has a show. If she 
only had some feeling. 


The Amazing Pink Things 


The Amazing Pink Things, a demented group 
of four singer/comedians, brought their revue 
to the City Cabaret recently, under the auspices 
of producer Eve Stoddard. This madcap, vocally 
classically-trained group of two men and two 
women (Robert, Dana, Tammy and Mimi), 
romp through television themes, pop tunes (with 
or without a taped musical accompaniment), 
and various other shenanigans. Their outrageous 
pink attire adds to the wild mood. 

Their material sparkles with wit. During their 
parody of Motown groups, the Amazing Pink 
Things sing a number entitled, ‘‘We’re Just Too 
White,’’ while going through the choreography 
of those parodied groups. For the punk crowd, 
they offer ‘‘He Hit Me (But It Felt Like a Kiss)”’ 
and, during Robert’s ‘‘Hurt Me,”’ he offers a 
pink paddle to one of the audience members 
with which to spank him. Mimi’s rendition of 
‘*You Say You’re in Love’ contains the lyric: 
“If it isn’t pain, it isn’t love.’ Tammy, in the 
persona of Tammy Whynot, warbles a C&W “‘I 
Took Your Name Off My Rolodex,’’ and 
declares, ‘‘I’d rather clean all the bathrooms in 
Grand Central Station with my tears, than spend 
one more minute with you.”’ 

The Amazing Pink Things perform a ‘‘closed 
captioned in treble clef”’ version of ‘‘You Light 
Up My Life’ as they signed it while singing the 
words to the tune of ‘‘At the Hop.”’ ‘‘Old Love 
Song From China”’ is the audience participation 
number. Although the chorus, which the au- 
dience is supposed to sing, is in Chinese, the 
group helpfully holds a banner aloft with the 
characters written on it to which Tammy points 
as they sing. 

For their medley of theme songs from televi- 
sion programs, the group dons TV set headgear 
to sing ‘‘The Flintstones,’’ ‘‘Love American 
Style,’ and, among others, the theme from 
‘‘Star Trek,’’ while a small, pink replica of the 
Starship Enterprise wafts among the quartet. 
Commercials are thrown in, such as ‘‘Bryl- 
creem,’’ ‘‘Kellogg’s’? and ‘‘Winston Tastes 
Good, Like a Cigarette Should’’ (complete with 
hoarse coughing during this rendition). Other 
‘“commercials’’ are presented throughout the 
rest of the show: ‘‘Eat Food When You’re in the 
Mood for a Meal;’”’ and ‘‘You Gotta Have 
Skin’’ (to the tune of ‘You Gotta Have Heart’’) 
for one segment sponsored by the American 
Association of Dermatologists. 

In the more ‘‘normal’’ vein, the four sing a 
lovely a cappella ‘‘It Could Happen To You.” 
In the classical mode, the quartet presents one 
of Vivaldi’s lost masterpieces which has been 
unearthed in Liverpool, England: a version of 
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‘‘Help”’ (rescored into polyphony). 

The Amazing Pink Things can be seen in Seat- 
tle (where they have been playing for over two 
years), or the next time they barge into town. 


Frederick Clark 


For a delightful change from its usual book- 
ings, the City Cabaret engaged an extremely pro- 
mising classical guitarist in late February. 
Frederick Clark, whether he is playing three 
dances by Bach, an introspective rendition of 
‘“‘Prelude No. 1’’ by Villa-Lobos, or a 
Renaissance dance tune by that prolific com- 
poser Anonymous, Clark’s mastery of his in- 
strument and his playing enjoyment are both in 
evidence. 

His execution of ‘‘Cholos No. 1”’ by Villa- 
Lobos, with its fluctuating rhythms and faint 
habanera tempo was flawless. Clark’s lilting 
‘*Carnival’’ and ‘‘Study”’ (a presto selection of 
sixteenth notes) by the same composer were in- 
spired, and a mesmerizing ‘‘Malaguena”’ by Le- 
cuona augmented the well-balanced 
performance. 

Clark’s rendition of Anonymous’ ‘‘Five 
Dances,’’ composed during the Renaissance, 
showed a sensitivity and virtuosity as the 
melodies travelled from the sublime to the 
frolicsome. 

Two unbilled surprises were in store for the 
audience that night. Besides being a classical 
guitarist, Clark also composes on his own and 
plays in a new wave band. He was joined by 


members of his group, Boys Cry Wolf: Sigmund | 


Knapstedt on electric keyboards, Robert Fran- 
cis on drums, and vocalist Jason Grisell to pre- 
sent.Clark’s original ‘‘She Is Hiding From Me,”’ 
as well as an instrumental. During these, Clark 


substituted an electric guitar for his (hand-built | 


by his father) acoustic model. The rhythms and 
melodies drove home, leaving some of us au- 
dience members wanting more. 

The other surprises were vocals, during the 
acoustic guitar segments, by Mrs. Clark. Her 
clear soprano for ‘‘Malaguena,’’ ‘‘Besa Me 
Mucho’’ and ‘‘Summertime’’ were a delight. 
Clark’s accompaniment for the Gershwin stan- 
dard contained a Spanish flavor with flamenco 
overtones (one cannot get more original than 
that) and appeared almost to be an 
improvisation.

The Lamplighters 


Heavens to Murgatroyd! The Lamplighters 
opened their 35th year with Gilbert and 
Sullivan’s Ruddygore, or The Witch’s Curse, and 
you had better laugh—or else! 

At least, that is what director Orva Hoskin- 
son seems to want to audience to do. His direc- 
tion of this satire on gothic novels and Victorian 
manners is so heavy handed, without any hint 
of subtlety, that one soon grows tired of being 
bombarded with an almost tangible command 
to laugh uproariously at certain given moments. 

The program states: Sullivan ‘‘determined to 
do all he could to make Ruddygore a success and 
to disguise the weakness in the libretto by as 
many musical felicities as he could contrive.”’ 
Seems Hoskinson took his cue from this note 
and got out his hammer to beat the audience 
over its collective head into responding ap- 
propriately. There were a few times when some 
line or action by one of the characters struck me 
as funny, and as I laughed, I realized I was the 
only one doing so. Guess everyone else was 
waiting for the ‘‘laugh’’ cue to be given. 

The Lamplighters have mounted a lovely pro- 
duction, and the two sets (the first act’s village 
and the second’s interior of Castle Ruddygore) 
by Ric Tringali are first rate. Conductor Monroe 
Kanouse treats the music with a light hand, 
allowing it to simply flow from the orchestra 
lightly and airily. The costumes by The 
Lamplighters and Melissa Wortman are quite 
charming. Ron Bacon’s lighting is a bit too dark 
at times during the second act. 

Before the action of the first act begins, witch- 
persecutor Sir Roderic Murgatroyd is cursed by 
one of his victims to ‘‘do one crime or more, 
once, everyday, forever,’’ or suffer a torturous 
death. At the time the curtain opens, his descen- 
dant, Sir Ruthven, has lived in the village of Red- 
dering in Cornwall for the past 20 years under 
an assumed name, leaving his brother, Sir 
Despard, to commit the daily crime. (One of the 
weaknesses in the libretto is that Ruthven left 
home 20 years previously, but calls himself ‘‘a 
youth”’ in the duet sung with Rose—‘‘I Know 
a Youth Who Loves a Little Maid.”’ If he is in- 
deed a ‘‘youth,”’ he must have left home before 
or immediately upon birth.) Despard believes his 
brother has been dead all those years. Robin 
(Ruthven) loves Rose Maybud (who literally 
lives by a book of etiquette), but is too shy to 
declare himself. He asks his foster brother, 
Richard Dauntless (a sailor) to court Rose for 
him. 

Richard wins Rose for himself with very lit- 
tle wooing. The denouement couples everyone 
up properly in a rather contrived happy ending, 
which includes Sir Roderic coming back from 
the dead to marry Dame Hannah, who had 
sworn faithfulness to his memory. 

The actors are double-cast. For the first Sun- 
day matinee, baritone Rick Williams portrayed 
Sir Ruthven (Robin) to Jane Hammett’s Rose. 
Their pleasant voices complemented each 
other during their duets and ensemble pieces. 
Tenor Brian Berardo makes his debut as Richard 
Dauntless. He skillfully portrays the braggart 
seaman, but why he delivers his lines with a 
cockney accent while the rest of the cast uses | 
American accents is beyond reckoning. 

Marcia Hunt’s portrayal of Mad Margaret is 
inspired. William Neely’s strong bass does 
justice to his character of Sir Despard. Their 
duet, ‘‘I Once Was a Very Abandon’d Person’’ 
is quite proper and understated, which results in 
its being a small gem. As Dame Hannah, Anne 
Hubble’s sweetness is on the mark. John Ziaja 
as Sir Roderic, Eileen Parsons and Nanette 
Pandell, as professional bridesmaids, Mark 
Taheny as Old Adam (Robin’s servant), and Ed- 
die Shine as ‘‘A Palsied Hag’’ (she mimes the 
witch’s curse during Dame Hannah’s explana- 
tion of the curse on the house of Ruddygore) 
rounds out the first-rate cast. If only the direc- 
tor had let the music and story come first. 


Ruddygore continues through April 12 at the 
Presentation Theatre, 2530 Turk (at Masonic). | 


A Night to Remember 


One of the most enjoyable evenings of pure 
entertainment I’ve sat through in a long time was 
called just that: A Night to Remember. This 
season opener for the San Francisco Gay Men’s 
Chorus, under the direction of Gregg Tallman, 
featured Charles Pierce and a special guest ap- 
pearance by Barbara Cook. 

Opening with ‘‘Hallelujah’’ and ‘‘Get Hap- 
py’’ the Chorus then swung into Sondheim’s 
‘‘Beautiful Girls’’ to set the tone for Charles 
Pierce’s battery of stars of stage and screen. I’ve 
seen Pierce about a hundred times and I can say 
quite truthfully that he reached new peaks of in- 
spired madness at this event. His Mae West was 
trashy, his Joan Collins was bitchy, his Bette 
Davis was hyper-hyper, his Bankhead was raun- 
chy, and his Jeanette MacDonald — resurrected 
from those first moments of recorded history at 
the Gilded Cage — was a sight to behold. The 
few thousand in attendance couldn’t stop 
laughing for laughing. 

The Men About Town sang a sweet ‘‘Not a 
Day Goes By,”’ but were a little tentative in their 
attack of ‘‘Whoopie Ti Yi Yo”’ and ‘‘Puttin’ on 
the Ritz.’’ But they’re singers, not dancers (I 
trust), and when you add choreography to a 
vocal treatment, you’ve got to practice, practice, 
practice. 

The Chorus itself seemed not so sharply 
focused as in past performances in other venues. 
Staggered across that wide stage of Davies Hall, 
the sound tended to drift out in waves and not 
always in sync. A closer cluster of voices from 
center stage might have offered a better sound 
projection. 

The Chorus introduced Barbara Cook with a 
medley of numbers associated with her career, 
and it was a touching tribute to this remarkable 
performer. They sang ‘‘’Til There Was You,”’ 
‘‘My White Knight,’’ ‘Vanilla Ice Cream,”’ 
“Will He Like Me,”’ ‘‘Glitter and Be Gay,”’ and 
‘Losing My Mind.”’ 

Then the reigning prima donna of the pop 
concert stage appeared, and the love fest (re- 
prised from her recent appearance at the Marines 
Memorial) began. Cook sang ‘‘I Love a Piano,”’ 
‘“Sweet Georgia Brown,”’ her special treatment 
of ‘‘He Was Too Good to Me,”’ and Jerry Her- 
man’s ‘‘Time Heals Everything.’’ Phrasing, 
temperament, class...she’s got it all. Then the 


- Chorus serenaded Cook with ‘‘Lida Rose’’ — 


another fine moment for the memory book. 

Pierce, Cook and the Chorus sang ‘‘San Fran- 
cisco”’ and everybody threw flowers? Or did 
Pierce throw flowers at the audience? Totally 
gala!

Michael Feinstein 


What a week! The swallows returned to 
Capistrano right on schedule, and Michael 
Feinstein’s back on the bench at the Plush 
Room. Can spring be far behind? Mr. 
Charisma’s here for a whole month and he’s 
banging those 88 keys with all of the exuberance 
of a teenager in love. There’s no doubt about it: 
Feinstein loves playing the piano, he loves the 
music he chooses to play — even the corny stuff 
is there for a good reason — and he loves 
entertaining. 

Arriving in town a day before his opening in 
the hope of catching a full night’s sleep,: Fein-

stein was pressed into immediate service and 
wowed the Critics Circle awards audience when 
he stepped in at the last minute for the previously 
announced Jim Bailey. Little wonder this in- 
gratiating, accomodating pianist-crooner is the 
hottest name in cabaret show biz today. 

One of his bouncing opening numbers laid it 
on the line: ‘‘Let Me Sing and I’m Happy.”’ 
Then he was off into a novelty piece, ‘‘Me and 
My Baby Grand,”’ about the guy who’s always 
in demand, not for himself, but for his piano 
playing. Later, he dredged up a nonsense song, 
“‘Show Me A Rose,”’ to illustrate the point of 
one of his anecdotes. The enthusiasm with which 
he introduces his selections fully exposes his 
charm. And his energy! His all-stops-out rendi- 
tion of ‘“The March of Unrequited Love’’ — at 
a rampaging march tempo — is a howler. 

But for all his ‘‘showmanship’’ numbers, 
Feinstein’s forte is singing ballads and almost 
nobody these days can render a Gershwin, 
Berlin, Porter, or Sondheim tune with more feel- 
ing. When he sings Noel Coward’s “‘If Love 
Were All,’’ and later Jerry Herman’s ‘‘Time 
Heals Everything,’’ you believe every word. Pity 
he’s not running for mayor. 

One of the evening’s high points had to be a 
tender weaving of ‘‘How Deep is the Ocean’’ 
with the eloquently simple ‘‘Maybe I Love You 
Too Much.” The Gershwins are rendered their 
fair share with ‘‘Funny Face,”’ ‘‘Do, Do, Do,”’ 
and a treatment of ‘‘I’ve Got A Crush On You”’ 
that’s so unabashedly romantic it almost hurts. 
The Irving Berlin medley included ‘‘All Alone,”’ 
‘‘Remember,”’ and ‘‘Always.’’ Hearing Fein- 
stein play and sing Berlin’s paens to monogamy 
makes falling in love seem like a brand new idea.

The Gold Awards 


The 1986 Cabaret Gold Awards have come 
and gone again, leaving not only a memory of 
another four-and-a-half hour marathon of 
nominated performances, but the stark realiza- 
tion that the professionals who appeared as 
hosts, presenters, and special awardees were the 
best part of the show. d 

Hosts Hal Holbrook and Dixie Carter, in- 
gratiating charmers, perked up proceedings con- 
siderably when they were on stage. Lovely 
Gretchen Wyler (late of San Jose’s CLO Follies) 
made another fine impression in her brief mo- 
ment. Bob Sarlatte was at his funniest. Sharon 
McNight displayed pizazz when she accepted the 
John Wasserman award, and the unlimited 
talent of Bobby McFerrin was never more ap- 
parent than in his 20-second acceptance speech 
when he was presented with the Local Boy 
Makes Good award. 

Biggest surprise of the night was Will Durst’s 
capturing of the Entertainer of the Year award. 
Traditionally voted to a female vocalist (though 
Ron Lucas broke the mold one year), the very 
deserving Durst seemed stunned when his name 
was called. He had earlier won Best Comedian, 
Male, and his routine was undoubtedly the best 


of the evening. 

Leola Jiles, in a glittering green gown slit up 
to ‘‘there,’’ won for Female Vocalist; Mikio 
Hirata took the Male Vocalist award; Marga 
Gomez won her second Gold for Comedy, 
Female; Clairdee took the Jazz/Blues award; 
Bill DeLisle won for Piano Entertainer; Bob 
Bauer for Musical Director/Accompanist. Tune 
the Grand Up won for the second year for 
Cabaret Theatre Production, and Party of One 
took its first Gold for Original Book/Score. 

Cindy Herron won for Outstanding Perfor- 
mance in a cabaret theatre production. (The lat- 
ter award is a new category this year, and a 
rather fuzzy one, since most cabaret theatre pro- 
ductions, from Coward... ina Cardboard Cup! 
to this week’s opening of Oh, Coward! are 
ensemble productions.) Murphy/St. Paul took 
the Comedy Group award and The Flips won 
Musical Group. 

Ed West and Michael Vita produced the 
event. I might add, and will, that those entre-act 
dancers, while effective the first time out, 
added an unnecessary 20 minutes to the 
proceedings. 

Next year will be the big Tenth for the Cabaret 
Golds. Will the board of directors (none of the 
originals remain) finally get around to recogniz- 
ing Jack Essex, who came up with the idea of 
honoring local cabaret performers over a quiet 
little dinner a brief decade ago? Essex, Kirk 
Frederick, Doug Trantham and five or six 
dedicated others put the whole thing together in 
less than four weeks. Life was simpler then.

Sammy Cahn: 
Words and Music 


It probably isn’t necessary to remind you that 
Sammy Cahn’s show is wildly successful, has 
been extended through April 12, and may run 
indefinitely. ‘ 

The man invented charm, and he throws it 
around shamelessly. As host, performer, and 
narrator of several remembered decades of song 
writing, he’s wondrously relaxed as he guides us 
from song to anecdote to song, now and then 
hinting at a bit of old soft-shoe, and pointing 
skyward when he’s aiming for a note he knows 
he’s not going to reach. He’s a benevolent 
Groucho Marx and he’s got a lyric for every 
situation. 

Adding immeasureably to the revue are two 
of San Francisco’s finest, Anne Tofflemire and 
Leola Jiles. Vincent Pirillo delivers up a resound- 
ing tenor on ‘‘It’s Magic,”’ and ‘‘Be My Love,’’ 
which Cahn wrote for Mario Lanza. Peter 
Daniels presides at the piano, playing beautifully 
to Cahn’s lyrics and presenting a visage of dead- 


" pan hauteur seldom seen since the golden age of 


comedy passed into oblivion. 

Cahn has won four Academy Awards for 
lyrics — ‘‘Three Coins in the Fountain,”’ ‘‘All 
the Way,”’ ‘“‘High Hopes,’’ and “Call Me Ir- 
responsible.’’ He’s also been nominated for an 
additional 22 Oscars. His work as a lyricist for 
Sinatra songs includes ‘‘Come Fly With Me,”’ 


‘‘The Tender Trap,’’ ‘‘Love and Marriage,’’ | 
‘‘My Kind of Town,’’ and that’s just a few. | 


Every number strikes a memory chord, from 
Sinatra’s agreeing to listen to a new lyric at 
breakfast (just as the sun was setting) to Doris 
Day’s screen test. They’re all gems, and Cahn’s 
like a little kid on a roll who can’t wait to finish 
one story before launching into the next bit of 
behind-the-scenes gossip. One of my favorites 


was how they auditioned the title song of ‘‘Three | 


Coins in the Fountain’’ for the studio brass. 


’ Frank Sinatra did it with a 60-piece orchestra. 


Tofflemire’s clear, sweet soprano was lovely on 


her solo of ‘‘I’ll Walk Alone,’’ after which she | 


oor Mozart. Misunderstood and under- 
appreciated in life, his name and music 
earn millions today. Far from being the 
rebellious, braying punk portrayed by Tom 
Hulse in Amadeus, the real Mozart was an am- 
bitious composer and idealistic entrepreneur 
who risked making it on his own without official 
patronage. George Frederic Handel was the only 
other composer who had gone such a route — 
and Handel was an astute man of business. 
Mozart failed as a public musician, eventually 
incurring huge debts. Indeed, the tragedy of 
Mozart’s life could be less his early death than 
his desperate struggle to stay afloat financially, 
which detracted from his time as a composer. 
Even so, his last works were among his greatest. 

But in general, it was his earlier pieces which 
made up the ‘‘Mostly Mozart”’ series of the San 
Francisco Symphony this past month. Surpris- 
ingly, some of the concerts featured only one 
Mozart selection. 

Conductor/violinist Alexander Schneider was 
on hand to lead the symphony in Haydn’s Sym- 
phony No. 67 in F, two Vivaldi Guitar Concer- 
ti, and Mozart’s Symphony No. 36 in C (the 
‘‘Linz’’). 

The Haydn fared well: Schneider balanced in- 
telligently between sprightly and longer cantilena 
passages. The Adagio’s intriguing muted 
passages for the violins (achieved by using the 
wood of the bow) were barely audible, but 
delightful. 

Guitarist Christopher Parkening brought his 
stylistic prowess to the popular Vivaldi Concerto 
in A major (originally a trio in C major for lute, 
violin and figured bass) and the Concerto in D 
major. Both pieces are warm and congenial, and 
Parkening played with like familiarity. His par- 
ticular knack for etching just the right passage 
by plucking nearer the bridge added to the 
pieces’ variety. Unfortunately, even with the 
small ensemble, the guitar was overpowered — 
especially in the first concerto. 

And the Mozart? Respectable. Falling short 
of the special brilliance the ‘“Linz”’ is known for, 
Schneider nonetheless conducted with concision 
and feeling, if not passion. 

In another performance, Assistant Conduc- 
tor and Music Director of the San Francisco 
Youth Symphony Leif Bjaland led the Orchestra 
in the first U.S. performance of Symphony No. 
4in C minor by Carolus Antonius Fodor, as well 
as Carl Phillip Emanuel Bach’s Symphony in B 
minor and Mozart’s Piano Concerto in C ma- 
jor (K. 503) with Rudolf Firkusny as soloist. 

The symphony by Fodor is a vigorous work, 
replete with stylistic references to numerous 
composers of the time. One hears Haydn and 
some Mozart — but Fodor has a voice of his 
own, one of elegance and energy. 

C.P.E. Bach surprised listeners with his short 
symphony, never before performed by the Sym- 
phony. The three movements are played without 
interruption. At the end, people didn’t know to 
applaud, thinking there was more. 

Pianist Rudolf Firkusny was up next with 
Mozart’s C major Piano Concerto. Firkusny, 
who made his San Francisco debut in 1949, 
played with extraordinary tenderness. His sub- 
tle inflections and purity of touch made for a 
delightful listening experience. He informed the 
piece with grace and wit, bringing out the most 
expressive shadows. 

Yet another artist, Joseph Silverstein, con- 


let it all hang out with ‘‘Thoroughly Modern 
Millie.’’ Crowd pleaser Leola Jiles was splendid 
on ‘‘I Guess I’ll Hang My Tears Out To Dry,”’ 
and in subsequent numbers sang with a simpler, 
more controlled melodic line than we’ve heard 
in her more R&B/gospel-oriented repertoire. 
Tofflemire and Jiles ripped through a DeCastro 
Sisters impression of ‘‘Teach Me Tonight,”’ and 
the entire troupe gathered round for a medley 
of hit after hit.

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ducted and performed several pieces, including 
Haydn’s Symphony No. 101 in D major (“‘The 
Clock’’), J.S. Bach’s Violin Concerto in G 
minor (BWV 1056) and Mozart’s Adagio in E 
(K. 261), Rondo in C (K. 373) and Violin Con- 
certo No. 4 in D. 

The Adagio and Rondo of Mozart were both 
charming works, and Silverstein did ample 
justice to them. Turning to the Violin Concer- 
to, he showed sensitivity — but appeared to have 
some problems with the rigorous double- 
stopping in the first section. Despite occasional 
glitches, his overall rendering was true. 

Bach’s Violin Concerto in G minor original - 
ly was a Harpsichord Concerto in the key of F 
minor. Its performance, on March 21, was a 
suitable birthday tribute to the great master. The 
violins were divided between the conductor, ad- 
ding an unusual thread to the piece’s texture.

The recent production of ‘‘In a Winter 
Garden’’ by Libby Larsen bloomed nicely in its 
rendering by the Bay Area Women’s Philhar- 
monic. The work deals with an abbess coming 
to grips with the fear of nuclear annihilation. 

In ashort pre-concert talk, composer Larsen 
described the process of creating the piece — 
originally consigned as a Christmas carol. 
Librettist Patricia Hampl and Larsen (both ex- 
Catholics) hit on the idea of utilizing the tradi- 
tional idea of Advent: contemplating the end of 
the world. 

The abbess (Christine Abraham) is plagued by 
worry, forgets to pray, and realizes she is think- 
ing about the end of the world. Her foil, Thomas 
(B. Matthew Thompson), is the convent garden- 
er. Through work, he has come to grips with his 
fear — and stands as a metaphor for hope by vir- 
tue of being a gardener in winter. 

Larsen’s message is based in the belief that 
‘“‘there is always some splendid beauty in fear — 
and one can recognize that fear and turn it 
around into something creative...there is some- 
thing to be done, if only to live.”’ 

Both Abraham and Thompson fit their roles 
well. She draws inward, he exudes. Musically, 
Larsen has underscored the contrast with some 
clever devices. The abbess is followed around by 
a persistent major second designed to convey her 
nagging fears — and to irritate the listener. 
Thomas’ music is warm and bright. The two are 
amusing in their opposition. 

In short, Larsen has turned an “‘unthinkable”’ 
subject into a negotiable reality, affirming what 
all of us can do if we wish. 

JoAnn Falletta conducted powerfully, ex- 
tracting the essence from the ensemble. She 
showed equal facility in interpreting Stravinsky’s 
Concerto in E-flat and Three Gymnopoedies by 
Peggy Glanville-Hicks. In all, a top notch 
performance.

arely discernible above the doorway of 
the decrepit Coney Island Spookhouse 
are the weathered words, ‘‘Abandon all 
hope ye who enter here.’’ It’s not so much a 
warning for midway thrill'seekers as it is a state- 
ment of condition about the Janik family that 
lives over the deteriorating Spookhouse, author 
Fierstein’s symbol of social disintegration. 

Fierstein’s 1984 play, not well received in New 
‘York but currently produced at the Rhino with 
revisions, is handsomely mounted, directed with 
considerable compassion, and reveals some fine 
acting talent by its four principals. 

Young, gay socialworker Sam, played with 
do-righter sincerity and impressive understate- 
ment by Steve Abel, is the idealistic represen- 
tative of a bureaucratic society bent upon solv- 
ing one family’s problems by the book. 

Carla Befera as Connie, tea leaf and palm 
reader and matriarch of the current generation 
of Janiks, is Sam’s adversary. Confronted with 
Sam’s request that she sign a release accepting 
custody of her paralyzed son, she balks. Hav- 
ing witnessed this pyromaniac son lure a young 
girl into a warehouse where she was raped and 
burned, she wants no more of him. (Now 
wheelchair-bound, the son had fallen — or been 
pushed by Connie — while watching the fire 
from the second story window of the 
Spookhouse). It is Sam’s contention that until 
the son’s trial comes up, he belongs in the bosom 
of his family. 

Befera, first seen in a red wig and false lashes 
as the fortuneteller, controls every scene in a 
riveting, multi-layered performance. She is co- 
quettish when she thinks it will work for her. 
Then, wigless and lashless, she is a reasoning 
woman when she thinks logic will prevail. Final- 
ly, she is a tiger defending her den of mental, 
moral and physical cripples — another younger 
and retarded son, a pregnant teenaged daughter 
who seeks escape to the streets, and an ineffec- 
tual husband. Her claws are bared to exclude the 
one family member while she holds the others 
together against this meddlesome social worker. 

The first act is a marvel of comedy and rage, 
but Fierstein’s meandering second act is a weak 
attempt to tie up loose ends. A long and ex- 
pository monologue by Mario Mondelli, as the 
father, is beautifully and movingly delivered, but 
an unnecessary interruption. Elizabeth Evans, 
as daughter Claire, is most effective in her big 
scene as the deceived and defiant teenager cry- 
ing out for help. And finally, we are treated to 
Sam’s own epilogue as he remembers, years 
later, that turbulent day at the Spookhouse. But 
the question still hangs in the air: was there — 
is there ever — one right solution? 

Spookhouse is an actors’ play —. a series of 
monologues and dialogues where everyone gets 
his or her turn at center stage. Thanks to some 
admirable acting and strong direction, this 
Spookhouse delivers more than the script 
promises. 

The dingy kitchen of the Janik family and the 
eerie spookhouse interior are the work of Peter 
Grote. Stephanie A. Johnson is credited with 
lighting, sound is by Richard D. Weed, costumes 
by Mark Jones. Special effects are created by 
Vola Ruber with Cam Wilson and Zoe Elton.

Jim, Jim, Jim 
Is Judy, Judy, Judy 


aster illusionist Jim Bailey hasn’t 
appeared locally since he brought 
his stable of three stars, Streisand, 
Peggy Lee and Judy Garland, to Bimbo’s several 
years ago. He’s back now, but with a difference. 
He’s only doing Judy, and he’s sustaining her 
persona throughout the entire evening. 
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Not only does Bailey convey an almost unset- 
tling physical image of Garland in her prime, he 
recreates those vocal mannerism that make her 
voice unique — the overrriding emotional edge 
she brought to every lyric, even the happy ones. 
Whatever it was, the timbre, the breathiness, 
that quavering vibrato that made Garland spe- 
cial, Bailey projects it across the footlights of the 
Theatre on the Square. 

From the moment he makes his first appear- 
ance in a blue beaded jacket and a tight, above- 
the-knee satiny blue dress, the Garland presence 
is up there — a sometimes defiant tilt of the chin, 
a nervous tug at a short strand of hair (perhaps 
overdone), a back-of-the-hand caress of the 
cheek, that hesitant pigeon-toed stance and 
walk. It’s all there. 

Intermission chit-chat centered mostly on 
Bailey’s first act dress. He was showing a tum- 
my that made Garland look about four months 
along. Was it for effect? Was it padding? Since 
Garland was never noted for her haute couture, 


- we assume it was deliberate. But it was discon- 


certing. 

A second act black gown with gold sequinned 
jacket was more glamorous, and a later ensem- 
ble of pink slacks and pink-with-silver tunic was 
a typical Garland costume of indifferent taste. 

As for Bailey’s 11-piece orchestra, that’s 
another matter. From the first few bars, you’d 
have sworn you were in a 2,000-seat Vegas am- 
phitheatre. Acoustically, it was like a rock con- 
cert in a living room. A blast in the worst sense 
of the word. 

In addition to practically every song Garland 
ever sang, we were treated to several she might 
well have sung — had they been written at the 
time — such as Sondheim’s ‘‘I’m Still Here.”’ 
It was a perfect Garland number and beautifully 
delivered. But mostly the evening was devoted 
to fine, old standards: ‘‘This Can’t Be Love,”’ 
‘‘The Trolley Song,’’ ‘‘The Man I Love,”’ “‘By 
Myself,”’ a delightful ‘‘Puttin’ on the Ritz,’’ and 
— quick change into opera-length gloves and 
black fedora — ‘‘Get Happy.”’ 

Perhaps the one trait in Garland’s voice that 
we remember so well was her ability to express 
her own vulnerability, and that was especially 
evident in such numbers as ‘“You Made Me Love 
You,’’ ‘The Boy Next Door,’’ and then, sitting 
crosslegged on the apron of the stage, ‘“Some- 
where Over the Rainbow.”’

Rents 


n its American premiere at the Rhino, 

Michael Wilcox’s Rents is the story of two 

roommate hustlers (called ‘‘rent boys’’ in 
the play’s Edinburgh setting). It is the late 1970s. 
Notswithstanding its suggestion of rampant sex- 
ual encounters, this pre-AIDS period piece 
might well have been subtitled ‘‘An Age of 
Innocence.”’ 

The opening lines of Rents are undoubtedly 
the worst bit of dialogue ever perpetrated on an 
unsuspecting audience (an amateurish attempt 
to grab attention), but once the episodic plot 
begins to unfurl (and those Scottish collo- 
quialisms have been mastered), this minor 
drama is riveting on several levels. 

.L. James Beals plays the flaky, live-for-today 
protagonist Phil, who seldom has a thought that 
isn’t centered on his last and next ‘‘punter’’ 
(trick). As the more complex roommate/hustler 
Robert, John Lawton gives a stronger, more 
rounded performance. Robert actually has a 
daytime job in a men’s furnishing store (where 
he steals clothes for Phil, tricks on the side for 
extra cash) and gives evidence that he will some- 
day make the transition to adulthood. Lawton 
makes a real person of the rude, calculating and 
initially disagreeable Robert, so that when he 
thaws in a plea for non-sexual companionship, 
it’s a moving moment. 

Other characters parade across stage in 
various street-scene vignettes, sometimes ad- 


. dressing the audience, sometimes delivering in- 


terior monologues — a dramatically effective 
device. We are thus introduced to Richard, sen- 
sitively acted by Dennis Parks, a college lecturer 
who picks up Phil and becomes enamoured of 
him. Incidental to his rejection by Phil, he is 
repeatedly insulted by Robert. Richard and 
Robert eventually establish a stand-offish rela- 
tionship until Richard, on the eve of his depar- 
ture from Edinburgh, rejects Robert’s plea to ac- 


company him. Actor Parks does a masterful job 
in creating this self-effacing man with the wry 
smile whose sense of personal integrity makes 
him realize that loneliness is better than humilia- 
tion and eventual desertion. 

_ Special mention must be made of Anthony 
Page’s Eddie, a psychotic ruffian whose 
girlfriend has left him for Phil’s lesbian mother. 
Out to revenge himself on Phil, totally berserk 
but incapable of inflicting any real physical 
damage, Page’s frequent walk-ons are eagerly 
anticipated by the audience. He takes the manic 


' Eddie to inspired heights of comic madness. 


Robert Coffman and Anthony Craig double 
in walk-on roles. Michael Shain’s simpering 
‘‘auntie”’ procurer of young boys is simply too 
bizarre in dress and drag makeup to inspire 
either fear or a sense of evil. A good idea that 
didn’t work.

Tennessee Williams 


Ray Stricklyn’s sensitive portrayal of Ten- 
nesee Williams graced the stage of Marines 
Memorial Theatre recently. Presented by 
Charles H. Duggan, Confessions of a 
Nightingale, subtitled ‘‘An Intimate Visit,”’ is co- 
authored by Stricklyn and Charlotte Chandler. 
Based on a portion of Chandler’s book, The 
Ultimate Seduction (the section dealing with her 
personal conversations with playwright 
Williams), Confessions delves into the hopes and 
frustrations of Williams’ life. While this could 
have turned into a gossip fest about the stars 
Williams knew, the co-writers chose to deal with 
more personal matters. 

Stricklyn’s understated tour de force perfor- 
mance (a refreshing change from his role as Dr. 
Parris on The Colbys) downplays the emotional 
aspects, allowing the audience to draw from 
their own experiences to create sympathy for the 
character. With no bombast or fanfare, Strick- 
lyn gets his points across. When relating the 
death of Williams’ lover Frank, rather than 
wallowing in moribundity, Stricklyn simply ex- 
plains the details. The result is more emotion- 
packed than if he had forced the tears. 

In reference to Williams’ homosexuality, 
Stricklyn’s character states, ‘‘I don’t know how 
that rumor got started — I’ve been heterosexual. 
I know how—the advantage to being homosex- 
ual is I don’t have to pay all that alimony.”’ 

He also relates the problems of coping with 
the aftermath of a successful show (The Glass 
Menagerie), his sister Rose’s lobotomy (she was 
one of the first to have this operation, and it was 
only because their Victorian —in the worst sense 
of the word—mother thought her daughter 
“too wild’’), and his own breakdown after Nighi 
of the Iguana. He affirms his refusal to end it all, 
despite such tragedy stalking him: ‘‘I think I only 
live so I’ll have something to write about.’’ To 
Williams, writing was life itself. 

Williams alludes to himself as a 
nightingale — the bird looking for love. (‘‘Fin- 
ding someone to share your bed with is easier 
than finding someone you want to wake up next 
to,’’ he states.) This well-written, well-balanced 
one-man show, for all its inherent tragedy, ends 
On a positive note. Williams states that when the 
nightingale finds his love, he will sing a happier 
tune. 

Tennessee Williams died in February 1983. He 
lives on through his plays and in Stricklyn’s 
moving performance in Confessions of a 
Nightingale. 


Hoagy 


he good news is that Billy Philadelphia’s 
lovingly put together and performed 
..¢ Hoagy has been extended for three 
more weeks. Featuring Billy Philly at the piano, 
Baomi Butts-Bhanji as vocalist and drummer, 
Spiffy Marcato and John Capobianco on 
various horns, and John Hettel on bass, Hoagy 
meanders affectionately through the composer’s 
life and music. . 
Philadelphia, a local landmark as saloon and 
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television pianist, creates a lasting impression of 
Hoagy Carmichael with his twangy, Indiana ac- 
cent, a cigarette dangling from the corner of his 
mouth, sleeves rolled up, hat perched on the 
back of his head. (Movie images, perhaps, but 
it’s the way we remember him.) 

As Hoagy, Philadelphia reminisces about 
“‘Stardust,’’ then takes us back to his years as 
a law student. It’s a mellow monologue as he 
tells of his fascination with Bix Beiderbecke’s 
jazz, of their lasting friendship, of the acciden- 
tal hearing of his first recorded song, and the 
later years in Hollywood as a film composer and 
actor. 

Occasionally sipping a little whisky, Hoagy 
progresses leisurely from one anecdote to 
another, and we’re carried along musically 
through ragtime and jazz to swing and 
Hollywood pop. Biographically, there’s not 
much to hold on to, but it’s the music we revel 
in — 30 some selections from the delightful 
“Small Fry’’ and ‘‘Rockin’ Chair’’ to the boun- 
cy ‘‘Buttermilk Sky”’ and such hall-of-fame hits 
as ‘‘Two Sleepy People,’’ ‘‘The Nearness of 
You,”’ and ‘‘Lazy River.”’ 

Honey-toned Baomi Butts-Bhanji brings a 
nice simplicity to those overly-lush lyrics of 
“‘Stardust’’ and then gives ‘‘Georgia On My 
Mind’’ its full vocal due. Her demeanor, in- 
telligent readings, and good humor are special 
assets of the production. 

The list goes on, some great (including the 
deservedly famous ‘‘Skylark’’ and my favorite 
from this revue, the haunting, beautifully sung 
‘‘Baltimore Oriole’’), some not so great. 

Hoagy, based on the composer’s autobio- 
graphy, was written by Bruce Dettman and 
William C. Trichon (Philadelphia’s real name). 
One wonders if life after college was real- 
ly as uneventful as depicted. Matter of fact, I 
don’t recall that we are ever informed that 
Hoagy was married until the late and inciden- 
tal mention of ason. Surely, the man had a life 
outside his music. 

Ron Madonia’s set is a splendid evocation of 
a forties nightclub; Brian Mulhern designed 
lighting; Albert Lord, sound; Lucinda For- 
myduval, costumes. Chris Silva directs, manag- 
ing to instill some more action into the script 
than is actually there, including some very nice 
bits of business with the band.

Critics Circle Awards 


The tenth annual Bay Area Theatre Critics 
Circle Awards, held March 23rd at the City 
Cabaret, honored 49 productions and in- 
dividuals for outstanding performances during 
the 1986 theatre season. 

Deer Rose, Tony Pellegrino’s original play 
with masks, produced first at Theatre Artaud 
and subsequently at Theatre on the Square, 
walked off with 11 awards in the drama division. 
Winning for Entire Production was Deer Rose, 
which also brought honors to Amy Mueller for 
Direction; Tony Pellegrino for Original Script 
and also for Mask Design; Laurie Polster for Set 
Design; Earwax Productions, Sound Design; 
Lydia Tanji, Costume Design; Ellen Shireman, 
Lighting Design; Emily Klion, Musical Score. 
The production also won an award for New 
Directions in Theatre. 

Sharon and Billy, the Magic Theatre’s produc- 
tion of Alan Browne’s original script, picked up 
four awards: Will Marchetti, Supporting Perfor- 
mance, Male; Carla Spindt, Supporting Perfor- 
mance, Female; Albert Takazauckas, Director; 
and Beaver Bauer, Costume Design. 

Rene Auberjonois in The Foreigner and Geoff 
Hoyle in Boomer tied for Principal Perfor- 
mance, Male, and Helen Shumaker captured the 
award for Principal Performance, Female, for 
Mona Rogers in Person. Shumaker also won the 
Solo Performance, Local, award for her larger- 
than-life portrayal of ex-burlesque queen Mona 
Rogers. 

William Paterson took a Supporting Perfor- 
mance, Male, award for The Lady’s Not for Bur- 
ning, sharing the honor with Kenneth L. Marks 
in The Foreigner and Will Marchetti in Sharon 
and Billy.

n Adrienne Rich’s latest collection of es- 

says, Blood, Bread and Poetry, she exam- 

ines integral and timely issues in feminist 
thought, such as racism, cultural imperialism, 
the politics of art, anti-Semitism, and hetero- 
sexism. Rich is the author of fourteen volumes 
of poetry and three volumes of prose. Always 
on the cutting edge of feminist thought, Rich 
manages to stretch our minds and challenge par- 
ticular belief systems. 

Although Rich’s writing style is intellectual 
and cerebral, it is filled with passion and con- 
viction. Her dedication to the women’s move- 
ment is almost infectious — she makes you want 
to go out and storm the patriarchal bastions. 
And her empathy for and attention to the very 
real and hard-hitting issues such as poverty, 
hunger, and the psychological and physical 
abuse of women throughout the world makes 
the reader remember that the feminist movement 
still has much work to accomplish on very basic 
levels. 

For seasoned Rich readers, many of her topics 
are not new. As acollection of her essays (which 
date back to 1979), however, this book is a 


_ valuable tool. 


In her essay ‘‘Disobedience and Women’s 
Studies’’ (which she delivered to the National 
Women’s Studies Association Convention in 
1981), Rich addresses the nature of Women’s 
Studies programs in academe. She asks, ‘‘How 


- will Women’s Studies be in the 1980s: how will 


this Association address the racism, misogyny, 
homophobia of the university and of the cor- 
porate and militaristic society in which it is im- 
bedded; how will white feminist scholars and 
teachers and students practice disobedience to 
patriarchy?”’ : 

In typical Rich fashion, she pushes women in 
academe to move beyond complacency and 
satisfaction with the system that allows 
Women’s Studies to exist. She poses the 
challenge to women in academe to examine their 
own white, middle-class biases. For Rich, token 
allusions to women of color and lesbians are not 
enough to fulfill an academic study of women 
and of the women’s movement. She says, 


So long as we can identify only with white 
women, we are still connected to that system 
of objectification and callousness and cruel- 
ty called racism. And that system is not simply 
a “patriarchal mind-fuck,”’ an idea, which the 
feminist can assume she has tossed out along 
with ‘‘mankind”’ and God the Father. It is a 
material reality of the flesh and nerves, and 
our relation to it as white feminists is a com- 
plex function. 


Rich calls white academic snobbery onto the 
carpet, and challenges women academicians to 
‘‘disobey’’ the patriarchal system even further, 
by disrupting the hierarchical philosophy that 
only white, heterosexual, middle-class view- 
points are ‘‘right’’ or valuable. She tells us that 
‘‘only as white women begin to understand both 
our obedience and complicity and our rebellions, 
do we begin to have the tools for ongoing 
response to racism which is neither circular, 
rhetorical, nor resentful. White women’s anti- 
racism and lesbianism have both been profound 
refusals to obey.”’ 

The strain of disobedience to patriarchy, and 
of self-examination of our own imbedded biases 
and cultural imperialism runs throughout Rich’s 


for Musical Score in The Lady’s Not for Burn- 
ing; and Soon 3’s production of Magi won for 
Technical Achievement. 

In the local musical category, ACT’s Sunday 
in the Park with George took top honors with 
seven awards: Entire Production; Jeff Kellor, 
Principal Performance, Male; Ruth Kobart, 
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essays. Always conscious of her position as an 
educated, middle-class white woman, Rich not 
only challeges us, but also herself to examine her 
own personal history, how that history has 
shaped her views and belief, and how, by being 
conscious of these imbedded assumptions and 
biases, she can try to move beyond them. 

What is apparent in Rich’s writing is that she 
asks no more from us than she does from her- 
self. It is this sort of integrity that keeps any 
liberation movement dynamic and progressive. 

Among her other essays, one which should be 
required reading for heterocentrics is ‘“Compul- 
sory Heterosexuality and Lesbian Existence.”’ 
Just as her ground-breaking book Of Woman 
Born: Motherhood as Experience and Institution 
shattered our lofty illusions about the miracle of 
birth, this essay breaks apart the myth of 
“straight is great.’’ As Rich states, “‘heterosex- 
uality, like motherhood, needs to be recognized 
and studied as a political institution — even, or 
especially, by those individuals who feel they are, 
in their personal experience, the precursors of 
a new social relation between the sexes.”’ 

Rich intelligently and persuasively illustrates 
how heterosexuality is a cultural, social, and 
political institution which is forced — either 
covertly or overtly — upon women. She shows 
how even mundane and everyday phenomena 
contribute to the blind institutionalization of 
heterosexuality: ‘‘The chastity belt; child- 
marriage; erasure of lesbian existence (except as 
exotic or perverse) in art, literature, film; 
idealization of heterosexual romance and mar- 
riage — these are some fairly obvious forms of 
compulsion, the first two exemplifying physical 
force, the second two control of consciousness.” 

And Rich compellingly asks, 
If women are the earliest source of emotional 
caring and physical nurture for both female 
and male children, it would seem logical, from 
a feminist perspective, at least, to pose the 
following questions: whether the search for 
love and tenderness in both sexes does not 
originally lead toward women; why in fact 
women would ever redirect that search, why 
species survival, the means of impregnations, 
and emotional/erotic relationships should 
ever have become so rigidly identified with 
each other; and why such violent strictures 
should be found necessary to enforce 
women’s total emotional, erotic loyalty and 
subservience to men. 

Rich effectively illustrates how heterosexuality 
as an institution has inflicted damage upon 
women in their emotional and erotic ex- 
periences, and how it has been used as a tool to 
suppess and oppress women — whether 
heterosexual or lesbian. 

If you are not familiar with Rich’s writings, 
Blood, Bread and Poetry is a superb introduc- 
tion to her and her engaging feminist thought. 
If you are familiar with Rich, this book is an ex- 
cellent update of her work. Either way, Blood, 
Bread and Poetry considers some of the most 
challenging and searching questions facing 
women today. 


Sinister Wisdom 
Comes to the Bay Area

hen the women come onto the stage 
of the Women’s Building April 18, 
they will bring together every 

generation of editors of Sinister Wisdom. 
Adrienne Rich, Michelle Cliff, Gloria 
Anzalduia, Catherine Nicholson and Elana 
Dykewomon will perform their prose and poetry

to benefit the magazine’s move to the San Fran- 
cisco Bay Area and the inauguration of 
Dykewomon as its new editor. 

The magazine, founded in 1976 by Catherine 
Nicholson and Harriet Desmoines Ellenberger, 
is not only one of the lesbian feminist communi- 
ty’s very best literary journals, but certainly, 
after 11 years of publication, is one of the com- 
munity’s most lasting institutions. 

As she prepares to take the editorship from 
Melanie Kaye Kantrowitz, Dykewomon finds 
that the evolution of the journal has paralleled 
the development of the lesbian community and 
now must address different questions than when 
it was founded. 

“It started out with a lot of ‘bad-girl energy’ 
— we are the witches and the outcasts of socie- 
ty; we have a lot of sinister wisdom and we’re 
going to dish it out — there was a lot of im- 
mediacy there,’? Dykewomon says. ‘‘And there 
was more room to be outrageous. Over the 
years, as we have a different commitment to 
[battle] racism and size-ism and anti-semitism, 
the writing has become more serious. Which on 
one level is wonderful, but we don’t have quite 
the spontaneity we had. I’d like to see more of 
that outrageousness in SW again.”’ 

SW will continue to be published on in- 
dividual themes. Kantrowitz will continue as 
editor until May, publishing an issue on Sex, 
which will be out soon, and another on Illness 
and Death. Elana’s first issue will focus on 
wisdom, ‘‘to acknowledge that a lot of women 
have been working for a long time in the move- 
ment and have learned things,’ she says. “‘Rare- 
ly do we stop and give ourselves credit for what 
we’ve done. We deserve it.”’ 

The following issue will center on Science Fic- 
tion and Lesbian Visions. \x 

Also to continue is the journal’s dedication to 
lesbian voices of different races and classes. 
“‘There’s been a consistent commitment on the 
part of lesbian magazines to publish on the 
broadest class and race lines they could,’’ 
Dykewomon says. ‘‘All of the editors have had 
the commitment to expand the base of lesbians 
who publish and reach out to every kind of les- 
bian imagination there is. I certainly intend to 
keep that commitment.”’ 

Dykewomon faces, in taking on the journal, 
questions also plaguing other lesbian literary 
journals and the publishing community as a 
whole. The abatement of the cheeky, bad-girl 
quality has made writers and readers ask whether 
the journals have a political agenda or should 
reflect the diversity of lesbian culture. Has the 
requirement for stories of only the strong and 
the proud left untold the layers of questions and 
unresolved pain that make up our complex 
culture? Is it, ina way, the age-old question of 
whether art is the mirror or the maker of culture? 

“It is true that there is a common politic in 
lesbian literature now — that race and class 
politics and age and size politics affect us very 
deeply,’? Dykewomon says. ‘‘It’s not really 
socialist realism, but it is a political editing pro- 
cess that goes on. And it needs to. We’re work- 
ing with ourselves. We are the raw material of 
the literature of our movement, and we need to 
keep working on that the best we can. It’s a con- 
stant process of being held accountable to other 
lesbians’ reality.” 

One of the hallmarks of SW has always been 
the high quality of writing it publishes, and 
Dykewomon says the journal will keep that com- 
mitment to quality, walking the fine line between 
encouraging expression and undervaluing craft. 

‘It’s a false dichotomy between art and anti- 
elitism,’’ Dykewomon says. ‘‘Anyone can write 
wonderful work and anyone can write dreck. I 
think the lesbian movement has had a great 
thrust in breaking down elitism, but it exists — 
anybody who has gone to school feels that they 
can’t write. The women’s movement has made 
women feel that any woman with desire can do 
it. On the other hand, writing is a skill, like 
plumbing is a skill, and requires long hours and 
patience and the knowledge that not everything 
you write is going to be wonderful. Encourag- 
ing the quality of craftswomanship is not elitist 
— it’s taking ourselves seriously.”’

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Waiting For 
The Moon

hat is it that it was? What is it that 
it was not? What it was, was that 
was? What it was, was that good? 

What is it that it was? 

Waiting for the Moon bills itself as a film 
about Gertrude Stein and Alice B. Toklas. 
Director Jill Godmilow has worked to create a 
film which ‘‘muddles the definition between 
history and fiction.’’ Showing six scenarios ex- 
cerpted from a period of six months in the sup- 
posed lives of American writer Gertrude Stein 
and her lover Alice B. Toklas, Godmilow and 
screenwriter Mark Magill have created a film 
which much more than muddles history and fic- 
tion. Waiting for the Moon bends time and place 
and fiction and fact to produce an extremely en- 
joyable, beautifully filmed, and superbly acted 
work. 

What is it that it was not? 

Few people know more than the basics about 
Stein’s life. Perhaps that she thought herself a 
genius, held literary and artistic salons in her 
Parisian apartment, and lived with and loved her 
partner Alice B. Toklas for over 39 years. Wait- 
ing for the Moon shows us these facts, fleshed 
out with details not from the actual history of 
these women’s lives, but with fabricated stories 
from the writer’s fantasies. To some this may 
seem brilliant. Godmilow works under the ob- 
vious truth that no matter how close one comes 
to portraying reality, adocumentary filmmaker 
is still padding out any story with conjecture. 
This is especially apt in this case where we have 
a great body of work describing the lives of these 
two famous expatriates, but not the relationship 
between them. Through deliberately skewing the 
known history of their lives, the film continually 
points to the irony in filmmaking, constantly 
reminds the viewer that this is an artist’s rendi- 
tion of Stein and Toklas. 

What it was, was that was? 

The press package for Waiting for the Moon 
included a leaflet — ‘‘A Page for the Literal 
Minded: An Account of what in Waiting for the 
Moon is fact and what is just plain poetic 
license.’’ After being shown Alice and Gertrude 
bringing up the baby boy of close friend Apol- 
linaire, we find that he never had a child and in- 
deed died years before the time in which the film 
was set. A dramatic story is woven to tell that 
he died eating mushrooms, but he actually died 
from war wounds. The work that is read in the 
film as Stein’s is actually clever imitation by 
writer Magill. (Did copyright prevent them from 
using her own work?) The last words in the film, 
though true in part to Stein’s biography, are bor- 
rowed from James Joyce’s Ulysses and put into 
Toklas’ mouth. 

You get the idea. The filmmaker call this shuf- 
fling of facts and fantasy true to the “‘spirit’’ of 
the two women. They claim it as a ‘‘cubist ren- 
dering”’ of their lives. I may be somewhat of an 
old fashioned, literal-minded toad, but I would 
have rather had a story line that a little more 
closely followed the women’s lives. It frightens 
me somewhat to think this is the popular history 
the movie-going public will take away as fact. 

What is was, was that good? 

Yes, very. Despite some objection to the ex- 
treme path the filmmakers took in creating the 
film, Waiting for the Moon is a most successful, 
wonderful moving film showing a deep and 
complicated relationship between two women. 
(They just happen to be named Gertrude Stein 
and Alice B. Toklas, right?) 

It is more Alice’s story than Gertrude’s, her 
narration gliding over the top of the film as the 
women are shown at home working on Ger- 
trude’s manuscript, on the road, ona picnic. The 
thread that ties the scenes together is another 
fabrication of events — a year in which Gertrude 
supposedly feared dying of cancer and never told 
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Alice. Alice, because she reads and answers mail, 
and is also acutely perceptive of Gertrude, 
knows of her lover’s troubles but resents great- 
ly not being asked to share them. Gertrude later 
notes that the facts were as they were — that she 
thought she was to die — and as they were was 
not interesting. 

Alice’s ‘‘saintlihood’’ in her acceptance of the 
situation, and her wholehearted devotion to Ger- 
trude are captured beautifully and deeply by the

6é ertrude Stein was a giggler, 
an extraordinarily funny 
person,’’ declares film- 


maker Jill Godmilow, and her new fictional 
documentary, Waiting for the Moon, shows 
it. ‘People complain to me that [actress] Lin- 
da Bassett smiles too much in the film. That’s 
not how they see Gertrude Stein. But they 
have that image from only four historical 
photographs.’’ Godmilow herself has a lean 
and rigorous look, not unlike her style of 
speech. Yet her signature bowtie tips us off 
to her own sense of fun. 

‘*The problem with making a film about 
a famous person,”’ she says as she lights 
another low-tar cigarette, ‘‘is that the au- 
dience feels the film’s successful if it fulfills 
the image they already have. But who wants 
to do that? Let’s try to claim a bigger piece 
of myth... Amadeus, for example. I love that 
film for making the bold and interesting pro- 
position that Mozart was not the little delicate 
person we all carry in our heads.”’ 

Our current image of Gertrude Stein was 
created by a handful of journalists who 
resorted to ridiculing her when they failed to 
comprehend her literature and her persona. 
According to Godmilow, Stein was ‘‘a ma- 
jor innovator in the English language, a 
‘monster artist’ as big as Joyce,”’ yet she was 
known in the popular press as ‘‘the Mother 
Goose of literature.’’ Hard to imagine a 
similar designation applied to any of her male 
contemporaries. Papa Goose Hemingway? 

Moon challenges this old image by depic- 
ting Stein as an artist at work, as well as a 
lifelong partner in a complex and fruitful 
relationship. The film has been criticized as

filmmakers. Gertrude is shown to be somewhat 


self-centered, unable to communicate intimately 
with her companion. When the women attempt 
to rescue a drunken Hemingway from a brothel, 
he challenges Stein’s treatment of Alice: ‘“We’re 
geniuses of American Literature. I’m a bum, 
and you’re a jerk. She’s a saint’’ (referring to 
Alice), ‘‘a goddamned saint, and you don’t even 
know it.”’ 

Both Linda Hunt (of Year of Living Danger- 
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Director Jill Godmilow 


_ downplaying the lesbian relationship between 
Stein and Toklas. Godmilow counters: ‘‘The 
film assumes that they are lesbians; it just 
doesn’t make that their primary identity. It 
consciously refuses that. When you do that 
you have a film about Other. Gertrude Stein 
is bigger than that.’” Contemporary lesbians 
may find this film couple dissatisfyingly 
discreet in their emotional and physical ex- 
pression. Contemporary members of the 
share-your-feelings school, female or male, 
may find Stein and Toklas neurotically re- 
pressed. They speak with the dry wit of civili- 
ty while bridling torrents of emotion. But 
anyone who has been one-half of a couple for 
more than five minutes will appreciate the 
subterranean code these lovers use to thread 
their way through the relationship’s in- 
evitable compromises. 

Moon is an ambitious film replete with lov- 
ingly recreated visual detail. While this 
recreation can be overcareful in pacing and 
tone, it deserves attention for seriously 


ously) as Toklas and Linda Bassett as Stein give 
sparkling performances. Hunt, in her birdlike 
efficiency, brilliantly delivers the quick wit and 
sarcasm that draws Stein’s understated devo- 
tion. Bassett, besides looking a great deal like the 
genius herself, emits a strong, intensive intel- 
ligence and calmness, with just a touch of in- 
security and fear. She creates a most charming, 
funny and sensitive Stein. 

Gertrude and Alice are never bored with each 
other, gleaning delight from daily deeds and 
each other’s quick minds. While answering a 
Ladies Home Journal questionaire, Gertrude 
reads, ‘‘Do I think ladies should be permitted 
to smoke in public?”’ Toklas whips back, ‘“Per- 
mitted by whom?”’ Their lover relationship is 
never blatantly stated, though the intimacy and 
emotional entanglement is always present. A 
delicate scene under an umbrella in the after- 
noon sunshine shows a resting Gertrude throw- 
ing a familiar arm over nearby Alice. This 
gesture captures a warmth not usually associated 
with Stein, so frequently portrayed as demand- 
ing and ego-maniacal. 

A backdrop of war creeps into the film as the 
two pick up an American on his way to Spain. 
Later, upon hearing of his injuries, Alice throws 
down a mixing bowl in anger. Gertrude gazes at 
her across the room, unable to reach her in her 
neediness. Alice stoops to pick up the cracked 
pieces of pottery. Such moments are captured 
perfectly, creating a visually and emotionally 
fullfilling piece of fictitious docudrama. 

Yet I still have a problem with the more-than- 
healthy dose of poetic license which Godmilow 
and Magill dollop on the events of Stein’s and 
Toklas’ lives. I wonder what I would feel if 
someone made a film about my grandmother, 
for instance, painting her life in situations and 
events that never occurred. But perhaps I would 
prefer that to a ‘“‘literal’’ representation of her 
life which fell emotionally or characteristically 
way off the mark? 

Stein would probably be overjoyed at such an 
avant-garde approach to her life. I say, go en- 
joy Waiting for the Moon clutching a crib sheet 
of facts. The last I’ll supply is this: they never 
did have goldfish but rather a very large poodle 
named Basket. 


presenting issues often ignored — the impor- 
tance of language in framing our perception 
of reality, the subtleties of relationship be- 
tween life partners, the life of the mind and 
its lived results: sanguineness, spirit and wit. 

‘‘One goal of the film,’’ says Godmilow, 
‘twas to show a couple with a problem 
created somewhat by language.’’ The events, 
or non-events, of the film are based on the 
premise that Stein has been diagnosed as ter- 
minally ill but refuses to talk about it. The 
film’s ‘‘action’’ is mostly interior: Alice 
struggles to cope with the silent knowledge 
of Gertrude’s terminal illness, as Gertrude 
struggles to convey without direct explana- 
tion her reasons for her silence. ‘‘If there’s 
a proposition about living made by this film, 
it has to do with separateness, allowing the 
other to be as they are, not trying to get them 
to be as you need them to be towards you,’’ 
says Godmilow. She sees Stein’s approach to 
her illness as part of ‘‘her rather Buddhist- 
like acceptance of reality,’’ which included 
acceptance of death as fact, in a life lived 
without fear. 

In a spirit of assertive abandon, Moon 
freely mixes fact with fiction and juggles 
chronology to beat the band. For instance, 
it places the death of poet Apollonaire in 
1936, seventeen years after the fact. Some 
viewers dismiss this approach as frivolous. 
Certainly it is a technique guaranteed to drive 
the literal-minded, to use Godmilow’s word, 
“‘bananas.’’ Godmilow explains the ap- 
proach by saying, ‘‘The meaning of art is 
made by construction. By deconstructing the 
narrative, a new examination of old myth can 
be made.”’ Or, as Alice remarks in the film: 
“‘There are facts and there are ideas. Facts 
did not mean much to Gertrude. Ideas were 
much more real.”’ 

This Steinian notion of questioning the 
“‘factness of fact’’ has influenced Godmilow 
in her style of documentary filmmaking. Her 
Antonia, the first independently produced 
American documentary to enjoy extensive 
theatrical exhibition, was more traditional. 
“I came from a time in the ’60s when the 
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Bebe Miller: 
She’s Gotta Have It 


ebe Miller’s frenetic arm movements 

scratch and paw with primal hunger for 

life, sustenance, survival. That a dancer 
is able to convey this in a totally new way, while 
using an established modern dance vocabulary, 
is a revelation. Miller, with her aristocratically 
attuned bearing, is Black, lithe, beautiful and 
terrific — her alkaline choreography speaks of 
urban abysses and existential tightrope walking 
common to the melting pot of city life at the 
edge. 

Though much of Miller’s imagery is abstract 
(heir to her years with Nina Weiner’s company), 
there is a deliberateness to her compulsive, 
driven stage persona. She is one of the few con- 
temporary dancers I’ve seen (even in the most 
trendy of circumstances) to project what is 
known as ‘‘mannerism,’’ the refinement and 
stretching of a quirk until it takes on promon- 
torial proportions. This deliberate brushstrok- 
ing of analytical twitching, floor slapping and 
Waiting-for-Godot takes off in Miller’s solo, 
“Spending Time Doing Things,’’ danced in 
silence for the most part, broken up in the mid- 
dle by Ellington’s ‘‘Solitude.’’ While this work 
is too casual for a program’s opening and 
repetitive to the point of irritation, Miller’s com- 
pact body promises the answer to a secret in her 
obsessively committed stream of movement. 

That answer is offered in ‘‘Two,”’ a pas de 
deux for Miller and the similarly compact, 
torpedoesque Ralph Lemon. Cinematic, hyp- 
notic music by C. Hyams-Hart takes the dancers 
on some heavy breathing calisthenics from its 
opening floorwork — lusciously brittle — toa 
tug of war of willpower as the dancers try to 
burst through each other’s sinews. Miller here 
is relentless: rushed, shifting directions, dazzl- 
ing with new and newer variations on an 
elocuted pattern, performing lifts that come and 
go so quickly they completely befuddle the eye’s

sense of sequential order. This ritual is burning 
one moment, ice-cold the next, but never drops 
in sustained tempo. As viewers we feel the 
hunger for domination combined with intense 
physical bonding as a deja-vu.

all along in the saliva of confrontation to cap- 
ture a moment, an idea, a lover, an enemy, 
forever. 

Lemon’s dancing is propelled by bittersweet 
irony — at the point of losing control in some 
hyper-articulated attitude relevé turns, his limbs 
seem to suck the air for revitalized momentum. 
Miller’s whirling body machine wants to digest 
Lemon in one gulp. And yet, under the throttl- 
ing exchange is a faintly discernable tenderness, 
a few microscopic caresses amid the debris of

violently arching torsos. 

Needless to say, ‘‘Two’’ isn’t a ‘‘pretty’’ 
dance. But, as Jennifer Dunning wrote three 
months ago in the New York Times, it is ‘‘one 
of the most powerful dances of the year’’. And 
‘*Two”’ also brings a sense of liveliness (i.e., ‘‘be- 
ing alive’’) toa live performance with ultra-crisp 
clarity and that extra-human urgency that 
separates the common oracle from the messiah. 
This woman has been touched by the Goddess 
and may well be related. 

Other interesting works on the program in- 
clude ‘‘Gypsy Pie’’ to Mike Vargas’ drumming 
score — a wild foray of cleanly danced ensem- 
ble formations for four dancers that seethes, 
preens and kick-slouches in revved-up 
minimalist tango-chic. In all of Miller’s group 
works, only Lemon is able to match her for com- 
plete movement immersion, but all the dancers 
(Elizabeth Caron, Nikki Castro, Renée 
Lemieux, and Earnie Stevenson) dance with 
both subtlety and aplomb, most often at 
breakneck tempos and to picture perfect results. 

The lighting by Michael Mazzola is satisfac- 
tory, verging at times on dazzling. Unforgivable, 
however, was an intrusive clicking noise that 
repeatedly came from Theatre Artaud’s open air 
sound booth. To these picky ears, such distrac- 
tion can shatter concentration on the per- 
former’s intent. 

American Inroads has jumped dramatically 
to the front lines of contemporary dance spon- 
sorship with unerring good taste in selecting new 
artists and introducing them to the Bay Area. 
Look out for their international arts festival this 
August. Along with the Bolshoi’s visit, San 
Francisco may be the place to be on the conti- 
nent for the mega-arts experience of late 
summer.

Major issues confront the Bay Area dance 
community, and major changes are currently in 
process. It is responsible and coherent to report 
on some of the (in many cases) inspiring news 
on the horizon. Politics are definitely the mood 
these days, and will increase in intensity through 
88. Therefore it is with real enthusiasm that 
Coming Up!’s readers should greet the fruitful 
work of the Bay Area Dance Coalition’s new 
director, Lillian Goldthwaite, and the dynamic 
leadership she is providing our dance communi- 
ty. Her vision in catalyzing the ‘‘Firehouse 
Talks’’ is unprecedented in local dance history. 
At the Talks, a forum of over 150. dancers, 
choreographers, artistic directors, managers, 
technical and support services people, and 
teachers voiced long range goals, evaluated cur- 
rent needs, and spoke out on a battery of dance 
topics warranting serious attention. Among 
some dire statistics (skyrocketing insurance 
costs; closing of large, established studios — par- 
ticularly in the Inner Mission dance locus...the 
Lanova Center recently shut its doors after 30 
years of superb training and Footwork Studio, 
home to Ed Mock, Dance Spectrum and other 
prime movers, is threatened; total omission of 
the Talks by most media of dance in year-end 
round-ups (but not here at Coming Up!...see the 
Dance section of the January 1987 issue); an in- 
excusable drop in government and corporate 
funding, etc.), one issue was mentioned 
repeatedly in category after category of agenda 
concerns — AIDS. There can be no doubt that 
straight or gay, Black or white, ethnic or 
theatrical, the entire dance community has taken 
a long, sobering and compassionate look at our 
devastated ranks and the impact this disease has 
had upon our art. The Coalition’s Isadora Dun- 
can Dance Awards, produced by Evy War- 
shawski, will contain a special ‘‘AIDS and 
Dance’’ segment this year. Look for the Dun- 
can Awards, May 11, at the Herbst Theatre. 

In related news, Vanity Fair, the slick 
retro-nouveau publication of fashion and arts, 
published a dramatic report, ‘‘One by One: 
AIDS and the Arts in America’’ by Michael 
Shnayerson in their March ’87 edition. This 
somewhat conservative national magazine took 
a gutsy stance including photos of men and 
women in the arts who have passed and in-depth 
information on how the New York arts com- 
munity has responded. Buried in the article is the 
following on-target quote:

New Friends 
A Statement of Purpose 

Weare a loosely organized group of men and 
women who have experienced the shock and 
confusion of having been diagnosed with AIDS 
or ARC. Our primary purpose is to share our 
strength, hope, and practical knowledge on a 
one-to-one basis with any individual who has 
recently been diagnosed. Our group con- 
sciousness tells us that ‘the first six weeks are 
crucial to the newly diagnosed person. Their per- 
sonal and emotional experiences during that time 
could determine their attitudes regarding future 
pursuits and personal well-being, while remain- 
ing a viable and capable individual within the 
community. We feel we are in a unique position 
to have a significant and positive impact during 
that crucial time. 

Our individual commitment to our ‘‘New 
Friend’’ is for a duration of two to six weeks 
from time of contact. The time commitment and 
personal logistics will be determined by the two 
people involved and as needed. 

New Friends will not take the place of any 
other organization or project dealing with in- 
dividuals diagnosed with AIDS or ARC. And 
although some of our activities as ‘‘New 
Friends’’ may overlap an existing service, our 
primary goal is to lessen some of the fears and 
anxieties that affect many individuals right after 
diagnosis. 
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We may act as a referral resource for the emo- 
tional, physical, and financial services that are 
available in the community. We will not make 
conscious choices for our ‘‘friends’’. However, 
we will assist our ‘‘friend’’ in sorting through the 
wealth of real and esoteric information 
available. 

Our volunteer commitment will officially end 
after the six-week period when our ‘‘friends’’ 
have hopefully made their own choices about ex- 
isting support groups, social services, other agen- 
cies and foundations. That is not to say that a 
relationship can’t continue by agreement be- 
tween two friends, but that in the first six weeks, 
the ‘‘New Friend’’ coming from service and in- 
tegrity has fulfilled their primary purpose of 
sharing experience, strength, and hope. 

Weare a group of men and women who wish 
to do something around our own disease and 
future by assisting the newly diagnosed to know 
they aren’t alone at the beginning of a new and 
unforeseen chapter in their life. Our program 
will hopefully become self-perpetuating as some 
of those who have been assisted, in turn, become 
‘‘New Friends’’ volunteers. 

In the future, as new chapters of ‘‘New 
Friends’? are formed, each group shall be 
autonomous and self-supporting. 

New Friends has no opinion on any outside 
issues nor will we be drawn into any controver- 
sy or politics which diverts us from our primary 
purpose. Our primary purpose is to assist the 
newly diagnosed to take their first steps towards 
personal dignity and independence.

the making of documentaries was a political act. 
We didn’t have to understand about ideas 


" because we were ‘right’.’’ We didn’t understand 


film language, and’I think there are documen- 
tary filmmakers today who still refuse to learn.”’ 

Because she feels it imperative to challenge the 
intellectual bankruptcy of classic documentary 
style, Godmilow welcomed Nestor Almendros’ 
1984 film, Improper Conduct. A film about 
homosexual persecution in Cuba, it generated 
a storm of controversy among leftists, as well as 
filmmakers. Godmilow terms it ‘‘a rightist film 
using documentary techniques that the left had 
been using for years.’’ Using verité technique, 
Almendros reduced the ‘‘entire meaning of the 
Cuban revolution to its sins and confusions in 
relation to gay people.’’ To Godmilow the film 
perfectly illustrates that documentary material 
is as malleable as fiction. ‘‘I don’t think I’ll ever 
make a verité documentary again,’’ she says 
thoughtfully. 

In Far from. Poland (1984) Godmilow 
demolishes the false objectivity of the documen- 
tary. The controversial vanguard film takes as 
its subject the rise and fall of the Solidarity labor 
movement. Godmilow, deeply committed to the 
project and ready to depart for Poland, was 
denied permission at the last moment. Propell- 
ed by the importance of events she had witness- 
ed there, Godmilow searched for a way to 
describe Solidarity. The question she asked 
herself was, ‘“‘Can I not speak about Poland even 
though I can’t bring back footage.’’ She 
answered by using a blend of drama and multi- 
ple analysis to create a document. 

This style of blending fact and fiction led 
directly to Moon, honoring a lifelong apprecia- 
tion of Stein. As for the future, Godmilow has 
in mind ‘‘three small dramatic projects’’ and a 
documentary about a non-sexist version of King 
Lear, directed by Lee Brewer of New York’s ex- 
perimental theater troupe, Mabou Mines. The 
new version ‘‘reorients gender,’’ according to 
the filmmaker. Lear is played as a woman. The 
male roles are similarly reversed. Queen Lear 
perhaps? ‘‘No,’’ laughs Godmilow, ‘‘it’s 
dehistoricized as well. Set in 1952, it’s Mrs. Lear 
parceling out her property to her sons.”’ 

Godmilow has come to our interview direct 
from power lunches and producers’ conferences 
in Los Angeles, where ‘‘independent”’ is now the 
buzzword. Producers are clamoring to make the 
small budget films they’ve traditionally disdain- 
ed. ‘‘Five years ago my film could never have 
been distributed. Now couldn’t be a better mo- 
ment for independents in Hollywood,”’’ says 
Godmilow. 

Any chance she’Il follow in the steps of Susan 
Seidelman (Desperately Seeking Susan) and 
move to Hollywood? ‘‘No, I don’t trust how 
serious they are about making the kind of film 
I’m interested in. I’m not going to put all my 
eggs in one basket, New York or Hollywood. 
I’m going to try to hang in both ways.”’ 
Waiting for the Moon will premiere Friday, April 
17 at the Kabuki Cinemas. It will screen as a benefit

‘‘One of the reasons AIDS seems to have had 
a lower profile in dance is that in this era of 
federal budget cuts in the arts, dance companies 
want to project a more.conservative image,”’ 
says Richard Philip, managing editor of 
Dancemagazine. ‘‘You know, put on a serious 
face, show them you’re responsible, and maybe 
your company will get back some of its money. 
So it becomes easier not to acknowledge certain 
kinds of behavior widely associated in the 
public’s mind with AIDS. 

Now such denial is becoming more difficult. 
In one week last December, a dancer’s death 
was reported virtually ever day, each with the 
same sad indications: death at an early age after 
along, unnamed illness, with parents and sibl- 
ings listed as survivors. Galvanized by the grow- 
ing death toll, the triumvirate of Jerome Rob- 
bins, Peter Martins and Mikhail Baryshnikov 
have agreed to participate in a three-week benefit 
spectacular next fall.”’ 


What a stunning announcement, and what an 
inspirational fundraising event that will be — in 
areas of both financial and emotional support. 
Here in the Bay Area, a few local dance groups 
have made significant gestures: the Dance 
Brigade’s ‘‘Blood Roots,’’ Tim Miller’s ‘‘Bud- 
dy Systems’? and Redwood Empire Ballet’s 
‘““Coppelia’’ (directed by Antonio Mendes — 
one of Northern California’s most accomplished 
teachers) have all been presented as full-evening 
AIDS benefits. Congratulations and kudos! 
Preparations for a ‘‘Dance for Life’’ concert at 


development. There is genuine interest in such 
an undertaking among the top echelons of 
several of our larger dance organizations — and 
at the very least, it will be a priority in various 
aspects of their programming for seasons ahead. 

This month, some noteworthy presentations 
are planned. Cabaret impresario Gary Menger 
has assembled a stellar cast to appear at “‘In 
Memory of Friends...(And in Support of Those 
Living With AIDS)’’, promising to be an even- 
ing of flamboyance, sentiment, reflection and 
dynamite vocal and dance talent. It’s April 9 at 
the Palace of Fine Arts. And former SF Ballet 
director Michael Smuin’s first directorial opus 
for ACT, ‘‘Faustus in Hell,”’ will offer a perfor- 
mance for AIDS charities on Easter Sunday at 
7 p.m. at the Geary Theatre. 

It should be noted that several works based 
on AIDS themes or created in memory of cer- 
tain individuals have their place in our hearts.
